LIEUTENANT GILMORE 
Sonnenshein was imprisoned at Abra 
for a long time with Lieutenant Gilmore 
and seven sailors, but contrived to es- 


cape, carrying a concealed note, written 
in naval dated Abra, Nov. 19, 
addressed to “Any naval officer” and 
gaying: “You may have perfect con- 
fidence in anything the bearer 
The note was signed “Gilmore.” 

According to Sonnenshein, when Lieu- 
tenant Gilmore’s launch entered the 
river from Baler harbor, under cover 
of Ensign Stanley's gun, the landing 
was received with three volleys. Two 
of the Americans were killed, and two 
mortally wounded. Every man was hit,

Lieutenant Gilmore receiving a tesh 
wound in the leg, and his foot stuck 


fast in the mud, it was a choice between 
surrender and being slaughtered. 

Lieutenant Gilmore asked the terms 
of release. The insurgents proposed 
that he should procure the delivery to 
them of the arms and munitions of the 
Spanish garrison, undertaking, if this 
were accomplished, to send the Span- 
iards and Americans to the Yorktown. 
A sailor of Lieutenant Gilmore's party 
carried this proposition to the garrison. 
The Spanish commandant replied that 
it was an insult to Spanish arms, and 
expelled the sailor, a Spanish soldier 
firing upon him as he went. 

The Americans were then bound hand 
and foot and taken to San Isidro, where 
General Luna ordered their execution. 
They were marched to the plaza, and, in 


the presence of a “reat crowd, were 
aligned to be executed. 
Lieutenant Gilmore said: “As an 


American officer and gentleman, I pro- 
test against being shot with my hands 
tied.” 

Aguinaldo interfered 
the execution.

Prediction About Pacific Shipyards 
Made by George W. Dickey. 

George W. Dickey, manager of the 
Union Iron works of San Francisco, 
during a speech at the recent banquet 
of the Society of Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers in New York city, 
made a noteworthy prediction in re- 
gard to the future development of the 
iron shipbuilding industry of the Pa- 
cific coast, says the New York Herald.

Trans- 
atlantic ships have reached these pro- 
portions, and I believe Pacific ships 
will soon do the same thing.” 

A prominent naval architect of New 
York, who was present at the society's 
dinner, said that he fully believed in 
the soundness of Mr. Dickey’s predic- 
tion. “Mr. Dickey knows pretty well 
what he is talking about,” said he. 
“The fact that he really deserves the 
credit of designing the battleship Ore- 
gon gives weight to his present opin- 
ion.”

A middle aged prince among philan- 


thropists, a nobleman by birth and in | 


disposition, a doctor of divinity and 
trusted friend of three German elD- 
concluding an impassioned ad- 
dress on the homes of workingmen, 
said to his friends: “Banks are will- 
ing to loan us money at 4 per cent. If 
each of a hundred of you will pay 5 
cents a week, we can borrow $50,000 
and loan it to worthy laborers at 3% 
per cent to help them get homes, and if 
you will double that contribution week- 
ly we can loan at 3 per cent. This 
amount of money will erect 30 houses 
for two families each and give com- 
fortable homes to 60 families—say 300 
persons. Your expenses in ten years 
will be $25 or $50, according to the sum 
of your weekly contributions, or an 
average of 40 or 80 cents for each fami- 
ly thus sheltered, and at the end of 
this time these families will have paid 
for their homes.” 

But, it is asked, why should the well 
to do pledge themselves to pay even 5 
cents a week to help the laboring class- 
es get their own homes? “My answer,” 
said this German philanthropist, “is 
that if you settle the working classes, 
each family in its own little home, 
with a little garden and room for a pig 
or a goat and a place where its mem- 
bers with their own hands can plant 
a pear tree or an apple tree and a few 
vines, you forever make all nihilism an 
impossibility. This scheme will insure 
better health and more strength and 
better industrial habits. This means a 
positive gain to the state, and such im- 
provement cannot be looked for in 
the overcrowded city. To the extent 
that these ends are gained crime is 
lessened and taxes are decreased.

Land in that neighbor- 
hood is comparatively cheap at short 
distances away from the busy little 
manufacturing center, and a house and 
lot for two families costs $1,600. The 
house has two stories, each having 
three good sized, cheerful rooms and 
a kitchen. It has a cellar in which 


| there is a washhouse and a storing 


room. The land area is divided be- 
tween the families and gives to each 
enough room for a garden and for a 
pig or goat. Interest on the capital at 
344 per cent amounts to $56 a year. The 
family in the upper story pays more 
than half of this. The purchasers are 
required to pay back a stipulated per 
cent of the principal each year and 
may pay as much more as they can. 
Interest is charged only on the amount 
actually unpaid when each partial pay- 
ment is made. The minimum yearly 
payment on a house and lot costing 
$1,600 is SSS. an average of $44 for 
each family. This is but 514 per cent 
of the capital invested in their home, 
whereas the workingman ordinarily 
pays 10 to 12 per cent on the zost of 
the house he rents. The buyers from 
these associations therefore have a 
geod many dollars to pay on their 
homes before the yearly payments 
Make the demands on their earnings 
than would be saved if they were pay- 
ing rent to landlords.

Foreign Trade and Home Labor. 

As in the case of all good things, 
there is some danger of letting the sit- 
uation run away with us and, in the 
new enthusiasm of foreign trade, for 
getting certain principles upon which 
the real social and industrial greatness 
of the nation rests. For instance, 
among the addresses at the interna- 
tional commercial congress none at- 
tracted more interest than those de- 
manding the open door in China, and 
naturally the opportunity was seized 
by the Chinese minister to demand, as 
a proper and just reciprocal conces- 
sion, that our Chinese exclusion laws 
be abandoued and the door opened te 
Chinese labor in return for the open 
door for American commodities. Im- 
portant and desirable as the growth 
of foreign trade may be, whenever ii 
comes up against a question of main 
taining the labor and social standards 
of our own people a halt must be 
sharply called. The true principle 
should be, first to maintain our own 
industrial integrity and then, branch- 
ing out from that, to barter the one 
for the other. We can never afford tc 
sell the American birthright of higk 
wages and superior social conditions 
for any mess of foreign trade pottage, 
however tempting.—Gunton’s Maga- 
zine. 


Need Not Work With Nonmembers. 

Supreme Court Judge Giegerich de 
cides that union laborers who refuse 
to work with nonmembers of their or 
ganization are clearly within their 
rights, says a New York exchange 
The decision accompanies the dissolv- 
ing of a preliminary injunction granted 
to the Reform Club of Masons and 
Plasterers against the Laborers’ Pro- 
tective union. Justice Giegerich says: 

“The case presented involves no more 
than refusal to werk with members of 
the plaintiff association. This does not 
amount to a conspiracy to prevent em. 
ployment under all circumstances, and 
in the absence of intimidation or of 
false statements as to the character 
of the workmen affected the case dis.

Mr. Borden not only doubles the ad- 
vance offered by the members of the 
Manufacturers’ association, but orders 
the increase to take effect practically 
immediately. This action on the part 
of the owner of the Iron Works plant 
changes the wage situation here and 
throughout New Englandentirely. The 
manufacturers in the association may 
be forced to raise the wages of their em- 
ployes to the standard of a manufac- 
turer outside @ the association. 

The members of the Textile council 
hesitate to go before the operatives with 
the recommendation adopted at the last 
meeting of the council.

1. The Lord’s supper is a divine or- 
dinance. It was instituted by Christ 
Himself in the supper room in Jerusa- 
| le 2m at the close of the Feast of the 
| Passover. It was the Lord Jesus Him- 
| self who, the night He was betrayed, 
took bread and brake and blessed it and 
commanded it to be eaten in remem- 
brance of Him, and the cup and blessed 
it, attaching to it the same command. 
This fact should attach peculiar inter- 
est and importance to this feast. 

2. The Lord’s supper is a memorial. 
“This do in remembrance of Me,’’ said 
Christ. It is not only a memorial of 
Christ, but a memorial of that crown- 
ing act in His life by which the world 
was redeemed from sin—the death of 
Christ. ‘‘As often as ye eat this bread 
and drink this cup ye do show the 
Lord’s death till He come.’’ The neces- 
sity of such a memorial is due to the 

| fact that the human heart is so prone 
to forget. “We forget even our greatest 
benefactors with amazing ease. What 
a blessed thing it is, therefore, that 
Jesus instituted this ordinance to keep 
us in constant remembrance at least of 
the most stupendous event in the his- 
tory of the world! Though we forget 
all else of the ages past, we should nev- 
er forget the death of Christ. 

8. The Lord’s supper is a symbol 
The bread and wine are not actually 
changed into the body and blood of 
Christ. Transubstantiation is super- 
stition and absurdity. The elements of 
the communion are but symbols. They 
are material types of spiritual attain- 
ments. Christ is spiritually received by 
faith by those who partake of this or- 
dinance in accordance with Christ's ap- 
pointment. The Holy Spirit applies to 
our souls the blessings contained in this 
Christian festival. And thus alone can 
we be blessed in partaking of these sa- 
cred emblems. There is nothing eftica- 
cious in the elements or in him who 
administers them, but when properly 
received the Holy Spirit blesses them 
to the good of our souls. 

4. The Lord’s supper is a command. 
“This do,"’ said Christ. He left no al- 
ternative. It is as direct a command as 
can be found in the word of God. The 
indifference of multitudes to it who 
profess to believe in Christ is inexplain- 
able. Many never observe it, refusing 
to identify themselves with God’s peo- 
ple in the church where alone it is ob- 
served. Others who unite with the 
church are often careless and indifferent 
to this great command. How can we 
neglect or ignore it? 

5. The Lord’s supper is a permanent 
institution. ‘*Till He come,’’ says Paul 
to the Corinthians. Christ has not come 
yet, and therefere until He does this 
sacred ordinance is binding upon His 
people. Let us appreciate this high 
privilege and find a joy and delight 
and profit in showing forth Christ's 
death ‘‘till He come.’’

it Is to Re Free to All and Will Be: 
seventeen Miles Long and Two 
gendred and Fifty Feet Wide—Sug- 
gestions For Structures Along the 


Route. 

The beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tory will witness the construction of 
4 national boulevard which, when 
completed, will connect Washington 
and Mount Vernon. In 1888 congress | 
made an appropriation of $10,000 for| 
the prelimibary survey of the route. 
president Cleveland not only signed 
the bill, but before its enactment in- 
jested himself in the measure. Sec-| 
ury Endicott detailed Colonel Peter 
¢. Hains of the war department to 
make the survey, and when the report 
was made Secretary Endicott indorsed 
it and advocated the passage of other 
appropriations to begin the work. The 
jegislature of Virginia granted a char- 
ter to the Mount Vernon Avenue asso- 
cation and soon after transferred to 
the association a claim against the 
government for $120,000, witb the un- 
derstanding that when the money was 
collected it should be used in the con- 
struction of the boulevard. 

The Mount Vernon Avenue associa- 
tion recently met in Alexandria and 
elected a board of directors, who re- 
solved to resume this work as soon as 
the board elects officers, early in 1900. 
The Washington end of this highway 
will be the western entrance to the 
capitol building. 
through the Mall, south of the White 
House, 4nd near the monument to the 
Potomac at the western terminus of 
New York avenue. It will cross the 
Potomac over the proposed memorial 
bridge which will unite the capital 
with Arlington, the home of Lee, and 
now the Arlington National cemetery. 
On the Virginia shore the boulevard 
will follow the course of the Potomac 
to Alexandria and from thence to 
Mount Vernon on the exact line over 
which Washingtop traveled from his 
home to Alexandria when he was an 
attendant of Christ church in that city, 
and in which his high back pew is still 
pointed out to tourists. When this 
boulevard is completed in accordance 
with the proposed plans, it will belong 
to the nation. The distance of this 
highway will be 17 miles, the width 
200 feet.

For Abusing Little Ones. 

Boston, Dec. 2.—Mary Cannon of the 
Eustis street home was sentenced to six 
years at hard labor in the house of cor- 
rection by Judge Sheldon, she having 
been found guilty on every one of 63 
counts charging her with assaults upon 
children placed in her care. Miss Can- 
non was first arrested on Sept. 22, and 
Was convicted on three charges of as- 
sault and battery in the Roxbury dis- 
trict court.

During the trial many in- 
mates of the home testified that they 
had been strapped and otherwise severe- 
ly punished by Miss Cannon for slight 
breaches of the home discipline, and a 
great mass of evidence accumulated 
against her. 

A Soudan **Martyr’s’’ End. 

Cairo, Dec. 2.—Officers from the Sou- 
dan, who have arrived here, say that 
when General Wingate’s force overtook 
the Khalifa, the latter tried to out-flank 
the Anglo-Egyptians, but failed. See- 
ing his position was hopeless, the 
Khalifa told his emirs to stay with him 
and die.

The 
Khalifa was found shot through the 
head, heart, arms and legs, and the 
emirs were lying dead beside him. The 
members of his body guard were all dead 
in front of them. General Wingate’s 
force swept over them without recogniz- 
ing the Khalifa and his emirs, but they 
were identified later.

A FRESH FISH COMBINATION

the fresh fish dealers of Boston will be 
applied for.

Fire Quickly Caught Inflammable 
Material In Clinton Theater. 


Fifteen Buildings In Center 
of the City Destroyed. 


Froperty Loss of $150,000 and Many Fami- 


| lies Made Homeless. 


Clinton, Mass., Dec. 5.—One entire 
block in the center of the town, cam- 
prising 15 large wooden buildings, and 
the Clinton theatre, was burned Monday 
afternoon. The loss is $150,000. The 
fire raged from 4 o'clock until nearly 7, 
and all the neighboring towns sent appa- 
| ratus to assist in subduing the fames. 

When it was realized by the local de- 
partment that the blaze was too great 
for the apparatus at hand, assistance 
Was telegraphed for from neighboring 
cities. Hose carriages and all sorts of 
apparatus were also sent by special 
trains, and it was due to this precautien 
that the entire business portion of the 
place escaped destruction. An ex- 
tremely high wind was blowing from the 
west, and slate from the wooden roof of 
the theater building was carried great 
distances, the particles setting many 
| residences afire. 

The militia call was sounded and com- 
pany K, Ninth Massachusetts volunteer 
militia, turned out to do guard duty in 
addition to the entire police and fire 
forces. By their aid nearly all the stock 
in the buildings outside the burning area 
Was removed toa place of safety. 

Allan McMinn, janitor of the theater 
building, was at work in the boiler room 


When a lantern was overturned in a 
mass of felt, used to wind steam pipes. 
The material was very inflammable. Mc- 
| Minn used asbestos in an endeavor to 
} put out the flames, but to noavail. The 
| fire hose was then resorted to, but by this 
time the woodwork had caught fire. An 
alarm was sounded, but little could be 
j done except to prevent the spreading of 
the flames. 

The homeless families were taken to 
the almshouse, where they will be cared 
for until accommodations can be made 
for them. There were several minor ac- 
cidents, but fortunately not any of a 
serious nature. 

The fire exceeds in monetary loss that 
of the wire cloth mills, which occurred 
April 19, 1892. It was the most disastrous 
which ever visited this town up to that 
time, the loss being $125,000.

Five Americans were slightly wounded.

Two months ago Coleman mur- 
the woman who had befriended 
kim. Coleman was trusted implicitly 
by both Lashbrook and his wife. On 
the day of the murder Lashbrook was at 
work some distance from the house, of 
which Coleman was leftin charge. Mrs, 
Lashbrook had driven to Maysville and 
returned, when Coleman asked her to 
enter the cabin to look at some work on 
which he had been engaged. 

The negro locked the door on the in- 
side. Mrs. Lashbrook became fright- 
ened and screamed. Coleman struck 
her on the head, knocking her down, 
but not stopping her cries. He then 
seized a razor and cutherthroat. He 
picked up the bleeding body and placed 
it on the bed. He then left the room, 
but returning and hearing her groaning, 
he struck her repeatedly on the head 
with an axe, until he was sure she was 
dead. 

Without any show of alarm or re- 
morse, the negro washed the blood from 
his hands and clothing and went to 
where Lashbrook was at work in the 
field, and told him that he had better 
come to the houss, as some one had 
kitted his wife. Lashbrook did not take 
the matter seriously until Coleman in- 
sisted that his wife was dead. 
then, so great was the confidence of 
Lashbrook in Coleman that no thought 
occurred that he was the murderer. 

It was not until after the officers ar- 
rived that suspicion was directed against 
Coleman. Elood spots had been found 
on his clothing, but he accounted for 
them by saying that he had been kill- 
ing chickens. That night, however, at 
Maysville, a partial confession was ob- 
tained, and, knowing the result if the 
fact should become known, the officers 
quietly took him to Covington. He 
made a complete confession to the jailer. 
The story of his crime, including worse 
than murder, was told by him without 
any appearance of feeling. 

The trial was set for yesterday. Sher- 
iff Perrine decided to leave Covington 
by the morning train. Coleman had 
been told Tuesday night to prepare to 
return to the scene of his crime. He 
was stricken with fear, and begged 
piteously to be permitted to remain in 
Covington until after his trial. The 
prisoner, with his escort, arrived here 
at 10:20 o'clock. As the train pulled 
into the station, the mob formed on 
both sides. Armed men stationed them- 
selves at the platforms of all the cars 
and warned the frightened passengers 
to remain quiet. The sheriff and his 
assistants were strongly armed, and 
there was some resistance as the lead- 
ers of the mob jostied against them, and 
demands were uttered from the outer 
fringes of the crowd for the prisoner. 

Sheriff Perrine started walking swift- 
ly from the car. A step behind him 
followed the oflicers with Coleman, seek- 
ing to conceal himself behind the forms 
of his protectors. As the officers pro- 
ceeded, the numbers of the mob were 
constantly swelled by new arrivals, 
and through the down-town business 
streets to the courthouse the officers 
were closely followed. Hundreds of 
stones and other missiles were thrown, 
and revolvers and rifles were freely dis- 
played. The prisoner was frequently 
struck, and he presented a frightful ap- 
pearance, blood streaming from wounds 
on his face and head. At the court- 
house a mob of over 2000 men, headed 
by James Lashbrook, the murdered 
woman’s husband, had been hastily 
formed. A demand for the prisoner was 
made, accompanied by threats. 

There was a brief struggle, in which 
weapons were drawn by the officers, but 
the sheriff and his assistants were over- 
come by numbers, and the prisoner was 
taken from them. 

Up through the central portion of the 
town the mob marched, the prisoner 
being held by the vanguard and dragged 
along with the aid of ropes lcosely at- 
tached to his body. He was the target 
of hundreds of missiles, and several 
times he sank half conscious to the 
ground, while the crowd pressed for-

ward, striking at him with clubs, sticks 


and whips, Wiitit his heat ana body were | 
carcely recognizable. More dead than 
alive, he was dragged along and forced 
to his feet. Scores of women joined the 
men. High above the noise, the wretch 
could be heard pleading for his life. 
This spectacle continued until the 
grounds were reached where the final 
work of the mob was accomplished. 

There the prisoner was dragged to a 
sapling and strapped against it, facing 
the husband of his victim. Large quan- 
titles of dry brush and larger bits of 
wood were piled around him, while he 
was praying for speedy death. James 
Lashbrook applied the first match to 
the brush. A brother of the victim 
struck the second match. Some one 
with a knife was slashing the prisoner’s 
breast. Not a single shot was fired. 
This secmed to be to give the wretch 
the greatest possible amount and dura- 
tion of torture. 

As the flames arose Coleman's horror 
increased, and he made vain efforts to 
withdraw his limbs from the encroach- 
ing fire. The ropes securing him to the 
tree were burned, and his body finally 
fell forward on the burning pile. Even 
then, although it was not certain wheth- 
er he was living or dead, the crowd 
used rails and long poles to push his 
body back into the flames. It is not 
certain how long life lasted. 

During the process, while his voice 
could be heard, Coleman begged for a 
drink of water. At the end of three 
hours the body was cremated. Dur- 
ing all that time members of the family 
of Mrs. Lashbrook remained to keep up 
the fire, and kept the body in position 
where it would continue to burn. It is 
said that on the march through the 
city the prisoner's eyes were burned out 
by acid, thrown inaneggshell. Among 
all the thousands of the mob there was 
not a single effort to disguise or conceal 
identity. No man wore a mask. Ali 
the leaders of the mob are well known, 
and there are hundreds of witnesses 
who can testify to their participation 
in the tragedy. They are leading cit- 
izens in ull lines of business. 


An Abundance of Herring. 

St. John's. Dec. 7.—Twenty-five Amer- 
ican fishing vessels have sailed from the 
Say of Islands for Boston and Glouces- 
ter with herring cargoes. This repre- 
sents the biggest fishery on record in 
that quarter. Herring are still abun- 
dant, but the fishermen are waiting for 
cold weather, the shipments so far hay- 
ing been packed in salt.

FOLLOWING BORDEN’S LEAD. 


Mill Owners In Many New England Cities 
Announce an Increase In Wages. 
Boston, Dec. 7.—The action of M. C. D. 
Borden in advancing the wages of the 
operatives in his Fall iver mills has had 
the effect expected in other parts of New 


England. Increases are reported in sev- 
eral cities. 
The announcement is made in Man- | 


chester, N. H., that the Amoskeag cor- 
poration, the largest cotton manufac- 
turing concern in the country, will ad- 
Vance the wages of its 8000 operatives 10 
percent on Dec. 18. A similar advance 
will occur at the mills of the Amory and 
Stark companies of Manchester on the 
same date. They employ 3500 hands. 

The mills of the China, Webster and 
Pembroke companies of Suncook, N. H., 
will raise wages 10 percent. 

The Nashua and Jackson mills of 
Nashua, N. H., announced an increase 
a few days ago, and now that the Amos- 
keag has acted, it is stated that those 
mills in New Hampshire that have not 
already acted will probably order an in- 
crease within a few days. | 

At the Atlantic, Pacific, Arlington, 
Pemberton and Everett cotton mills in 
Lawrence an advance of wages 18S an- 
neunced. The order at the Pemberton 
mill will take effect on Jan. 1, and atthe 
others on Dec. 18. Over 12,000 employes 
are affected by the advance. No definite 
amount of increase was stated in the 
notices which were posted in the mills, 
but it is understood to be approximately 
10 percent, and it means that over $6000 
more a week will be paid to employes. 

W. D. Hartshorne, agent of the Arling- 
ton mills, announced in his notice that 
the wages paid by the corporation willbe 
adjusted so that they shall be equal to 
the highest wages that may be paid in 
New England for similar work. 

Notices were posted in the Methuen 
company’s cotton mills at Methuen, an- 
nouncing an increase in wages, to go 
into effect Jan. 1. It affects 1500 hands. 

Notices were posted in the Corr mill 
at Taunton announcing an increase of 
10 percent in wages on Monday next. 


Arrested on Serious Charge. 

Boston, Dec. 7.—Daisy J. Thompson, 
24 years old, was arrested last night, 
charged with causing the death of Alma 
Carlson, 26 years old, of Wakefield, by 
a criminal operation, and Elizabeth 
Loud, 35 years old, was also arrested 
upon the charge of being an accessory. 
On Nov. 5 Miss Carlson died from the 
effects, as alleged by her physicians, of 
a criminal operation. Two days pre- 
vious to her death, Julius Simonds, who 
was employed in the shop with her, dis- 
appeared, but was finally located in 
Philadelphia, where he was arrested. 
Upon being brought to Boston he con- 
fessed that he paid money to the Thomp- 
son woman to take Miss Carlson's case, 
and it was upon this evidence that the 
two arrests were made. 

Expansion Is Southérn States’ Salvation. 

Little Rock, Dec. 7.—A stir has been 
made in Arkansas political circles by 
the announcement that Governor Jones 
who is a candidate for the United States 
senate to succeed Senator Be has 
come out strongly in favor of expansion. 
Senator Berry, who is a candidate for 
re-election, opposes the expansion policy. 
Governor Jones states that the only sal- 
vation for the southern states is in the 
expansion of commerce by the opening 
of markets in Asia for southern 
products and to maintain and protect 
such commerce the Philippines must be 
retained by the United States. Gover- 
nor Jones’ attitude makes expansion the 
predominant issue in the senatorial race.

They. however, 
remained faithfully at their post, not- 
withstanding that they were soaked 
through and through with water.

This is occupied 
on the street floor by James Dunn’s 
bicycle store and a Chinese laundry, 
while the upper part is occupied by 
Mrs. McLane as a tenement. It was

The roof of 
this part, and in fact of the whole car 
| barn, was covered with iron so that 
the flames at no time came out through 
the roof, 

An hour is a long time at a fire but 
the department had now been at work 
that length of time and from Hancock 
street it looked as though the fire was 
about out, bat a walk to the north or 
south sides showed that there was yet 
considerable fire in the building. It 
was evident, however, that the firemen 
were masters of the situation, and 
unless something «developed water 
would win out. 


OFFICE BUILDING ON FIRE. 

Suddenly about 3.30 a sheet of flame 
was seen to leap out of one of the 
upper windows of the main office 
building, near where it joined the car 
barn. The flames leaped high into the 
air making a bright but wicked 
illumination. A stream of water was 


with diffienlty carried up a ladder to 


the side of the building, while another 
was thrown onto the flate from the 
rear. These two powerful streams had 
a telling effect, and the flames un- 
willingly submitted to their conqueror. 

At 40’clock it was evident from a 
trip around the building that the fire 
was under control, and that it was but 
a matter of afew minutes before the 
last spark would be extinguished, but it 
was 5.10 before the recall was sounded. 

It was thought pussible that some 
of the cars might haye escaped the 
fiend, but by the light of a lantern it 
needed but a glance to show that the 
interior of this building was a 
wreck, 

The cars stood where they had been 
left when run into the house, but the 
destruction that had been wrought was 
fearful, Some of the cars were entirely 
gone to the running gear. Others had 
their tops and part of the sides burned 
off, and the glass in the car windows 
had been melted and assumed all sorts 
shapes.

The Sun's Journey Through Space 

$y means of the spectroscope we can 
obtain a probably more accurate deter- 
mination of the sun’s velocity through 
space. As is well known, the velocity 
of a star in the line of sight can be 
found by measuring the displacement 
of the lines visible in the star’s spec- 
trum. Now, the stars near the position 
of the solar “apex” should be ap- 
proaching the earth on account of the 
solar motion, and those at the opposite 
point of the eky, called the “ant apex,” 
should be receding. 

This method has been employed by 
several astronomers, especially by Vo- 
yel at the Potsdam observatory. This 
able astronomer bas found from an ex- 
amination of 40 stars that the sun's 
velocity through space is about 7% 
miles a second, but an examination of 
a lurger number of stars would be nec- 
essary before we could consider this 
result as thoroughly established. 

From an examination of the spectra 
of 14 nebule Professor Keeler of the 
Lick observatory has found velocities 
in the line of sight, and from these the 
French astronomer Tisserand has de- 
duced a velocity of about 9 1-3 miles 
for the solar motion, a result which 
does not differ widely from that found 
by Vogel. We may therefore perhaps 
conclude that the velocity of the sun's 
motion through space is between 6 and 

2 miles per second.—Gentleman’s

WFopic For the Week Beginning Dee. 
10—Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doy le. 
Topic.—The indwelling presence.—Col. i, 21 -29; 

Gal. ii, 20. 

The topic refers to the indwelling of 
Christ in the believer’s heart. This is a 
truth of Scripture that is not sufficient- 
ly recognized and emphasized. The 
atonement of Christ, by which we are 
reconciled to God, is constantly dwelt 
upon, and rightly so, but too many 
Christians ignore the second great and 
blessed truth that Christ dwells in us to 
keep us faithful to God and to assure 
us of our hope of eternal glory. Christ 
died to justify us. He lives within us 
to sanctify us, and sanctification is nec- 
essary to complete and perfect justifi- 
cation. 

That the Bible teaches the doctrine 
of the indwelling of Christ and the 
Holy Spirit in the heart of believers | 
cannot be denied. Paul declares that | 
Christ dwells in the Colossians. He | 
prays that Christ may dwell by faith 
in the hearts of the Ephesians and tes- 
tifies that he himself no longer lived 
after he had been crucified with Christ, 
but that Christ lived in him. Such lan- 
guage can mean but one thing, and 
rightly understood and appreciated it 
is one of the most precious doctrines of 
| the word cf God. It teaches us that, in 
addition to His saving us by His death, 
Christ keeps us saved by His life in us. 

There are two phases of the indwell- | 
ing of Christ that are presented to us | 
in the topical references—(1) Christ in | 
us as our life and (2) Christ in us the! 
hope of glory. 


1. Christ in us as our life. Gal. ii, | 
20, **I am crucified with Christ, and it | 
is no longer I’ that live (R. V.), but 
Christ liveth in me, and the life which | 
I now live in the flesh I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved me 
and gave Himself for me.’’ Here is | 


Paul’s doctrine of the indwelling Christ 
as the life of the Christian. Paul has | 
ceased to live. He has died with Christ, 
and as a result Christ lives in him and 
| does through him that which he would 
| have him do. This is the only real and 
| true consecration of ourselves to Christ. 
| This is the only way in which we can 
live the real Christ life after we have 
| been saved. We must abdicate the 
| thrones of our own lives and plac e 
| Christ upon them as our King and give 

| Him complete control of our lives. 
| Thus, and thus only, can we live a 
blameless life before God and advance 
| toward that perfection of life, our sanc- 
tification, which is the final goal of 
| Christianity. 

2. Christ in us the hope of glory. 
“Christ in us the hope of glory’? (Col 
i, 27). This, says Paul, is ‘‘the riches | 
| of the glory of the mystery among the 
gentiles.’’ And what a mystery—Christ 
in the hearts and lives of gentiles, the 
hope of their glory! The glory referred 
to here is future, eternal glory. It is

By New Year's day practically the en- 
tire body of cotton mill operatives in 
New England, estimated at about 150,000, 
will have begun work under the in- 
creased wage scale. The advance of 
10 percent in the wages of New Eng- 
land’s cetton operatives means an aver- 
age addition to the pay of each employe 
of about 70 cents a week, a total increase 
of $105,000 each week and a yearly in- 
crease in wages of about $5,500,000. 

Beginning on Jan. 1, 1900, 26,000 woolen 
mill operatives, employed by the Ameri- 
can Woolen company in various New 
England cities, will receive a 10 percent 
raise, and 5000 operatives employed by 
the Boston Duck company, operating 
mills in western Massachusetts, will also 
begin the new year with a similar in- 
crease in their wages. 

The greater portion of the New Eng- 
land cotton operatives begin work un- 
der the new schedule today, over 75,000 
hands being affected, divided among the 
following cities and towns: Fall River, 
20,000; New Bedford, 13,000; Providence, 
Warren, Bristol, Blackstone and Paw- 
tuxet valleys, in Rhode Island, 23,000;

Moynihan had worked @t the island 
about three weeks. Saturday night he 
went to Boston and returned on the last 
trainin company with an unknown man, 
leaving the train at Atlantic station. 
William Noble, who drives a barge for 
the accommedation of suburbanites, met 
the two men walking toward Moon isl- 
and. They hailed him and asked his 
price for taking them to the island, and 
upon being told 25 cents they declined to 
ride and continued on foot. This was the 
last time the men were seen alive. The 
night watchman and others at the isl- 
and say they heard no outcry or unusual 
noise during the night. 

One theory is that Moynihan picked up 
the stranger in Boston and persuaded 
him to go to Moon island, where employ- 
ment could be obtained; that the latter 
consented, and that an altercation took 
place on the brink of the basin, during 
which the men lost their balance and 
fell to their death. The fact that the 
unknown bedy was found some 400 feet 
from that of Moynihan is explained upon 
the supposition that he had tried to 
swim through the thick sewage. 

Medical Examiner Jones declared his 
opinion that death was 
drowning 

Moynihan was 28 years old and of per- 
fect physique. His residence is un- 
known. The stranger about 35 
years old, and weighed about 170 pounds.

Cost of a Loaf of Bread. 


The average “pound loaf” of fresh 
bread sold by bakers, says a college 


professor, weighed on an averageabout 
one pound one ounce. A pound loaf of 
bread can be made from about three- 
quarters of a pound of flour, about 25 
per cent of water being added to the 
flour during the process of breadmak- 
ing. With some flours 5 to 10 per cent

GIFTS FOR CHRISTMAS. 


Things to Make and How to 
Make Them. 


SOVEL SHIELD FOR PIANO KEYS. 


It Is Made of Cream Satin and Is 
Lined With Wadded Silk or Cham- 
ois —Pretty Wall Cabinet For the 
Home. 


As Christmas approaches the one 
predominating thought is, “What can 
I make that will be an attractive pres- 
ent?’ It is easy enough to choose 
ready manufactured things out of the 
shop, but there are some friends to 
whom one would prefer to give a bit 
of our own handiwork. 

A little article which, however, an- 
swers a practical purpose while afford-

ing scope for the exercise of dainty 
needlework is a flat strip of silk, satin 
or cloth, made just the length and 
width of the piano keyboard, to lie 
upon the keys and protect them from 
dust when the piano is not in use. Of 
course the piano is kept closed, but 
even then dust and moisture will pene- 
trate more or less. 

The shield shown in the sketch is of 
cream satin, lined with wadded silk, 
or, better yet, with chamois, and fin- 
ished at the edge by a silk cord. Upon 
the satin is a musical scroll design in 
silk embroidery, with floral wreaths 
surrounding it. Upon the scroll is em- 
broidered part of the piano score of 
some piece of music, and in order to be 
appropriate it should be a real, reada- 
ble score, not a haphazard collection of 
notes arranged ignorantly. 

If the shield is to be given to a 
young married couple, the beginning of 
the wedding march, with garlands of 
orange blossoms, would be an appro- 
priate design. If it is preferred, a 
yocal score, with the words, may be 
substituted for the piano score, as 
singing is usually accompanied by the 
piano. 

In every house little articles of bric- 
a-brac, photographs and curiosities 
will collect, and it is often difficult to 
find space for them; hence the popu- 
larity of shelves, brackets and wall 
cabinets. And bits of furnishing of 
that sort are nearly always acceptable 
as gifts. This is one of the rare cases 
where home manufactures are better 
than that which is bought unless in- 
deed one buys very expensive cabinet 
work. In attempting any rich article 
of furnishing it is best to have a car- 
penter make the deal foundation ac- 
cording to directions, because the cab- 
inet must be strong, and feminine car- 
pentering is usually not trustworthy. 

First, a woman has not the necessary 
strength In her hands and arms; next, 
she has not the proper tools, and, last, 
she has not been taught the trade. It 
is desirable to make a sketch of the 
shape of the cabinet, give the desired 
dimensions and the thickness of the 
wood and let the carpenter put the 
framework together. 

This may be enameled or stained, but 
it then challenges rivalry from bought 
cabinets which are finished in the 
same way, but by professionals. So

Did You Ever See = Horse Cry? 

Many people believe that horses do 
not weep, but those who have much to

In this case the suffering is evidenced 
by the cries, which are almost like 
sobs, and unmistakable tears freeze on 
to the cheeks like icicles. 

When a horse falls in the street and 
gets injured, the shock generally numbs 
the senses so much that it does not ei- 
ther cry or groan, but under some con- 
ditions an injured horse will solicit 
sympathy in the most distinct manner. 
I remember a favorite horse of my own 
which trod on a nail long enough to 
pierce its foot. The poor thing bob- 
bled up to me on three legs and cried 
as nearly like a child in trouble as any- 
thing I can describe. The sight was a 
very touching one, as was also the crip- 
pled animal's gratitude when the nail 
was pulled out and the wound dressed. 
—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Paraguay’s Particular Fleas. 

Perhaps the plague in Paraguay is 
merely an attack of pigue, or sand flea. 
This insect is called nigua in the native 
language. In 1870 it killed a whole 
colony of Englishmen, consisting of 
200 families, turning the colony, which 
was at Itape, into a cemetery. A Ger- 
man colony at Acegua was driven out. 
‘Khe pigue causes buboes and attacks 
the warmest parts of the body—that is, 
the cavities and the groin and armpit— 


just the same spots as the eastern 
plague. It attacks Englishmen and 
Germans preferentially and avoids 


those that use but little soap. 
clean the body, and the pigue likes 
clean persons to eat. It also avoids 
people who eat more or less poisonous 
food. A man saturated with alcohols, 
Boca gin, nicotine and Paseo de Julie 
cookery is pretty well safe from the 
sand flea.—Buenos Ayres Herald.

FAMOUS BRITISH SURGEON. 


Sketch of Sir W. MacCormac, Who 
Will Serve In Transvaal War. 

“The Sir William MacCormac,” said 
H. H. Howard of London at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria the other day to a report- 
er of the New York Tribune, “whose 
offer to superintend the arrangements 
for the wounded in the Transvaal war 
has just been accepted by the British 
government is one of the foremost of 
English surgeons. He is an Irishman 
by birth, coming from Belfast, and is, 
without any exception, the most mag- 
pificent physical specimen I have ever 
seen. Standing 6 feet 4 inches in his 
stockings, his breadth is in proportion 
to his height, and he is still an athlete 
despite his 63 years. Broad of shoul- 
der and deep of chest, he is noticeable 
in any gathering of men not only on 
account of his size, but also on ac- 
count of his fine face. 

“He bas always paid great attention 
to the army hospital corps. In the 
Franco-German war, which terminat- 
ed in the overthrow of the French 
troops at Sedan, Sir William accom- 
panied the Anglo-American ambulance 
with the French army. He was almost

the first great surgeon who discovered 
the value of fresh air in the treatment 
of wounds, and his first order on tak- 
ing charge of a hospital always is to 


throw up all the windows. When he 
originally began the fresh air treat- 
ment, this action would call forth pro- 
tests from both patients and nurses, 
but now no one would call into ques- 
tion any order be should give or dream 
of protesting at any course he should 
prescribe, no matter how revolutionary 
it might seem. In 1876 Sir William 
went through the Turko-Russian war 
and was at that time reported to have 
refused an offer from the czar to take 
charge of the medical department of 
the Russian army. It was Sir William 
who attended the Prince of Wales 
when he injured his kneecap a year or 
two ago, and it is largely to the skill 
and daring he showed at that time that 
the heir apparent owes his complete re- 
covery. 

“The English army is fortunate that 
patriotism has led such a man to vol- 


| unteer his services at this time, and be- 


yond a doubt many a gallant life will 
be saved to England by the exercise of 
his skill as a surgeon.” 


AN INDIANA PRODIGY. 


Arthur Griffith's Remarkable Feats 
of Memory and Calculation. 

Dr. Lindley, head of the department 
of psychology in the Indiana univer- 
sity, has brought to the institution 
Arthur Griffith of Terre Haute, Ind., 
aged 19, for an investigation of his 
marvelous feats of memory and calcu- 
lation, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. Dr. Lindley has told his classes 
that the youth is to be ranked above 
the “lightning calculators” and that 
investigation proves that hispowersare 
far beyond those of any one on record, 
especially who has not been under sci- 
entific training. 

He has attended school only up to 
the eighth grade. He knows the mul- 
tiplication table up to 130, has a 
knowledge of the squares up to 130 
and the cubes to 100. He knows the 
fourth powers up to 20 and can mul- 
tiply two five place numbers in six sec- 
onds. His particular skill is in finding 
short methods, and he has devised 47 
methods of multiplication and six of 
division. He was born in Milford, 
Kosciusko county. 


Housework Exhibition In Chicago. 
A novel exhibition took place recent- 
ly at the Chicago Woman's club, when 
prizes were given for the best displays 
of cookery, laundry and mending, ei- 
ther by mistress or maid, says a Chi- 
cago dispatch to the New York Times. 
Cleaning silver, taking care of lamps, 
mending and sweeping were demon- 
strated by women who make it a busi- 
hess to care for apartments and houses 
of people whose limited quarters pro- 
hibit keeping servants.

banished from our homes, 

Mistletoe may be made to grow on the 
apple and other trees by cutting a notch 
in the bark on the under surface of a 
branch and carefully inserting the seed 
therein. Two precautions are specially 
necessary. One is to place the seed in 
such a position that the embryo shall be 
directed toward the trunk of the tree, 
and the other is to avoid crushing the 
seed. The apple is the tree on which the 
mistletoe grows most abundantly. The 
orchards in Herefordshire, England, are 
greatly infested with this parasite, which, 
however, has a value of its own, for it 
appears that upward of a hundred tons 
of mistletoe are annually forwarded to 
London and other large towns from that 
county alone for Christmas decorations. 

The holly, with its bright berries and 
glossy leaves, is one of the most decora- 
tive greens used at the Christmas sea- 
son and is adapted especially well to 
wreath form, the color lasting longer and 
the general shape being more satisfactory 
than when made of the evergreen. 
Strange as it may seem, hundreds of holly 
wreaths are sent out to the cemeteries, 
| their green and red brightness signifying 
| the loving remembrance for dear 
passed away, yet somehow a little incon- 
gruous from a sentimental stand- 
| point. One is so apt to associate holly 
| with crackling wood fires, rollicking jolli- 
| ty, good eating and drinking and other 
inaterial enjoyment that in memoriam it 
a trifle out of place, yet in the 
poem of that name which Tennyson has 
| made immortal we read, “With trembling 
fingers did we weave the holly round the 
| Christmas hearth.” So that the holly has 
| before its present vogue in cemeteries 
| been associated with the memory of those 

no longer with us. 

Botanically speaking, the holly is a ge- 
} nus of trees and shrubs of the natural or- 
| der Aqui foliaceae, chiefly natives of 
temperate climates, with evergreen, 
leathery, shining and generally spinous 
leaves. The common holly, the only Eu- 
ropean species and a native of some parts 
of Asia, also is a well known ornament 
of woods, parks and shrubberies in Great 
Britain, the stiffness of its habit being so 
compensated by the abundance of its 
branchlets and leaves as to make it one 
of the most beautiful evergreens. It is 
found as a native plant in Scotland, al- 
though Britain is nearly its northern lim- 
it. It attains greater size and displays 
greater luxuriance in the northern than 
in the southern parts of its geographic 
range, often appearing in the former as a 
tree of considerable size, 20 to 50 feet 
high, while in the latter it is generally a 
| mere bush. 

In table decorations holly at the Christ- 
mas season is used most effectively. It 
is on the authority of a leading florist 
| that we state that the correct arrange- 
ment of a Christmas dinner table, so far 
as its evergreen appointments are con- 
cerned, is a large wreath of holly in the 
center, surrounding a dainty vase con- 
taining mistletoe. Over this and sus- 
pended from the gas fixtures is another 
spray of mistletoe, tied by brilliant scar- 
let ribbon to match the berries of the 
holly on the table beneath. Near the ends 
| of the table are banked masses of holly, 
jin the center of which are wired upright 
| loops of scarlet satin ribbon, their trail- 
ing, ends straying over the green leaves 
on to the white cloth. Tiny boutonnieres

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AMERICA’S NEW SCOUTS. 


fMacabebes Have Turned Out to Be 
Both Loyal and Brave. 

When Lieutenant Batson of 
Fourth cavalry organized his regiment 
of Macabebe scouts, there was much 
speculation among army officers as to 
whether the venture would prove a 
success or whether the Macabebes 
would prove, like American Indian 
scouts, unreliable, says the Manila cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Record. 
Many were of the opinion that the 
Macabebes would prove disloyal and 
that they would either sell or confis- 
cate their arms and equipments. As 
a race the Macabebes are enemies to 
the Tagalogs. Still there are many 
Macabebes who have married into Ta- 
galog families and who, through do- 
mestic and commercial association, 
have forgotten the rase feud and be- 
come strong friends of the Tagalogs. 
It was feared, therefore, that some 
of these men would join the scouts to 
secure guns and ammunition and then 
desert and join the insurgents. Many 
Macabebes volunteered their services 
to the United States long before the 
present regiment was organized, and, 
while it has been experimental until 
recently, the Macabebes have been 
found both loyal and braye. 

The organization is now recruited up 
to 200. There are four companies of 
50 men each. Their uniform consists 
ofa plue linen skirt, khaki trousers, a 
straw hat with a wide blue band and

eagle ornament mounted on a dark 
blue shield of felt. They are armed 
with the Krag-Jorgensen carbine and 


wear the regulation web belt across the 


left shoulder instead of around the 
waist. They do not wear shoes, pre- 
ferring their feet bare, as has always 
been their custom. They are, very 
proud of their equipment and take 
great care of their carbines, which are 
never out of their sight.

SUGAR DIET FOR TROOPS. 


German Government's Experiments 
Produced Satisfactory Results, 


Germany has just completed elab- 
orate experiments with sugar as a 
food for troops, says a London dis- 


patch to the New York Sun, The ob- 
ject was to test the advantages of a 
sugar diet in cases where great exer- 
tions were to be made within a brief 
period. According to the reports of 
experiments in various army corps, 
a favorable result Las been secured. 
Professor Pfuhl, head of the physio- 
logical laboratory of the army depart- 
ment, states it has been proved that 
a sugar diet increases the muscular 
power in a comparatively short time, 
considerably shorter than does the 
white of an The effect of the 
latter, however, is more lasting, 
though sugar has the advantage of 
being much cheaper. The extraordi- 
nary rapidity with which sugar is ab- 
sorbed by the body explains its rapid 
effect upon the nervous system, which

is of the greatest importance in all 
cases where speedy bodily recupera- 
tion is desired, as in long distance 


marching. 

Professor Pfuhl, in a series of exper- 
iments on himself, found that after 
long walks three or. four lumps of 
sugar removed all feelings of lassitude 
and to a certain extent restored the 
elasticity of the muscles, this effect 
being frequently produced in a quarter 
of an hour. He is of the opinion that 
artificial substitutes for sugar, such as 
saccharin, have not the same effect. 

Professors Senator and Munk of Be -- 
lin university have come to the cone ~ 
sion that sugar has a high nutritive 
value as the purest and most easily 
soluble hydrate of carbon. A certain 
minimum of albumen, differing ac- 
cording to individual cases, must be 
supplied in any circumstances and 
cannot be replaced by sugar, but sugar 
as a food is very valuable, both on ac- 
count of its cheapness and the ease 
with which it is manufactured. 


BOON TO FARMERS. 


Thrashing Engine Used to Transport 
Grain From Farm to Market. 

A. J. Wakefield of Sioux Falls, S. D., 
has found a new use for thrashing en- 
gines which promises to revolutionize 
the present method of transporting 
grain from the farms of South Dakota 
to thé nearest market points. 

As an experiment he tied five wag- 
ons together and, after loading them 
with an aggregate of 490 bushels of 
wheat, coupled the thrasher engine 
with which he had garnered the grain 
to the string of wagons and started ‘for 
Faulkton. The trip of 15 miles was 
made in six hours, says the Chicago In- 
ter Ocean. Wakefield had but one as- 
sistant. During the trip of the curi- 
ous train along the country roads the 
farmers living along the route tem- 
porarily abandoned their work in order 
to watch the strange sight. When the 
unusual procession entered Faulkton, 
it attracted the attention of hundreds 
of townspeople. 

Wakefield carefully noted the man- 
ner in which the gngine hauled its 
load and is satisfied that the capacity 
of the engine is sufficient to haul dou- 
ble the number of loaded wagons 
transported on the experimental trip.

As a nation the Chinese object to 
wearing clothing of any other kind, and 
centuries o experiment have taught 
them how best to make up the costly 
saterpillar thread into the most dura- 
ble form. On this account the Chinese 
dress, though of ‘purer material, bas 
none of the sheen usually associated 
with silk, a peculiarity which has re- 
sulted in the erroneous ideas as to their 
composition. All the garments are 
made in China and are only exported 
for the personal use of Celestials in 
foreign countries. 

Owing to their cost, they 
are only purchased at long intervals, 
each garment being of so durable a 
character that they are handed down 
to the third and even the fourth gener- 
ation. Wear appears to rather improve 
them than otherwise, with the result 
that the coat of the father or grandfa- 
ther often has more intrinsic value 
than the newer and less worn articles.

It Has Its Origin In Scandinavian 
Mythology. 
Iu the Scandinavian feast 


of Juul, 


Yule log. 


for the custom in England, 
preserved half of the log with which to 
be burned at next Yuletide, and so we 
have the old English proverb, but in 
poetical form, by Herrick:

The Druidical contribution to the mod- 
ern Christmas celebration originated in 
the annual feast given in honor of the 
Druid god Tutanus, who corresponds to 
the Phoenician sun god Baal.

There are other kinds, 
however, the most suitable being those 
of heavy water color paper or thin 
cardboard, which are cut out in the 
shape of a segment of a circle and 
then joined by little clamps which 
come for the purpose and mounted 
on a little gilt framework. The new 
idea with regard to them is one which 
will render them individual and pe- 
culiarly appropriate to the person for 
whom they are meant.

American Troops Cause Them to Melt 
Away In All Directions, 


Capture of Leading Spirit In 
the Revolution. 


Whole Province of Cagayan Unconditionally 
Surrenders io Captain McCalla. 


Washington, Dec. 14.—General Otis re- 
ports stirring news from Manila, his 
advices going to show that the insur- 
gents are at the end of their resources 
from a military point of view, and are 
melting away before the rapid advance 
of the American troops at all points. 
His cablegrams yesterday were as fol- 
lews: 

“Fifty men of the navy and 50 men of 
the army, transported by the navy, took 
Laoag on the 10th inst. General Young 
with staff followed next day. He re- 
ports Howze with a battalion of the 
Thirty-fourth, followed by a portion of 
the Thirty-third infantry, passed north 
to Pidding, east of Laoag. March's 
battalion of the Thirty-fourth was at 
Cayan, province of Lepanto, on the 7th 
inst. The Third cavalry was along the 
coast and in the mountains pursuing the 
enemy. Young states that his extreme 
nerthern force passed over the moun- 
tains, driving the insurgents under Gen- 
eral Tino, who was badly wounded, kill- 
ing 50 and wounding many. He made 
large captures of rifles and property, 
with all insurgent transportation, and 


‘released all Spanish prisoners in that | 


section, to the number of about 2000. 
Our casualties were two wounded. 
“Our troops are still pursuing the rem- 
nant of Tino’s command. March's bat- 
talion of the Thirty-third reports from 
Cayan, Lepanto province, on the 7th 
inst., that he has destroyed Aguinaldo's 
body guard, killed General Gregario 
Pilar, received the surrender of General 


Concepcion and staff, killed and wound- | 


ed 52 insurgents, released 575 Spanish 
prisoners, including 150 friars, and cap- 
tured considerable property. His loss 
was two killed and nine wounded. My 
information is that Aguinaldo has dis- 
guised his individuality, abandoned his 
troops, and is hiding in the province of 
Benguet.” 

Generai Otis’ second dispatch is as fol- 
lows: 

“Admiral Watson informs me that the 
province of Cagayan surrendered un- 
conditionally to Captain McCalla of the 
Newark on the 11th inst., all arms being 
surrendered. Major Batchelder is 90 
miles south of Aparri; command in good 


condition. Navy will take supplies to 
Batchelder at once. This surrender 
doubtless includes the province of 
Isabela. 


“General Bates at Zamboanga reports 
affairs more satisfactory. Nearly all 
rifles surrendered. MacArthur at Bay- 
ambang reports that he holds as pris- 
cners of war Mabini, the ablest of in- 
eurgents, and founder of the late govern- 
ment.”

come to hand in months past. Most im- 
portant of the items is the capture of 
Mabini, reported by MacArthur from 
Bayambang. It is believed that the 
Filipino leader was trying to make his 
way country from Bangued, 
where he had been obliged to part com- 
pany with Aguinaldo a fortnight ago, 
and was endeavoring to reach the east 
coast of Luzon. The members of the 
Philippine commission now in Washing- 
ton declare without reserve that Mabini 
was the head and front of the insurrec- 
tion. 

Aguinaldo was only a figurehead, but 
Mabini was the brain and the directing 
power behind him. He is a paralytic, 
an old man, but with extraordinary 
ability, and his counsels are always con- 
clusive with the Filipinos. He wascon- 
cerned in the first uprising against the 
Spaniards. Forashort time he wavered 
upon Aguinaldo’s breach with the Amer- 
icans, but finally cast his fortunes with 
the insurrection, and was president of 
the council. He was also the financial 
strength of the movement, for without 
his backing Aguinaldo would have had 
no credit in that circle of adventurous 
capitalists in the which stands 
ready to venture investments in revolu- 
tionary movements against great risks 
for large odds. 

Next in importance to the capture of 
Mabini in the developments of the cam- 
paign was the bold stroke of Captain 
McCalla of the Newark in capturing the 
whole province of Cagayan. With Mac- 
Arthur holding the province of Isabella 
adjoining and Young's holdings on the 
opposite or western shore of the upper 
peninsula the American forces are now 
in technical occupation of the whole 
northern end of Luzon from a point just 
north of the gulf of Lingayen.

ROMAN CHRISTMAS. 


A Season of Joy and Merrymaking 
In the Eternal City. 

Although the picturesque scenes and 
grand functions which formerly attracted 
visitors to Rome at this time of the year 
are in a great measure things of the past, 
perhaps in few other cities of the world 
is it possible te pass a more delightful 
Christmas than in Rome, for here, in the 
venerable Caput Mundi, all the cosmopol- 
itan usages and customs which follow in 
the motley crain of old Father Christmas 
seem to coneur iu rendering it a season of 
joy and merrymaking, while the peculiar 
fascination of the Eternal City sheds a 
kind of glamour over the most varied cel- 
ebrations, and the beautiful religious cer- 
emonies are unequaled for solemnity and 
impressive grandeur. 

Of all seasons this is in Rome the gay- 
est within the circle of domestic life, but 
the vigil, instead of the day itself, may 
be said to be the great occasion for fam- 
ily reunions. Here, as everywhere else, 
the most impertant part of the profane 
programme is of a purely gastronomical 
nature, and the cenone—i. e., “bi-supper” 
—takes the place of the Christmas dinner 
of the following day, as held in England. 

The appearance of the shops is brilliant 
and striking in the extreme at this time 
of the year, the confectioners’ windows 
especially being fall of things the sweet- 
est and prettiest—sugar temples, snowy 
cakes called paagialli, made of almonds, 
raisins and flour (a redoubtable composi- 
tion, compared to which an honest Brit- 
ish plum pudding is as light as a wafer); 
longitudinal papers filled with torrone 
and all sorts of other delicacies. 

One of the first Christmas trees ever 
introduced into Rome was for the little 
Prince of Naples, heir to the Italian 
throne, whose nursery governess was an 
English lady, and since then the Teutonic 
custom has gradually become a la mode 
in Rome.—London Mail. 


SACRED THORN TREE. 


Strange Story of One That Blossoms 
Only at Christmas. 


Six miles northwest of the quiet little 
episcopal city of Wells rises a lofty peak, 
called by the Celtic natives of west Brit- 
ain a “tor.” It is conspicuous for miles 
around, with the tower of an ancient 
chapel on its top and with a neat little 
country town and the ruins of a noble old 
abbey. 

Sutticient remains to show 
that the abbey was of vast proportions, 
occupying in all GO acres of ground. It 
was founded by Saxon kings and further 
endowed by the Normans and Plan- 
tagenets. The grand chancel and its fine 
chapels were built in the finest style of 
later Norman architecture, but now little 
more than crumbling walls and pillars 
testify to the once great beauty of the 
abbey. 

The porch of St. Joseph's chapel, how- 
ever, is in a fair state of preservation. 
Outside there grows the famous Glaston- 
bury thorn that blossoms but for one day 
in the year, and that Christmas day. 
This tree has a strange history. 

During his long journey from Palestine 
St. Joseph of Arimathea visited the dis- 
trict, he and his 12 companions having 
been sent by St. Philip, the apostle, to 
convert the then heathen nation of Brit- 
ain and to cast out the Druid supersti- 
thon. 

St. Joseph and his followers found their 
way to Glastonbury, then known as 
“Yhiswytryn.” They were all a-weary, 
and, arriving on the summit of the hill, 
Joseph, who was using a hawthorn stick

as a walking staff, stuck it into the 
ground, and it burst into bloom. The 


present Glastonbury thorn is an offshoot 
by continued grafting of St. Joseph of 
Arimathea’s walking staff. — London 
Mail.

By them it is believed that a gift of 
human speech and superhuman prophecy 
descends upon the beasts of the stall and 
byre during the mystic hour that heralds 
the Christmas dawn and that if one is 
bold enough to hide beneath the straw 
on such occasions he will hear his fate 
for the coming year foretold by his do- 
mestiec animals. <A betrayal of his pres- 
ence, however, entails certain destruc- 
tion.—Pall Mall Gazette.

Law as to Stamp Cancellation. 

Boston, Dec. 14.—Collector Gill of the 
internal revenue service calls attention 
to the fact that the following method of 
cancelling internal revenue stamps, 
when the denomination is 10 cents or 
above, goes into effect Dec. 15. When 
the initials, day and date are in ink, 
three parallel incisions, lengthwise of 
the stamp, shall be cut, starting not less 
| than one-quarter inch from one endand 
ending not less than one-quarter inch 
from the opposite end. When the day, 
date and initials are perforated through 
the stamp, no other cancellation is re- 
quired. Collector Gill says that some 
such cancellation was made necessary 
to prevent the government from losing 
much money by the sale of reused 
stamps.

Useful Hints For the Happy

HANDSOME FLOWERPOT HOLDER. 


A Gift That Will Be Appreciated by 
a Lover of Plantsa—How It Is Made.

to keep them from being chilled while 
being delivered. A pleasing addition 
to such a gift is a holder made to con- 
ceal the pot, which is always unsight- 
ly. The holder may be of pasteboard, 
or, if the pot is large, it may be one of 
the round willow wastebaskets of the 
smallest dimensions. Such baskets may 
be had of a size holding about half a 
peck. Over the foundation, whether of 
pasteboard or willow, a full covering 
of soft silk is placed. It is shirred with 
a frill at the bottom and gathered at 
the top eidge. Over the top fall four 
corners of satin bordered with gold 
gimp. At one side is a chou of satin, 
from which passes diagonally a band 
of satin which is secured at the bot- 
tom by another chou. A similar bana 
of satin conceals the shirring at the 
foot. The coloring of the silk and satin 
may be suited to the room where they 
are to be used, but for general pur- 
poses olive green tones, light and dark, 
will be found to harmonize best with 
the foliage. Yellows are also attractive, 
especially for the corners of rooms. 

The problem of gifts for men is one 
which returns with hopeless insistency 
every year. It is difficult enongh when 
the gift is to be simply bought, but 
when it to be made at home, as 
many women prefer, the question is 
almost insoluble unless one is willing 
to give something which is of no earth- 
ly use, hoping it will be welcomed sim- 
ply for the giver’s sake. There are 
embroidered photegraph frames, but 
they are rather stale. Worked slippers 
are out of date. A couch pillow is al- 
ways acceptable, provided it not 
made of flimsy material and delicate 
tints which will not bear usage.

As 
for the material, it may be cloth, silk 
or velvet, embroidered, painted or sim- 
ply figured.

Thousands of Masons were in attend- 
ance from all parts of the country, and 
almost every jurisdiction in the United 
States, and a few from foreign coun- 
tries, repesented by of 
their grand ofticers and members. 

The visiting Masons congregated in 
Washington, and made the pilgrimage 
to Mount Vernon by boat. The Vir- 
ginia Masons assembled at Alexandria 
and thence proceeded to Mount Vernon 
also by boat. At 10 o'clock President 
McKinley, himself a Mason, accom- 
panied by Secretaries Hay, Gage, Long, 
Hitchcock, Wilson and many other pub- 
lic officials, left Washington on a spe- 
cial electric train for Mount Vernon, ar- 
riving there at 11. 

A solemn dirge by the Third Cavalry 
band was followed by the invocation, 
preached by Rt. Rev. A. M. Randolph, 
bishop of the Southern Episcopal church 
of Virginia. After music by an octette 
Grand Master Burnand of Colorado de- 
livered an oration on the life and work 
of Washington, laying particular stress 
upon his Masonic life and accomplish- 
ments. 

The procession re-formed and moved 
to the tomb, where the remains of Wash- 
ington and those of his family lie now. 
The tomb was magnificently decorated 
with flags and festoons of evergreens 
and flowers. Here the beautiful and 
impressive Masonic services were con- 
ducted. The grand masters of the 13 
original states formed in line, facing the 
representatives of the other jurisdic- 
tions, the grand lodge of Virginia and 
visiting brethren standing in a semi- 
circle, facing the entrance to the tomb 
with joined hands. Prayer was offered 
by Rev. G. H. Ray, D, D., of Virginia. 
Then the grand master of Virginia 
called upon each of the jurisdictions 
of the 13 original states, the jurisdictions 
of the western states and those of 
Canada, Belgium and Nova Scotia for 
messages and tributes sent by them, and 
all responded.

Men to the memory of Washington. He 
was one of the founders of the Sons of 
Liberty, to which the Red Men trace 
back their origin through varying 
names. The chiefs to officiate at the 
tomb were selected by Great Incohonee 
Green, who appointed as master of cere- 
monies Urban H. Hester of Ohio, past 
grand sachem. 

After Chief Hester had read the call 
for the observance of the day, and Great 
Prophet Daniels had invoked the great 
spirit, Acting Great Incohonee Litch- 
man pronounced the oration upon Wash- 
ington It was an inspiring tribute, 
exquisite in thought and diction, and 
worthy of its great subject. 

He was followed by Great Chief of 
Records Conley, with a beautiful mes- 
sage to the Red Men of the world. In 
this connection he deposited within the 
tomb a handsome silk flag, on the stand- 
ard of which was attached four ribbons 
of the -rgeen, orange, 
blue and scarlet—respectively inscribed:

KINSLEY GIVES FURTHER TESTIMONY. 


New Features Cause Molineux’s Counsel to) 
Shift His Line of Questioning. 

New York, Dec. 15.—The trial of Roland 
B. yesterday 
with Expert Kinsley again on the wit- 
ness stand. Mr. Osborne continued his 
examination. Thewross-examination of 
the expert by Mr. Weeks for the defense 
commenced in an unique way. Mr. 
Weeks asked Mr. Kinsley if he had given 
all of the reasons why the Barnet and 
Cornish letters, the admitted handwrit- 
ing specimens of the defendant and the 
Poison package address must have been 
Written by one individual. The expert 
replied in the negative. 

Mr. Weeks asked what the additional 
reasons were, and the handwriting ex- 
pert proceeded to enlarge upon the sub- 
ject.. Mr. Weeks changed his mind as 
the expert commenced to discuss new 
features of the peculiarities of the poison 
package address, and attempted to shift 
the line of questioning by calling at- 
tention to the fact that the witness had 
forgotten some of the points after study- 
ing the case for nearly a year at the 
rate of $25 per day. Recorder Goff 
stopped the discussion, saying that the 
Tate of compensation had nothing to 
a0 with the case. 

Mr. Kinsley, in answer to interroga- 
tories by Mr. Weeks, insisted that a 
man could not throw off his individual- 
ity in his handwriting at ‘will; that a 
handwriting expert, asked to form con- 
clusions and draw inferences from a 
single sainple letter of the alphabet 
taken from one word could do nothing, 
it being impossible to form conclusions 
on the characteristics of one letter. 

So many hypothetical questions were 
asked by Mr. Weeks that Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Osborne objected, say- 
ing that he thought it was going into 
the realms of pyschology, but Recorder 
Goff overruled the objection, adding 
with a smile that the subject under dis- 
cussion was not pyschology but met- 
aphysics, 

The day's session wound up with a 
question propounded by Mr. Weeks to 
the expert as to how and when and 
where a certain newspaper had obtained 
for publication what was claimed to be 
& photographic reproduction of the ad- 
dress on the poison package. After 
discussion the clipping from the news- 
baper was admitted as evidence.

Latayett Coins Struck Off. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 15.—The first Lafay- 
€tte dollar, the unique specimen au- 
thorized by congress in aid of the fund 
for the erection of the Lafayette monu- 
Ment in Paris, was struck off at the 
United States mint in this city yester- 
day. This coin will be presented by 
the President of the United States to 
the President of France. Fifty thou- 
Band of the coins will be struck, and are 
to be disposed of at a cost of $2 each. 
The coin is a legal tender dollar. The 
Second coin struck off was forwarded to 
Mrs. McKinley. It being the 100th an- 
niversary of the death of George Wash- 
ington, it was considered appropriate 
that the coins should be minted yester- 
day.

As may be imagin- 
ed, the possession of these gold guns 
makes the maharajah the envy of all 
the other native princes, and it may be 
the pride that he feels in his unique ar- 
tillery more than his regard for the 
British nation that prompts him to offer 


| the guns to the queen, for this offer has

considered as the most powerful and 
influential of the native princes of In- 
dia. 

The guns are in reality among the 
world’s curiosities, for they are the on- 
ly solid gold guns in existence. They 
were the product of a native black- 
smith’s skill and labor and were made 


in 1874, the time consumed in the work | 


being no less than five years. Each 
gun, according to a London dispatch 
to the Washington Post, weighs 400 
pounds, and it is said to be made of 
pure gold with the exception of the in- 
ner coat, which is of silver. The de- 
sign of the guns Is most novel, and the 
carriages are made of expensive wood, 
cunningly inlaid with silver and carv- 
ed by the skillful workmen of Baroda 
in their characteristic style. 

It is not in the guns alone, however, 
that the Hindoo potentate has shown 
his taste for expensive ornamentation. 
The entire outfit is on a most sumptu- 
ous scale, the carriage being drawn by 
the finest bullocks that the mahara- 
jah’s territory produces and the trap- 
pings of the animals of the most splen- 
did order. 

Some idea of the magnificence of the 
apparel that bedecks this golden artil- 
lery team on spectacular occasions 
may be gathered from the statement 


that their best trappings cost the gaik- | 


war $45,000. On the horns of the ani- 


mals are golden caps, and on the legs | 
are worn anklets of gold and silver. |

jah allowed the guns to be taken from 
the Mazabagh palace at Baroda, 
where they are kept. This was when 
his highness visited Bombay to meet 
the Prince of Wales. Then the guns 
accompanied bim, as being the most 
remarkable possession of the state of 
Saroda, apart from the maharajah 
himself, and it is due to the latter's 
judgment to say that they attracted 
far more notice from the royal Eng- 
lish visitors than anything belonging 
to the gaikwar’s train. 

Besides the golden guns, the maba- 
rajah owns a pair of silver guns of 
the same style as the others, but small- 


er, weighing only 320 pounds each. 
The limbers and carriages of these 


guns are brass covered, and when this 
metal is polished it is just as much a 
sight to see as the gold guns. 


Forgave His Debtors. 

The last act in the life of Uncle Hen- 
ry Bowen, a venerable citizen of 
Humphreys county, was the invocation 
to “forgive us our debts as we for- 
give our debtors,” and he } racticed 
what he prayed. A messel er was 
dispatched to summon all his debtors 
to the bedside of the dying ‘patriot, 
and they came under the apprehen- 
sion of being called on to settle, but 
the old man gave each one the note 
held against him and thus squared the 
account. Several thousand dollars’ in- 
debtedness was wiped out by his 
philanthropy.—Nasbville Banner.

Cape Dutch Could Be Easily Per- 
suaded to Join Boer Forces, 


Magersfontein Fight Was of 
Most Desperate Nature. 


A Whole Contingent on Each Side Practically 
Annihilated by Terrible Fire.

London, Dec. 15.—‘Lord Methuen’s 
check, following General Gatacre’s re- 
pulse,” says the Cape Town correspon- 
dent of The Daily News, “has had a 
most depressing effect upon the loyalists, 
who are by no means a growing body. 
They are filled with dark forebodings. 
Dutch disaffection is rapidly growing. 
A large section is restless and would need 
but little persuasion to join the Boers. 

“There are disturbing reports from the 
eastern districts of Cape Colony, where 
many secret meetings have been held. 
The imperial authorities are arming the 
loyal farmers in the Stutterheim and 
Keiroal districts.” 

The correspondent of The Standard at 
Modder River, describing the fight at 
Magersfontein, says: ‘Six miles had to 
be covered before the Highland brigade 
could reach the Boer stronghold. It is 
not yet clear through what mischance 
the force, which was led by guides, came 
upon the Boer trenches so unexpectedly 
and so suddenly. 

“Beyond question the Boers were 
aware of the approach of the British 
and had prepared to receive them. Ac- 
cording to one version, two Highlanders, 
through nervousness or clumsiness, dis- 
charged their rifles prematurely; but it 
is equally probable that the advance 
Boer scouts conveyed the intelligence. 

“Our men were totally unprepared. 
They had not even fixed bayonets. The 
disaster was all the more exasperating 
because of the consciousness that, had 
the brigade been extended and with 
bayonets fixed, the trenches might have 
been successfully rushed with far less 
sacrifice of life.” 


General Methuen officially reports that 
his total number of killed, wounded and 
missing of all arms in the engagement 
of Sunday and Monday at Magersfontein 
was 832. Of this number 15 killed, 47 
wounded, five missing and one known 
to be captured complete the list of cas- 
ualties among the officers. The casual- 
ties among the non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men were 749. The brunt of 
the fight was borne by the brigade of 
Highlanders, which lost 10 officers killed, 
25 officers wounded and 650 casualties 
among the rank and file. Itis known 
that the Black Watch was almost an- 
nihilated, and that 320 wounded, includ- 
ing 27 officers, have arrived at Orange 
river. 

Details gathered at Modder River by 
a representative of the Associated Press 
among the wounded British and Boers 
give some idea of the desperate nature 
of the fight at Magersfontein. The 
Highlanders did all that the most gallant 
troops in the world could do, but it was 
impossible to face the terrible fire of the 
Boers. The British artillery again 
saved the situation and divides the hon- 
ors of the day with the Scotchmen. The 
batteries worked for hours under a gall- 
ing fire. 

According to the Boer stories, it was 
impossible for the burghers to have 
escaped fearful loss. One Boer prisoner 
said a single lyddite shell killed or 
wounded over 70 Boers, and that two 
other shells burst over two bodies of 
Boers ensconed behind the range, doing 
fearful damage. All agree that the 
Boers fought throughout with the ut- 
most gallantry. Their sharpshooters 
seldom missed the mark. 

A Seaforth Highlander says that while 
he was lying wounded on the field he saw 
a Boer, of typical German appearance, 
faultlessly dressed, with polished top- 
boots, a shirt with silk ruffles and a 
cigar in his mouth walking among the 
ant-hills, picking off the British. This 
Boer was quite alone, and it was ap- 
parent from his frequent use of field 
glasses that he was singling out officers, 

Another wounded Boer says that a 
lyddite shell, fired on Sunday, fellin the 
middle of an open-air prayer meeting 
held to offer supplications for the success 
of the Boer arms. 

While the guards were advancing on 
the plain, which the Boers were shelling 
from the adjoining ridges, they encoun- 
tered and cut up a strong Boer picket 
posted on a hill for purposes of observa- 
tion. All the members of the picket were 
either killed, wounded or taken prison- 
ers. 


The newspapers are calling upon the 
government to employ the Cunarders as 
Well as the White Star steamers as 
transports, seeing the urgent necessity 
for getting more men to the Cape as 
speedily as possible. Forty thousand 
men could still be sent from England 
without calling upon the militia for 
foreign service, The militia effective is 
100,000; and from this body 20,000, care- 
fully selected, could easily be spared for 
South Africa. Moreover, the colonies 
are again proffering assistance. 

Speaking at a Unionist meeting in 
Hackney, last evening, Rear Admiral 
Beresford said that hg long ago told the 
secretary for war, Lord Landsdowne, 
that the government was not sending 
2nough troops to the Transvaal. 

“Large reinforcements to all our 
auxiliaries for fighting,” he continued, 
“must be dispatched immediately, and 
more ships must be placed in commis- 
sion in order that Great Britain may 
be prepared for eventualities. The 
Boers are a mobile force, and they have 
heavy modern artillery. Weneed more 
quick-firing guns. This war is one of 
the biggest upon which we have ever 
embarked,

LOYALISTS RESTLESS. cmc ecto w we ew 


Toward Relieving Financial Interests. 

Washington, Dec. 15.—The debate on 
the currency bill in the house yesterday 
was tame and prosaic, The attendance 
was light. Mr. Thayer, a Massachusetts 
Democrat, was the only member of the 
opposition who made a speech for the 
bill, He said he regretted to differ with 
his colleagues, but his conscience com- 
pelled him to dissent. 

He spoke of the Chicago platform of 
'96 as a great mistake made bya portion 
of the Democratic party created by Jef- 
ferson, defended by Jackson and pro- 
tected by the immortal Russell of Mas- 
sachusetts at the sacrifice of life itself. 
He said he believed that if the question 
of silver at 16 to 1 could be left to the 
Democratic voters unaccompanied by 
illustrious names, they would reject it 
by an overwhelming majority. 

The time had come, he said, when the 
financial interests should be relieved 
from continued agitation of the financial 
question, which had been hanging over 
the country for the past eight years like 
a funeral pall. Mr. Thayer declared 
that the Republicans would not have 
had the courage to bring in this bill if 
the little band of heroic Democrats in 
the spirit of self-sacrifice had not de- 
clared for the gold standard. 

Mr. Thayer was liberally applauded 
by the Republicans. 

The senate, by a decisive vote and 
practically without discussion, laid on 
the table the Pettigrew resolution of in- 
quiry as to whether or not United States 
forces had recognized the Filipino in- 
surgent flag and had turned over Span- 
ish soldiers to the insurgents. It agreed 
to the house Christmas recess resolu- 
tion. 

Knocked Out For Good. 

St. Louis, Dec. 15.—At the St. Louis 
Athletic club last night, in the pre- 
liminary bout, preceding the star con- 
test between Tommy White, the 126- 
pound champion of the world, and “Kid” 
Broad of Cleveland, Henry Neise of St. 
Louis and Fred Bellerson, reputed to 
be the heavyweight champion of Utah, 
went on for 15 rounds. In the sixth 
round, after heavy exchanges, Neise 
was floored by a hook to the jaw. He 
arose groggily, with his back to Beller- 
son, who planted a terrific right-hand 
swing to the head, bringing Neise to the 
floor, his head striking with a dull thud. 
Neise was carried from the ring uncon- 
scious, and physicians were summoned. 
White and Broad, after fighting two 
rounds, with honors even, were stopped 
by the police, who announced that Neise 
was dead. Tim Hurst and Manager 
Whitney were arrested. Bellerson es- 
caped, but his seconds were arrested. 
The physicians stated that Neise died 
from concussion of the brain. 

Strauss’ Queer Statements. 

Boston, Dec. 15.—The Herald printsa 
number of letters, purporting to have 
been written by Maurice E. Strauss, in 
one of which he asserts that he is about 
to commit suicide by jumping from a 
Fall River line boat, and that he will 
reappear on earth in a spiritual form 
to one of his Boston acquaintances. 
Inquiry at his home disclosed the fact 
that he had not left for New York on 
the afternoon of the day when he said 
that he should jump from the steamer. 
Strauss, in his letters, claimed to have 
spiritual communication with a number 

| of theatrical persons now dead. Strauss 
was well known to the theatrical pro- 
fession, his stage name being Maurice 

Stafford. 

Headsman Gets to Work. 

Boston, Dec. 15.—The political heads- 
man, to all appearances, began his work 
at city hall yesterday, for a clerk in the 

water commissioner's office, a purchas- 
| ing agent, and a messenger, were dis- 
charged because their services were no 
longer wanted. Their salaries aggre- 
gated $4600. There were also suspended 

26 inspectors in the street department. 

On the political aspect of the discharges 

it is claimed that these men were active 

workers on the side of John R, Murphy 
in the recent city election.

The Quinn Morocco and leather fac- 
tory at Stoneham, Mass., was damaged 
$12,000 by fire. About 35 hands are 
thrown out of employment. 

The members of General Brook's -ad- 
visory cabinet yesterday tendered their 
resignations, but were asked to remain 
in office until the arrival of General 
Wood. 

The stockholders of the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad 
company voted to increase the capital 
stock of the company from $100,000,000 
to $115,000,000. There was no opposi- 
tion to the resolution providing for the 
increase. 

The navy department has given notice 
that any person claiming the remains 
of any of the victims of the Maine ex- 
plosion before the Texas arrives at 
Hampton Roads with the bodies from 
Havana, which will be in about 16 days, 
may have them sent to their late homes 
for burial at the expense of the depart- 
ment.

f©opie For the Week Beginning Dec. 
17—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 

Toric.—Teach us to pray.—Luke ii, 1-13. 

The tenth chapter of Luke closes with 
the story of Mary and ‘‘the one thing 
needful.’’ The eleventh opens with a 
kindred subject—Christ teaching His 
disciples to pray, to know how and 
what to speak to Ged about when they 
addressed Him at His throne of grace. 
Study— 

1. Christ’s example in prayer. ‘‘As 
He was praying in a certain place”’ one 
ef His disciples asked Him to teach 
them to pray. Where or when Christ 
was praying we do not know. It may 
have been in the garden of Gethsemane, 
where we do know that He resorted for 
prayer. But He was praying. This 
much we do know. Christ in prayer! 
If Christ needed to pray, if Christ need- 
ed to seek the Father’s help and counsel 
in the discharge of the duties of His 
lige, in the great crisis of His life, how 
much we need to pray! In face of His 
example, who can deny the importance 
of prayer, the necessity of prayer or 
carelessly neglect to pray? 

2. Christ form and model of prayer. 
“Teach us to pray,’’ said one of the 
disciples.) The answer was the Lord’s 
Prayer as given in the sermon on the 
mount, though differing slightly from 
it. Luke’s report contains the preface 
and five petitions, but is essentially the 
same as the prayer recorded in Mat- 
thew. This prayer has been used both 
as a form and model of prayer. It has 
been taught to millions and repeated 
as aform of prayer, and who shall deny 
the propriety of its use in this way? 
Whether Christ intended that it should 
be used in this way we do not know, 
but millions can testify to the blessings 
contained in the use of this prayer as a 
form of prayer. It is conceded to bea 
model prayer. It has a preface such as 
should characterize all our prayers. It 
contains five petitions, two bearing on 
the cause of God, which properly come 
first, and three referring to the wants 
of man. We are thus taught to pray 
for the hallowing of God’s name, the 
advancement of His kingdom and for 
temporal and spiritual blessings for our- 
selves and others. 

8. Christ’s encouragement to prayer. 
Christ does not stop with His form and 
model of prayer, but goes on to encour- 
age the disciples in prayer by pointing 
out the willingness of God to answer 
prayer. The first encouragement comes 
from the willingness of a friend to give 
to a friend at midnight, because of his 
importunity, and the second from the 
willingness of parents to give good gifts 
unto their children. ‘If ye then, being 
evil, know how to give good gifts unto 
your children, how much more shall 
your Heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask Him!’’ 

Christ's willingness to teach His dis- 
ciples a form and model of prayer shows 
clearly the importance of care in what 
we say to God in prayer. One great 
weakness of our praying is lack of care- 
ful preparation and thought. We pre- 
pare to address men, but how few pre- 
pare to address God! Let us learn to 
pray. Let us study Christ’s model 
prayer and other Scriptural prayers. 
Let us sit at the feet of Jesus and learn 
through Him how and what to pray for 
as we ought.

What Abutters Must Pay Toward 
the Sewer. 


Cost May Be Apportioned 
Over Ten Years. 


Many in List Must Pay Over

The Ledger continues the publica- 


tion of the assessments by the city 
upon the abutters in payment of their| 
half of the cost of sewer construction. 


The list is not given in alphabetical 
order, but by streets as the pipes are 
aid.

Opposition to Democratic 
Convention In the West. 


Windup of General Debate In the House on 


the New Currency Measure. 


Washington, Dec. 16.—One of the most 
significant signs of the times is the 
movement now on foot among the Demo- 
crata lo sidetrack the silver issue. When 
a few days ago Representative Sibley 
of Pennsylvania announced his con- 
version the news could scarcely be be- 
lieved, as only three years ago Mr. Sib- 
ley was prominent enough in the silver 
ranks to be one of the leading candidates 
for the vice presidential nomination. 
When a man like Representative Bell of 
Colorado, than whom there is no stronger 
silverite, declares, as he did a few days 
ago at a dinner given by Representative 
Newlands, that the silver plank in the 
Chicago platform was a corpse, it is not 
surprising that men from the east who 
have taken a more conservative stand 
should forsake the issue. 

In the senate the same thing is also 
noticeable. When the Republican cur- 
rency bill was firsi made public some 
of the most ardent silver men went to 
the leaders on that side to endeavor to 
get them to organize a filibuster and to 
fight to the last ditch against the pas- 
sage of the bill. But they could arouse 
no enthusiasm. Men like Jones of Ar- 
kansas, Cockrell of Missouri and others 
who a year or two ago would have wel- 
comed a challenge to battle and taken 
part in a long and annoying debate 
simply for the purpose of embarrassing 
the Republicans, now frankly declare 
that there is no use in indulging in these 
tactics. 

The real reasons are that states which 
were formerly silver, which brought 
pressure to bear upon their senators to 
cling to silver, are now indifferent. 

Curiously enough, although the en- 
thusiasm for silver has greatly cooled, 
there is no abatement of the enthusiasm 
for Mr. Bryan. It is agreed that Bryan 
will be the nominee next year. Some of 
the men who are foremost in this en- 
deavor to place the Democratic party in 
a new position in the next campaign are 
strongly in favor of the Democratic con- 
vention being held in New York because 
of the good effect which they believe it 
will have. 


If the convention should be held in 
New York, it wiil be with the under- 
standing that Fr. Bryan's nomination 
shall not be opposed, but it is thought 
that a platform made in New York, a 
platform in which very litue is said 
about silver, and all the other redical 
utterances eliminated, might inspire 
confidence in the minds of the conserva- 


tive Democrats, and enable them to 
again stand on the platform of the 
party. There will be strong opposition 


to the convention being held in Chicago 
or in any other western city, and for 
this reason the selection of the Demo- 
cratic convention city will be much more 
important than such selection usually 
is. 

No one has ever questioned the ad- 
hesion of Senator Daniel of Virginia to 
the cause of silver, and yet a few days 
ago, at a banquet of the Virginia asso- 
ciation in this city, Senator Daniel said 
that while he had no doubt Mr. Bryan 
would be the nominee, he did not think 
the platform could be wisely outlined 
at the present time, and it would be 
better to wait before making the plat- 
form. Even Senator Stewart of Ne- 
vada, the center of all silver agitation, 


is now said to look back at “the crime 
of ‘73"’ with very different feelings to 


those he used to hold. 

From all it is evident that the Demo- 
crats are now perhaps in a transition 
stage. While it is not believed that 
Silver will be abandoned, it is fully be- 
lieved that an effort will be made to 
bring a modification of the extreme view 
with which the party has been identified 
during the past three years. The silver 
Republicans, who before were allies, but 
not an integral part of the Democratic 
party, are, in the next 
pected to cut loose entirely 
Republicans, and join hands with the 
Democrats, and it would not be sur- 
prising if the strongest support of sil- 
ver next year came not from the Demo- 
crats, but from the men who formerly 
affiliated with the Republican party.

Civil Service League’s Conclusions. 

Indianapolis, Dec. 16.—The national 
convention of the Civil Service league 
closed last evening with a banquet. The 
topic of liveliest interest was the report 
of the special investigating committee 
appointed to report upon the action, and 
effect of such action, of the McKinley 
administration with reference to civil 
service reform.

On one occasion of the In- 
dian frontier wars the whole mule 
train came to a sudden standstill ow- 
ing to the death of the bell horse. Nor 
would anything induce the animals to

TAGAL WAR DEVICE. 


Pits Filled With Stakes Dug 
to Entrap American Soldiers.

In hospital reports which reached the 


war department at Washington the 
other day from Manila is chronicled 


the tirst casualty due to falling into a 
Tagal pitfall which contained the hor- 
rible device of bamboo posts set firmly 


in the hole and sharpened at the top | 


for the purpose of impaling the un- 
wary. The American troops have fre- 
quently found such traps on the line 
of march, and especially in front of in- 
surgent trenches, but instances have 
been extremely rare in which the bam- 
boo stakes were discovered, says the 
New York Tribune. Ordinarily the 
traps bave been simply deep holes in 
the jungle, covered with long grass, 
and, although soldiers have frequently 
fallen into them, no serious injury bas 
resulted. 

On Oct. 25, when 45 men of Company 
I, Nineteenth infantry, were engaged 


in a reconnoissance and chasing a 
small band of ‘Tagals from some 


trenches, Private Peter Karl plunged 
into such a pit, with its sharpened 
bamboos, and had his leg and foot se- 
verely lacerated, which put him out of 
service. Fortunately he did not tum- 
ble headlong into the trap, for if be 
had, in the opinion of the surgical offi- 
cers, his wounds must certainly have 
been fatal. 


PETRIFIED MAN IDENTIFIED. 


Scout Says Body Found at Benton Is 
“Antelope Charlie's.” 

John Jobnson, known throughout the 
west as “Liver Eating’ Johnson, an 
old government scout and spy, who is 
believed to have killed Indians 
than any other man that ever rode the 
arid wastes of the west, reached Bil- 
lings, Mon., the other night, en route 
to the Soldiers’ home at Los Angeles. 
He recognized the ossitied man found 
in the Missouri river near Fort Ben- 
ton about a year ago as being the petri- 
fication of a man he knew at Fort Ben- 
ton 25 years ago by the name of “An- 
telope Charlie.” 

Johnson furnished the man with sup- 
plies and started him down the river 
to trade with the Piegan Indians, by 
which band he was killed at the mouth 
of Eagle creek, miles below Fort 
Benton, and his body thrown in the 
river. There it bas lain sinee, until 
about a year ago, when it was discoy- 
ered in a state of perfect petrification. 
“Charlie” came originally from Arkan- 
but he never told what real 
hame was. He was about years 
old. The petrification looks as natural 
as life.

The story of the fight at Dundee reads 
in part as follows: 

“My darling, thank God 1 am safe 
back, but we have had a very hard 
time of it and as hard fighting as any 
one would And now I will tell 
you about the battle and subsequent 
events. We stood to our arms in camp 
at 5 a. m. the morning of the 20th of 
October and were then dismissed. Sud- 
denly we saw the Boers appear upon 
the tops of the hills, about 4,000 yards 
from the camp, right on the other side 
of Dundee. ‘They very

I can assure you it was an aw- 
ful place to go, and especially under 
the tire of the best shots in the world. 
The Dublin fusileers should have ad- 
vanced first, but General Yule ordered 
us to assault the hill. We did so and 
were exposed to a very hot fire, es- 
pecially over the first field, after leav- 
ing the houses. I can’t rup as well as 
I used to, so was longer than the oth- 
ers, but we gained the bottom of the 
hill and over the stone wall at the bot- 
tom and then got to some stones about 
30 yards up the hill and crept on. 

“Ll was on the left with a lot of men, 
and the ground gave a dip, so we could 
hot get to the wall and had to stop 


one. A man close to my side was shot 
in the head about two feet from me. 
“When we were in this position, we 
had to stay, and the fire was tremen- 
dous—volleys, independent guns and 
Maxims going on for about two hours. 
It was more difticult to see the Boers, 
as they had taken up such good places 
behind stones and walls and were fir- 
ing through loopholes. The companies

General Buller to Be Super- 
sedsd by Lord Roberts. 


Northern Cape Colony Said to 
Be In Revolt. 


All England’s Militia, Reserves and 
Volunteers Ordered Out, 


Queen Postpones Departure From Windsor 
Because of Serious Conditions. 


London, Dec. 18.—Lieutenant General 
Sir Charles Warren, commanding the 
fifth division of the first army corps, has 
arrived at Cape Town. It is understood 
that he will proceed to Port Elizabeth. 

No further news has been received re- 
garding the battle at the Tugela river. 
The latest accounts regarding the battle 
at Magersfontein show that the retire- 
ment of the British troops was executed 
with the greatest coolness and order un- 
der a heavy Boer artillery fire on Tues- 
day. 

Mafeking was safe on Dec. 6, and Col- 
conel Baden-Powell, the British com- 
mander there, were still actively push- 
ing out his defenses, At that time the 
Boers had offered to exchange Lady 
Sarah Wilson, who was captured while 
acting as a correspondent for the Lon- 
don Daily Mail, for General Ben Viljoen, 
who was captured at Elandslaagte, but 
the offer was declined. 

The other beleaguered garrisons and 
positions are still holding out. Itissaid 
that if the Victoria cross were to be 
granted for every act of conspicuous 
gallantry on the part of the British 
troops it would be necessary to distribute 
the decoration by hundreds. 

“Black week,” as last week is now uni- 
versally called, has evidently aroused 
the government and the war office to 
a full sense of their responsibility, and 
of the magnitude of the task before them. 
The papers unanimously applaud this 
awakening, despite the fact that they 
recognize that the heroic measures now 
decided upon savor rather of weakness 
than of strength. 

Rumor is that the question of expense 
has really been at the bottom of the 
half-hearted measures hitherto adopted, 
and it is not unlikely that Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, and other members of the cab- 
inet will resign. 

It is high time that something very 
energetic was dene. The British losses 
in killed, wounded, prisoners and miss- 
ing, throughout the campaign, now reach 
the enormous total of 7630. 

A dispatch from Stermstroom, Cape 
Colony, says: Asa result of the British 
reverses the whole country to the north- 
ward is virtually in a state of rebellion. 

The natives there, as well as those in 
Basutoland, are said to be much dis- 
turbed and to be losing heart regarding 
the strength of the British. 


Shortly before midnight the following 
notice was posted at the war office: 

“As the campaign in Natal, in the 
opinion of her majesty’s government, is 
likely to require the presence and undi- 
vided attention of General Sir Redvers 
Buller, it has been decided to send Baron 
Roberts of Kandahar and Waterford 
as commander-in-chief in South Africa, 
with Lord Kitchener as chief of staff.” 

“Acting upon the advice of the mili- 
tary authorities, her majesty’s govern- 
ment has approved the following meas- 
ure: 

“All the remaining portions of the 
army reserve, including section D, are 
called out. Theseventh division, which 
is being mobilized, will proceed to South 
Africa. The commander-in-chief in 
South Africa has been authorized to 
continue to raise at his discretion local 
troops, mounted. 

“Nine battalions of militia, in addition 
to two battalions which have already 
volunteered for service at Malta, and 
one for service in the channel islands, 
will be allowed to volunteer for service 
outside of the United Kingdom, and an 
equivalent number of militia battalions 
will be embodied for service at home. 

“A strong force of volunteers, selected 
from the yeomanry regiments, will be 
formed for service in South Africa. 

“Arrangements are being made, and 
will shortly be announced, for the em- 
ployment in South Africn of a strong 
contingent of carefully selected volun- 
teers. The patriotic offers which are 
being received from the colonies will, so 
far as possible, be accepted, preference 
being given to offers of mounted contin- 
gents.” 

The war office has received the follow- 
ing dispatch, dated Dec. 17, from General 
Forestier-Walker at Cape Town: 

“Methuen reports that Lieutenant 
Chandos Pole-Gell was taken prisoner 
last Thursday when going to meeta flag 
of truce. He was waving his handker- 
chief in response and was unarmed. 

“Gatacre has removed his troops and 
stores to Sterkstroom from Putter’s 
Kraal. French has established head- 
quarters at Arundel. 

“Vandermerw, with a commando, is 
reported moving south from Jacobsdal.” 


The court newsmen have issued the 
following announcement: 

“The arrangements made for the 
queen's departure from Windsor have 
been postponed until after Christmas, as, 
owing to the present state of affairs in 
South Africa, the queen is unwilling 
to be ata greatd ince from London,”

Unless the calmness which empresses the 
foreign observer proceeds only from 
apathy or a want of suflicient * .agina- 
tiun to realize the imminent u.uager to 
the whole fabric of our empire, the great 
efforts now urgently required will surely 
be made before it is too late to retrieve 
the situation. We are fighting not 
merely for supremacy in South Africa, 
but for our position as a great power. 
We know we have miscalculated the 
strength of our foe, and we are resolved 
to make that miscalculation good.” 

The Liberal organs foreshadow a se- 
rious reckoning for the government 
when the timecames. The Daily Chron- 
icle hints that General Sir William But- 
ler, who was recalled from the Cape 
command because of his joer sym- 
pathies, long ago advised the government 
that the prosecution of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s policy would make heavy rein- 
forcements for the Cape imperative. 

The Daily News says: “The govern- 
ments decision is either a counsel of 
panic or the confusion of utter mis- 
calculations.” 

The German press and people are 
jubilant over the news from South Af- 
rica, and everg where in the streets, peo- 
ple stop each other and offer congratu- 
lations. Among the press comments 
is that of the Kreuz Zeitung, which says: 
“Thus the fighting power of the third 
column is destroyed, and the campaign 
against the Boers is disastrously ended. 
What, however, means more, is that 
England's decadence, long ago apparent 
to far-sighted statestnen, has thus be- 
come visible before the whole world.” 


LONSDALE STRIKE SANCTIONED. 


Weavers Claim That They Have Suffered 
Cutdown Instead of Getting an Increase. 


Pawtucket, R. I., Dec. 18. 
of the executive committee of the Na- 
tional Federation of Textile Operatives 
of America, held at the hall of the 
Blackstone Valley Weavers’ association 
at Lonsdale yesterday, the strfke of the 
weavers of mill No. 4 of the Lonsdale 
company was Officially sanctioned by 
that organization. After the committee 
had heard the circumstances by which 
the strike was instituted it was voted to 
approve the action taken by the opera- 
tives, who left their looms on Monday. 

The decision of the national body was 
reported at a meeting of the strikers and 
other weavers employed in the mills of 
the Blackstone valley. A committee was 
appointed to wait upon Agent Gammel, 
president of the Lonsdale company, and 
discuss the situation with a view of 
bringing about a settlement of the diffi- 
culty. 

The weavers contend that the new 
price list, which went into effect Mon- 
day, is a cutdown of about 15 percent in- 
Stead of an advance of 10 percent, inas- 
much as they were required to run from 
10 to 12 looms, which are of the new 
Draper pattern. They say it would be 
impossible for anyone to run that num- 
ber of looms and weave good cloth. 

Secretary Hibbert of the council stated 
that it was a certainty that the number 
of looms an operative would be required 
to run was something that would have 
to be fought out between labor and capi- 
tal, and it might just as well Be fought 
out at Lonsdale as elsewhere, he said. 

The strikers left their looms without 
first reporting to the officials of the na- 
tional organization, and the sanction 
given by that body means that each 
striker will recefve financial aid as long 
as the strike continues. The Blackstone 
Valley Weavers’ association has already 
given its sanction. 


Ata meeting 


Wife’s Conduct Unbalanced His Mind. 

Lebanon, Pa., Dec. 18.—The jury in the 
case of Amos Geistweit, on trial for the 
murder of his wife, which retired Satur- 
day evening, returned a verdict of ac- 
quittal yesterday morning. Geistweit 
shot his wife on Aug. 23, and she died 
several weeks later. Geistweit was un- 
der the influence of liquor at the time of 
the shooting. He was insanely jealous 
of the attention paid his wife by a mar- 
ried neighbor, and much of the evidence 
tended to prove that his wife’s conduct 
had partially unbalanced his mind. A 
verdict of irresponsibility for his act 
Was reached in accordance with this 
testimony. 


The Overtima [is ute. 

Pawtucket, R. I., Dec. 18.—There isa 
possibility of trouble among the spin- 
ners of the Manville company, as that 
company desires that spinners be al- 
lowed to work overtime, and the Rhode 
Island Mule Spinners’ association would 
not grant this request. This decision 
was made known to Secretary Clisse, 
who was delegated by the state organiza- 
tion to confer with the officials of the 
Manville company. Both sides appear 
determined on the point at issue. 


Higher Wages ai Lowell. 

Lowell, Mass., Dec. 18.—The recently 
announced 10 percent increase of wages 
in the local cotton manufacturing cor- 
porations went into effect this morning. 
About 18,000 employes will be affected 
thereby, but as yet the new schedules 
have not been posted, so that it is im- 
possible to give any accurate estimate 
of the additional output of the corpora- 
tions, but it will be in the neighborhood 
of $8000 a week. 


Will Keep African Possessions. 

Madrid, Dec. 18.—Premier Silvela, re- 
plying to a question on the subject in 
the chamber of deputies, said the re port 
of an alliance between Spain and Russia, 
based upon the cession of Ceuta, the 
Spanish seaport town in Morocco, op- 
posite Gibraltar, was without founda- 
tion. “Neither now nor in the future,” 
he declared, ‘will Spain on any account 
cede her African possessions,”

CHRISTMAS GREENS. 


Deceration of Evergreens and Flow- 
ers Is of Pagan Origin, 

The Christmas decorations may have 
originated in the saturnalia or in the 
oki Teutonie practice of hanging the 
interior of dwellings with evergreen 
as u refuge for sylvan spirits from the 
inclemency of the “winter, but the 
Christmas tree is of German origin. 
It is their chief ornament and symbol. 
It is not used for the hanging of gifts, 
but it is used entirely as a bright orna- 
ment, being made to glisten with 
lights and tinsel. 

It is kept throughout the 12 days of 
Christmas and at intervals is lighted 
and on New Year's eve is lighted for 
all night. 

The custom of decorating dwellings 
and churches with evergreen was 
known by the Christians to be a rem- 
nant of paganism and was forbidden 
by the council, but it had too strong a 
hold to be given up. 

Even in Boston Justice Samuel Sew- 
all cried out against_it, but it crept to 
its place by degrees. Holly and ivy 
were favorites in Great Britain, being 
regarded as sacred emblems of the 
season. 

Holly used in churches was kept by 
families to insure a lucky year. 

The mistletoe was held in so much 
vencration by the pagans that it was 
eut with a golden sickle by the prince 
of the Druids, with whom it first ap- 
pears. 

The introduction of flowers to the 
tokens of festivity seems to have ex- 
isted universally and at all times of 
history. It was a pagan manifesta- 
tion of rejoicing, and, although forbid- 
den by the early chureh and de- 
nounced by the Puritans of New Eng- 
land, it became a general custom. 

While obliged to give credit to early 
and heathen notions for much of the 
Christmas which we so fondly cherish, 
Wwe can but remember our own Ben- 
jamin Franklin for the one motto as 
being American, “A good conscience 
is a continual Christmas.’’—Boston 
Globe. 

YULETIDE GAMES. 
Snapdragon a Diversion Popular In 
England, 

Little known in this country, snap- 
dragon is a diversion in which in Eng- 
land young and old participate through- 
out the Christmas season. Apparently 
it is a dangerous pastime. Really it is 
harmless, and no one ever suffers an 
accident through playing it. Babies of 
3 or 4 years engage in it with great 
glee, in which there is an admixture of 
fear, but nerve generally conquers, 
and once in the game they cannot be 
kept out of it. 

The requisites of snapdragon are one 
or two large platters such as roasts are 
served on, some large, fat raisins, a 
little brandy or gin, a match and a 
darkened room. The platters are ar- 
ranged thus: If there is but one and 
the party is of moderate number, it is 
laid in the center of a dining table. If 
the number of participants is large, 
then two platters are laid, one at each 
end of the table, or there may be two 
small tables, with a platter on each. 
Next the raisins are laid over each 
platter, singly and at short distances 
apart. A small quantity of brandy or 
gin is then poured over each platter 
and ignited. Put out all the lights in 
the room, leaving none but that from 
the dancing blue flames in the platters. 

Everybody looks weird and feels un- 
canny, and the fun begins. Each par- 
ticipant “snaps” at a raisin on the dish, 
and, hit or miss, the blue flame clings 
to the fingers in writhing, forked 
tongues, thus providing the “dragon.” 
The raisins are all finally secured, the 
flames die out, the lights are turned on, 
and the company is ready for another 
diversion, unless, as is often the case, 
there is a call for a repetition of the 
fun just ended.—San Francisco Post 
Magazine. 


Bearing Home the Yule Log. 

In the Black mountains at the pres- 
ent day the custom of bearing home 
the Yule log is still carefully observed 
in all its ancient detail. The housefa- 
ther fells the chosen trees. Then he 
utters a prayer and carefully lifts up 
his log and bears it home on his shoul- 
der. His sons follow his example, 
each bearing a log for himself. The fa- 
ther then leans his log up against the 
house, being very careful that the 
freshly cut end is uppermost. The 
lesser logs of the other members sur- 
round it, and this is the Glavni Badn- 
jak. As the housefather places each 
log he says, “Veseh badnji dan!” or 
“A merry log day!” 

The fire thus kindled was not allow- 
ed to go out until the following year 
or great evil would befall the house- 
hold. The fagots of the old fire lighted 
the new logs and then were carefully 
extinguished and stored away among 
the householtl treasures. In the high- 
lands of Scotland to this day it is con- 
sidered a great misfortune if the fire 
is allowed to go out, and often one 
hears it said, “Yae nae luck, ye’ve lect 
oot the fier.”—Boston Herald. 


Roast Turkey With Chestnuts, 

Draw, singe, pare, truss and remove 
the breastbone the same as for roast- 
ing. Chop up separately 10 ounces of 
kernel of veal and 16 ounces of pig’s 
leaf lard and then mix together. Sea- 
son with salt and spice, adding a lit- 
tle shallot and the liver, both well 
ehopped. To this add also the peel- 
ings of a dozen medium sized truffles. 
Put this into a mortar with a gill of 
stock, pound well and place in a sau- 
toir to cook for 15 minutes. Let it cook 
and stir in 40 cooked chestnuts and the 
dozen peeled truffles. Stuff the turkey 
with this preparation and roast, dress 
and pour over a little good gravy.—Ex- 
change.

PROGRESS 


In Street Rail-

The development and expansion of 
the Street Railway during the last few 
years is so wonderful that one who 
takes a retrospective view is surprised 
that such advance in means vf com- 
munication and public accommodation 
could have been made in so short a 
time.

ROAST TURKEY.—Singe and draw the fow) 
wash thoroughly both inside and out, wipe dry 
with a clean linen towel and then rub the inside 
with salt. Stuff, sew up the opening and roast 
with a cup of water in a moderate oven from one 
to four hours. Many persons bind slices of salt 
pork upon the breast before roasting, using no 
water. 

PLUM’ PUDDING.—The entire success or failure 
of the pudding depends largely on the packing 
and on keeping the water boiling around the pud- 
ding without stopping for six hours. It is neces- 
sary to pack a plitm pudding as firm! ¥ as possible 
in the bowl in which it is to be boiled and to tie 
the cover of cloth tightly over it. The cloth will 
Stretch enough for the slight swelling of the pud- 
ding, and the water will not get in. A delicious 
Christmas pudding is made of half a pound of 
currants, @ pound of sultana raisins, half a pound 
of muscatel raisins, stoned and cut into large 
bits, and three ounces each of candied orange 
peel, lemon peel and citron. Toss this fruit with 
a tablespoonful of dried and sifted flour, or, better 
yet, sift this amount of flour—no more—over the 
fruit. Mix in a cup a teaspoonful of powdered 
cinnamon, half a teaspoonful of cloves and half a 
nutmeg. Chop fine three-quarters of a pound of 
the best beef suet and free it from shreds. Sprin- 
kle over it a liberal teaspoonful of salt and add |} 
the fruit and toss the ingredients thoroughly. 
Now add three-quarters of a pound of bread 
crumbs that have been dried and sifted and 
moisten with a cup of boiling milk. At this 
stage add half a pound of sygar and sprinkle in 
the spices that have been rm d together. Beat 
together, without separating the whites from the 
yolks, eight eggs and add them to the pudding. 
It should now be so stiff that it can be stirred 
With difficulty, and the only sure way is to stir it 
with your hands as you would bread. Add now a 
gill of brandy and one of sherry and mix the 
pudding thoroughiy.

CAPTURED BY FILIPINOS 
American Soldier’s Experience 
While With the Insurgents.

WELL TREATED BY HIS OAPTOBS

Paul Spillane Tells How He Was | 


Vaken Prisoner Outside of Santa) 
Rita—Offered a Commission In the 
Insurgent Army—What Filipinos 


Say About the Insurrection. 


Paul J. Spillane of Company C, 
Ninth United States infantry, writing 
from Manila, Philippine Islands, un- 
der date of Oct. 16, to the Chicago} 
Record, says: 

“] was recently released as a prison- 
er of war by the insurgent army. I 
was captured just outside of the town | 
of Santa Rita, in the province of Pam- 
pango, whither we had advanced a 
few days before. It is eight miles| 
from San Fernando and not on the | 
railroad. ‘The climate here is very 
warm and compels a man to incline 
toward laziness. Thinking that a little 
exercise would do me good, I started to} 
take a walk and happened to stroll on 
the outskirts of the town. Tre first 
thing I knew I was surrounded by 
well armed Filipino soldiers. 1 did 
not have any weapon, and at that time 
I did not understand their language, so 


I expected nothing but death. I fold- 
ed my arms and waited. 
“A sergeant stepped to the front. 


He could talk a little broken English, | 
and he told me to surrender and not to | 
make any noise. Then they took me} 


into a house, where they kept me until} 


night. In the darkness they marched 
me pi the American camp, holding} 


knives at my throat and telling me} 
that if I made a sound they would cut 
my head off. Needless to say I kept 
quiet. They then marched me across 
rand cane 
fields, part of the time hip to waist in 
mud and water, until nearly daybreak, 
when we reached a town, and they} 
took me into a house and gaye me a 
raw crab and two bananas to eat.| 
There they told me to go to sleep, for} 
I would have to march again soon. | 
After that I had to march almost ey-| 
ery night from town to town. | 
“J have been in almost every town} 


| in the northern part of the island and 


have met and talked with Aguinaldo 
and all his generals and principal offi- | 
cers; also his secretary of war and 
secretary of foreign affairs. We were} 
used like gentlemen. My khaki blouse 
was stolen by a Filipino thief, and} 
when I was taken before Senor Am-} 
brosio Flores, secretary of foreign af-| 
fairs, I had an undershirt and pair of | 


He asked me where my coat was, and 
I told him. He then ordered his sery- 
ant to look among his clothes and see} 
if he could find a coat. He could not 
find one, so Senor Flores got up from 
his chair and told me he had only one} 


duck. He took it off and insisted up-

Senor Flores sent word that he would |} 
like to see us. We went to his house| 
ina body. He gave each of us one of | 
the best cigars made on the island and | 
said he hoped we were all happy at the| 
prospect of going back to our friends. | 
Three of us, Sergeant James Boyle of 
the Sixteenth infantry, Corporal Otto | 
Schew of the Third infantry and my-| 
self, he offered commissions in the in-} 
surgent army. He said we should have |

thorities, he said, would never find us, 
and we should never be on or near the 
firing line, as our sole duty would be 
to drill recruits. 

“Most of Aguinaldo’s staff officers 
are well educated men and can talk} 
good English.

Rebel Bullet Pierced His Breast and Death 


immediately Followed. 


Manila, Dec. 20.—Major General Henry 
W. Lawton, who braved death many 
times whide leading his men against the 
enemy during the Philippine campaign 
now drawing to a close, was shot in the 
breast and killed Tuesday at San Ma- 
teo, while he was on the firing line di- 
recting the attack of his troops upon 
General Geronimo’s entrenched insur- 
gent force. 

General Lawton left home Monday 
night, having returned from his north- 
ern operations Saturday to lead an ex- 
pedition through Mariquina valley, 
which has been an insurgent stronghold 
throughout the war. The valley has 
several times been invaded, but never 
held by the Americans. General Ger- 
onimo was supposed to have there the 
largest organized force north of Manila; 
and General Otis wished to garrison 
Mariqyjna. 

The night was one of the worst of the 
season. A terrific rain had begun and 
is still continuing. Accompanied by his 
staff and troop I, Fourth cavalry, Gen- 
eral Lawton set out at 9 o'clock in ad- 
vance of the main force, consisting of 
the Eleventh cavalry and one battation 
each of the Twentieth and Twenty- 
seventh infantry, which started from 
La Loma at midnight. With a small 
escort he led the way through an almost 
pathless country, a distance of 15 miles, 
over hills and through canebrake and 
deep mud, the horses climbing the rocks 
and sliding down the hills. Before day- 
break the command had reached the 
head of the valley. 

San Mateo was attacked at § o'clock 


and a three hours’ fight ensued. This 
resulted in but few casualties on the 


General Lawton; but the attack was dif- 
ficult because of the natural defenses of 


General Lawton was walking along the | 
firing line, within 300 yards of a sinall 
sharpshooters’ trench, conspicuous in 
the big, white helmet he always wore 
and a light yellow rain coat. He was 
easily distinguishable because of his | 
commanding stature. ) 

The sharpshooters directed several 
close shots which clipped the grass near. | 
His staff offieers called General Lawton’s 
attention to the danger he was in, but he 
only laughed with his usual contempt 
for bullets. 

Suddenly he exclaimed, “I am shot,” 
clenched his hands in a desperate effort 
to stand erect and fellinto the arms of 
a staff officer. 

Orderlies rushed across the field for 
the surgeons, who dashed up immedi- 
ately, but their efforts were useless. The 
body was taken toaclump of bushes and 
laid on a stretcher, the familiar white 
helmet covering the face of the dead 


general. , | 
Owing to the condition of the country,

After three hours’ shooting the Fili- 
pinos were dispersed into the moun- 
tains. Colonel Lockett took command 
when General Lawton fell.

Henry W. Lawton was born on the 
historic battleground at Maumee, O., 
where, in 1812, 300 American soldiers 
were massacred by British and Indians 
under Tecumseh. He was educated in 
the public schools of Fort Wayne in 
northern Indiana, where his military 
spirit was aroused by exhibitions of Ells- 
worth’s famous zouaves. 

At 17, in April, 1861, he was made a 
sergeant in company E, Ninth Indiana 
regiment. At 18 he was first lieutenant, 
the youngest commissioned officer of his 
regiment and the best in the Thirtieth 
Indiana volunteers 

At 19, in June, 1862, he mmis- 
sioned as captain of his company, after 
having done gallant service at Shiloh, 
Corinth and luka. “Then and there,” 
he said afterwards, “I determined to 
meke the service of my country my life's 
work.” He took ps in hard fighting 
with General Bragg in 1862 in Kentucky 
and Tennessee and with General Rose- 
iga in Sheri-

River Battle on Friday, 


Force of 10,000 Mounted In- 
fantry to Be Mobilized. 


Volunteer Enlistment Promises to Give Great 
Britain Ample Materia!.

Says: 


London, Dec. 20.—A dispatch 
Chieveley Camp, dated Dec. 15, 
The relief column continued its advance 
from Chieveley early this morning, in- 
tending to assault the Boer positions, 
which were said to be very strong to the 
westward and northwest of Colenso. 

During the two preceding days the 
Boers had allowed themselves to be bom- 
barded without condescending to reply 
with a single shot. They further gave 
half an hour’s opening this morning 
without an exchange, when, suddenly, 
they belched out a stream of fire from all 
their entrenchraents, besides opening a 
fearful canonnade with all their quick- 
firers, field and siege guns, which were 
posted from end to end of their positions. 

When their presence and actual posi- 
tions had been determined the British 
naval brigade commenced shelling all 
the ridges north of the town with mar- 
velous accuracy. At this time the ar- 
tillery attached to General Hart's di- 
vision was busy among the entrench- 
ments on the hills, on the British left, 
under cover of which the Irish infantry 
brigade marched out in extended order 
to cross the river and attack. Undoubt- 
edly aiming at this battery, the Boers 
sent several shells near the ambulance 
train, which was forced to change its 
position, 

While this was occurring the field ar- 
tillery on the right was busy shelling 
the ridges of the Boers’ left flank. The 
Boers retaliated with a scathing fire, al- 
most demolishing all the guns and stam- 
peding the gun carriage and limber 
horses, 


The government has at last consented 
to mobilize a force which General Bul- 
ler is credited with having demended all 
along as an essential of success in South 
Africa, namely, 16,000 mounted infantry. 

This morning the war office issued an 
order to the effect that the government 
had decided to raise for South Africa 
a mounted infantry force, to be called 
imperial yoemanry, and to be recruited 
from yeomanry, volunteers and civil- 
fans possessing the requisite qualifica- 
tions. Enlistment will be for one year 
or during the continuance of the war. 
The men must be between 20 and 35 
years of age, and of equal physique to 
the ordinary cavalry soldier. Officers 
and men are to provide their own horses 
and to wear neutral tint cloth shooting 
jackets, not necessarily uniforms, felt 
hats, breeches and gaiters. All must 
be good riders and marksMen. 

The same order invites every volunteer 
regiment that is linked with a regular 
battalion serving at the front to supply 
a full company, which will take the 
place of the mounted infantry of the 
regiment. These arrangements are 
expected to result in a considerable 
foree. The enrolled strength of the 
yoemanry forces, which originated in 
the troublous period of the French rev- 
olution, is now 10,433. Thetr services 
have never before been called for in war. 


Lord Mayor Newton of London is 
raising and equipping a force of 1000 
volunteers among the city corps. The 
large city firms are contributing the 
necessary expenses. Colone® Vincent, 
commandant of the Queen's Westmin- 
Ster volunteers, has also offered to raise 
a regiment of 1000 picked marksmen. 
The enthusiasm of volunteer enlistments 
continues and promises to give the gov- 
ernment ample material. 

The British second-class cruiser Isis 
will convey General Kitchener from 
Egypt to the Cape. She has been or- 
dered to steum at 16 knots. 

Special reports regarding the fight- 
ing at the Tugela river are still filtering 
through, but all the newspapers com- 
plain that these are severely censored, 
and it is still impossible to get an ac- 
curate idea of the battle. From the 
latest accounts, however, it appears that 
General Buller was in personal com- 
mand. 


A correspondent of the Associated 
Press at Chieveley Camp says the 
Boers excuse themselves for firing on 
the stretcher bearers by asserting that 
two squads of the Connaught rangers 
took cover under civilian bearers of the 
Red Cross, and that this act drew the 
Boer fire, three being killed and several 
wounded. 

Much anxiety is caused by the fact 
that the war office has not yet received 
a full list of the casualties at Tugela 
river. 

The Standard hints editorially this 
morning that if Portugal continues to 
allow supplies of war material and for- 
eign volunteers to reach the Trans- 
vaal through Delagoa bay, England will 
have something to say in the matter, 

Statements are published from Boer 
Sources in Brussels and Berlin that 
President Kmiger is willing to conclude 
peace on the basis of the status quo, but 
that otherwise he will call upon the 
Boers in Cape Colony to join in pro- 
claiming the independence of the Cape 
territories of Great Britain. 

The government of New South Wales 
has decided to send a field hospital corps 
anda battery of artillery to South Africa 
in addition to the mounted contingent. 


Sympathy For Boers. 

Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 20.—A mass meet- 
ing last night to express sympathy for 
the Boers was largely attended by state 
and county officials and pastors of city 
churches. Resolutions commending the 
cause of the South African Republic 
and condemning oppression were adopt- 
ed. Governor Poynter was one of tha 
vice presidents, and John H. Sutton, 
former secretary of the Irish Nationa! 
league of America, took a leading part.

Naval Plans Forward. 


Washington, Dec. 20—The initial 


Marked the Opening of the Tugela | meeting af the house naval committee 


yesterday was made the occasion for 
an exchange of pleasantries between 
} Chairman Boutelle and the ranking 
} Democratic member, Mr. Cummings of 
New York. Mr. Boutelle spoke of the 
remarkable upbuilding of the new navy 
since 1882-1883, and said that with all 
that has been accomplished, as conspic- 
nously instanced by the recent war, not 
a single legislative mistake had oc- 
| curred ir aiding toward this end. 

Mr. Cummings said that the building 
of the new navy had been fortunately 
free from all partisianship, the various 
administrations joining in the common 
purpose. Heassured the chairman that 
he and his minority associates would 
strengthen the hand of those carrying 
forward this patriotic purpos=. 

The committee will begin its business 
sessions after the holidays, when a num- 
ber of recommendations from the navy 
department and naval measures will be 
taken up. The naval appropriation bill 
will come late, and will require con- 
siderable time for maturing. 


The house was in session two hours 
yesterday. A large number of per- 
functory resolutions for printing for 
committees, leave to sit during the ses- 
sions, etc., necessary to get the commit- 
tees under way, were adopted, and the 
several portions of the president's mes- 
sage were distributed in accordance 
with the usual custom. The resolution 
for the distribution of the message was 
inade the occasion of a speech by Mr. 
Grow, the venerable ex-speaker of the 
house, in defense of the administration's 
course in the Philippines, and by Mr. 
Bell, a Colorado Populist, criticizing the 
president's utterances upon the pros- 
perity of the country. Scores of the 
members left for their homes to spend 
the holidays. 

Discussion in the senate of the finan- 
cial measure drafted by the Republican 
majority of the committee on finance 
will begin on Jan, 4, the day after the 
holiday recess. This announcement was 
made in the senate yesterday by Mr. 
Aldrich, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, in connection with his report of 
the senate substitute for the financial 
bill passed by the house. Mr. Aldrich, 
who will have charge of the measure, 
declared his purpose to press the meas- 
ure to passage as soon as possible. 

Mr. Vest desired it to be understood 

, that the bill reported by the finance 
committee did not represent the views 
of the minority of the committee. 

W. V. Allen, appointed by Governor 
Poynter as senator from Nebraska, took 
the oath of office. 


Opposed to Wars of Conquest. 
Detroit, Dec. 20.—The significant fea- 
ture of the eighth day of the Federation 
of Labor convention was a stand taken 
in opposition to all wars of conquest. 
The delegates, representative of prob- 
ably 1,500,000 members of labor unions, 
voted unanimously that such wars, 
“whether waged in Africa, the Philip- 
pines or elsewhere,” greatly endanger 
the liberties of the conquered people. 
The declaration closed with a reiteration 
of a sentiment previously adopted in 
another form, viz.: ‘‘That we are op- 
posed to any increase of the standing 
army of the United States beyond 25,000 
officers and enlisted men.” The execu- 
tive council of the federation was di- 
rected to use every means to carry out 
these sentiments, 


Faial Tenement House Fires. 

New York, Dec. 20.—Two early morn- 
ing tenement house fires in this city 
resulted in the death of ut least seven 
persons. The greater loss of life re- 
sulted from a fire in the Mentor apart- 
ment house, a five-story building, where 
five persons were burned to death and 
nearly a dozen were more or less in- 
jured through burns or suffocation by 
smoke. The other conflagration oc- 
cured in a five-story tenement. The 
property loss was trifling, but Mrs. Mar- 
tin Fox and her infant son were burned 
to death. The other tenants of the 
house hurried safely out. 


A Proposition Worth Considering. 

New York, Dec. 20.—The United Gas 
Improvement company offers to the 
common council of Passaic, N. J., if it 
gets the contract to supply the city with 
gas, to pay $50,000 for 17 years to the city 
of Passaic, give $20,000 to each of its 
hospitals, subscribe $28,000 for a new 
school, give the police and firemen relief 
funds $10,000 each, and will also furnish 
Passaic city with 50-cent gas and private 
consumers at the samerate. The actual 
cash outlay involved in the United Gas 
company’s offer is $928,000. The council 
will consider the proposition. 


Almost Ready For Jury. 

Dedham, Mass., Dec. 20.—The evidence 
in the trial of John and Joseph Seery, 
charged with the murder of their mother, 
Was concluded yesterday. The court 
ruled that both defendants could not be 
found guilty of the criminal assault, 
which the government asserts was the 
direct cause of death, but that in order 
to secure a conviction it must be proven 
against either one or the other of them. 
It ts expected that the case will go to the 
jury this afternoon. 


A Doctor’s Startiing Assertion. 

New York, Dec. 20.—At the meeting of 
the academy of medicine last night Dr. 
Henry J. Carriguez, in the course of a 
lecture, said: ‘Those who have made a 
special study of the question assert that 
out of every 200 coffins put under ground 
in this country the occupant of at least 
one of them is simply ina lethargic state 
and is buried alive.” The doctor as- 
serted that the decomposition of the vita] 
parts was the only irrefutable and re- 
liable sign of death.

Orderly Hickey Corrects Some Mis- 
statements Regarding It. 

William A. Hickey, the San Fran- 
cisco boy who was an orderly to Ad- | 
miral Dewey at the battle of Manila 
Bay, has arrived from Charlestown 
navy yard and is a guest of his uncle, 
Thomas J. McBride of San Francisco. 

During the great sea fight Hickey 
was stationed at the speaking tube on 
the after bridge of the Olympia and 
was kept busy sending orders to vari-| 
ous parts of the ship, says the San 
Francisco Examiner. Shortly after 
the news of the victory reached the 
United States a New York artist made} 
a hit with a cartoon of a fat sailor 
puffing at a cigar as he ieaned up 
against a gun op beard the Olympia 
and observing with a wink and a} 
smile, “We didn’t do a thing to ’em.”’ 
The title of the cartoon was “Jim 
Hickey at the Battle of Manila.” 

“The picture was the artist’s crea- 
tion,” said Mr. Hickey, “and the name} 
by accident happened to tally with 
mine, but nevertheless we all indorsed 
the sentiment credited to the imagi- 
nary sailor who began smoking as soon 
as the guns got'through.” | 

Mr. Hickey has a handful of letters | 
from various parts of the United | 
States addressed to “Jim Hickey of | 
the Olympia” and filled with amen 
ous and patriotic suggestions. 

“I have seen many stories of the Ma- 
nila bay affair,” said he, “and I have} 
yet to see one that properly quotes the 
admiral’s order to begin the fight. The| 
words usually given are, ‘Gridley, if 
you are ready you may fire.’ What Ad-} 
miral Dewey actually did say was, 
‘Gridley, you may fire now.’ The fact 
is that the range finder had instructed | 
the gunners, and for many minutes the | 
ship was in perfect readiness to open 
fire. The admiral knew that. every- 
thing was ready.” 

Hickey left San Francisco on the 
Olympia four years and seven months | 
ago and kept a diary of the vessel's | 
long cruise of 38,000 miles and espe- | 
cially of the history making part of; 
the ship’s experience. He possesses | 
a number of snapshot photographs of | 
scenes on the flagship during the en- 
gagement, as well as a painting by “4 
Japanese artist who was an eyewit-| 
ness of the great battle. |

MINING EXPERT ON BOERS. | 


Albert Holder Says They Will Leave | 
Nothing For British to Capture. | 
Albert H. Holder, F. G. S., mining} 

engineer and special correspondent of 

the Reuter Telegraph company, who} 
was for many years inspector of pub-| 
lic works in the South African Repub-! 
lic, is in Ottawa, Ont., from Dawson 
City, to which place he went a year} 
ago in the interest of his company, 
says the Chicago Times-Herald. He 
predicts that the war in the Transvaal 
will last at least two years and that 
before giving up Johannesburg the 
Boers will destroy mining property 
worth $3,000,000,000. Mr. Holder is 
an artillery officer, holding the rank of 
major in the German army, and he 
was an artillery instructor to the Boers | 
two years ago. He states that the 

Boers had then 15 German officers, 40 

French and 40 Russians, who were all 

well paid. 

“The Transvaalers,” Mr. Holder 
said, ‘‘have got the country thoroughly 
fortified. Pretoria itself is defended 
by two powerful forts, and there are 
five lines of mines and enormous in- 
trenchments, and the ground all around 
and about the Transvaal capital is fur- 
rowed with mines of lyddite and other 
high explosives. The siege of Pre- 
toria will be another Metz. That 
stronghold kept the German army, 
numbering 200,000, at bay for eight 
months. The siege of Pretoria will 
last much longer. 

“Johannesburg is not so well forti- 
fied, but the last thing the Boers will 
do before they are entirely vanquished 
will be to raze that city of the uit- 
landers to the ground, to leave not a 
building standing. They will also blow 
up the mines and ruin the machinery 
to avenge themselves upon the capi- 
talists, who, they claim, have provok- 
ed the war. This has for years been 
the prearranged plan, and steps were 
long ago taken to effectually carry it 
out whenever the time arrived to com- 
pel that course.” 

No More Nitroglycerin Powder. 

The manufacture of nitroglycerin 
powder for the use of the army will be 
abandoned, and the army ordnance de- 
partment will adopt a pure soluble cot- 
ton powder similar to that used by the 
navy. The decision for this change, 
says The Army and Navy Journal, was 
brought about by an accident which 
recently occurred at Sandy Hook while 
testing a 6 inch gun and while using 
the smokeless powder made for use in 
8 inch guns, but with the grains cut in 
half. The charge on this occasion gave 
a pressure of over 80,000 pounds, which 
exceeded the pressure gauge of the 
gun. Several parts of the breech mech- 
anism jyere injured. 


Automobile Tours, —~ |

How a Congressman’s Mother 
Saw Her Son Take the Oath. 


FOUR AGED MEN OF THE SENATE. 


Some of Their Interesting Charac- 
teristics—Euchre’ the Favorite 
Game of Cards at the White House. 
Speaker Rosewood 
Gavel. 

Mrs. Turner, mother of the young 
Democratic member from Kentucky, 
became separated at the capitol in 
Washington from her son, who had 
her ticket for the members’ gallery 
in his pocket. The rules were strictly 
enforced, and, although she gained ad- 
mittance to the gallery, the zealous} 
doorkeeper threatened that if she did 
not produce her ticket he would be} 
compelled to ask her to step out.

“No,” said Mrs. Turner, “I shall not 
move a step. I came here to see my 
baby sworn in as a member of the 
house, and I am going to see him 
sworn in. I have lost him, and I have 
no ticket, but I shall not move a step 
from here until I see him take the 
oath.” 

The doorkeeper, being a wise man, 
said nothing further, and Mrs. Turner 
had the happy privilege of seeing her 
son sworn into office, says a Wash- 
ington correspondent in the New York 
Tribune. This son, by the way, who! 
succeeds Walter Evans, is one of the 
youngest men in the house, and his fa- 
ther, Oscar Turner, represented what 
used to be known as the “Old Pur- 
chase district” of the Blue Grass State 
for nearly 20 years. Turner, Sr., came 
to Washington as a Democrat, al- 
though he did not receive his nomina- 
tion on the regular ticket, the party | 
organization being generally against) 
him. But that was nothing. He was! 
glad enough to run on the independent | 
ticket, and he always won. Mr. Tur- 
ner was a useful member of the house} 
and an extremely wealthy man, his} 
estate when he died being valued at} 
nearly $3,000,000. His family took a 
prominent part in social affairs when | 
he was in congress, and their friends | 
predict a creditable career for his oa 

Four of the oldest men in the senate 
sit side by side on the front row. They 
are Pettus of Alabama, who is 78 years 
old; Cockrell of Missouri, who is 65; 
Vest, also of Missouri, who is verging} 
on 70, and Morgan of Alabama, who 
will be 76 next June. 

Age has dealt lightly with these four 
old men, with the exception of Sena- 
tor Vest, who is beginning to give 
evidence of the weight of threescore 
years and ten upon his diminutive | 
form, says the Washington Post. Pettus/| 
is wonderfully well preserved. He is| 
known as the Confucius of the senate, 
because he looks so wise and is so 
deliberate in his talk. Cockrell is one 
of the hardest workers in the senate, 
and his constant watchfulness while 
bills are being considered is proverbial. 
Vest used to be one of the greatest 
orators and debaters in the body, but 
of late he has participated but little in 
the proceedings. Morgan is one of the 
wise men of the senate. He knows ey- 
erything about everything. When he 
was a boy and books were scarce, he 
used to train his memory by learning 
to repeat each volume, a chapter. at a 
time. His parents wanted him to be- 
come a minister, but he drifted into 
law and then into politics. He is one 
of the few men in the senate who have 
the really broad gauge of a statesman. 


Speaker Henderson does not use the 
rosewood gavel that was presented to 
him by his friends in Iowa the other 
day, says the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Record. The con- 
fusion in the house makes it necessary 
for the speaker to use a more substan- 
tial weapon. Speaker Reed used a} 
large ivory hammer with a strong han- 
dle and pounded so hard that the top 
of the desk was reduced to slivers 
about every three months and had to} 
be replaced by an oaken plank at least} 
twice and sometimes three times dur-| 
ing the session.

BOER PLANS FOR SUCCESS. | 


Strategy Employed to Deceive Eng- 
land Disclosed by General Joubert. 

“<To Pretoria!’ the British ery, is on 
a level with the Parisian cry of 1870, 
‘A Berlin! ” 

This is an extract from a letter writ- 
ten by General Joubert from Lady- 
smith under date of Ort. 27 toe a con- 
tributor to the Berlin Gazette, in which 
paper it was published in full. Other 
passages which at this juncture will! 
be read with peculiar interest follow: 

“Ever since the infamous see | 
raid of 1896 our @overnment was con- 
vineed that some disreputable charac: 
ters would urge England to war. Its| 
meaning could not be mistaken. It} 
could have for its sole object only the} 
annihilation of the Boer republic. We! 
were equally sure that we would have 
to depend on our own resources, for, 
although we knew that this war would 
meet with the unanimous condemna- 
tion of all Etropeat powers, we did 
not anticipate that any of them would 
summon strength to come to our res- 
eve. England’s arrogance and her 
strong navy have so cowed the Buro- 
pean powers that they dare not bid her 
stop in her despicable land grabbing, 
not eyen where their own interests 
are involved. Knowing these circum- 
stances, we depended solely on our- 
selves, improved our means of defense | 
and tried to keep the English in the 
dark as to our real preparations. To 
this purpose we gave their disguised | 
spies access to our antiquated guns 
and artillery, but were very careful to 
conceal from them our modern artil- 
lery parks. Our calculations proved | 
correct. The English public credited 
these misleading reports. Their cry, 
‘To Pretoria!’ is on a level with the| 
Parisian cry of 1870, ‘A Berlin!’ 

“Your letter lays much stress on the 
numerical supgiority of the English; 
but, in my opinion, the example is a 
different England cannot send} 
more than 85,000 soldiers to the Trans- | 
vaal without withdrawing all her 
troops from the colonies. This in it- 
self is an imposing army, but only half 
of them will be available. Granting 
that England will have effected the} 
landing of her troops by the middle of 
December, she will have lost in the} 
meantime at least 10,000 through 
deaths, casualties, desertions and cap- 
tures. Their number would according- | 
ly be reduced to 75,000. We will try 
to prevent the junction of the English 
forees under Buller, but even if we 
should not succeed the English will be 
unable to put more than 35,000 men in 
the field against us. The rest will be 
needed for garrisons and protection of 
their bases of operations. 

“The scene of the war will cover Na- 
tal and Cape Colony, an area of, say, 
700 kilometers. Our own camp is pro- 
tected by three mountain ranges, and 
500 men are amply sufficient for its 
protection. Our manner of communi- 
eation is excellent. The outposts have 
command of and facilities for destroy- 
ing provisions in case their position be- 
comes untenable. If the war should be 
carried into our own country, of which | 
there are no prospects at present, our 
advantages would become greater yet, | 
for, while facing unknown conditions |} 
in Natal and in the south, we are quite 
able to make use of the splendid op- 
portunities of defense which our own 
country offers. 

“The enemy will meet a very stub- 
born resistance in the Transvaal and 
Orange Free State, and every inch of 
ground will cost them dear. You cor-

rectly suggest that we most likely 
would resort to guerrilla tactics.

few months will be sufficient to show 
to England the impossibility of the 
task she has undertaken. Her losses 
will be tremendous.”

The transport City of Para, from 
Manila, brought to San Francisco an 
interesting story of the escapades of 
Miss Bebee Dean, a mysterious young 
woman, who in male attire stowed 
away in the ship and succeededein 
reaching Manila despite the vigilance 
of Colonel Harding and other officers. 

She escaped from the City of Para 
while under heavy guard in Manila 
harbor and was not seen again until a! 
week later, when, dressed in a khaki 
suit and wearing a campaign hat, she 
made a formal call aboard ship. 

Miss Dean was not a regular stow- | 
away. On the day the City of Para 
left San Francisco for Manila with the 
Twenty-ninth infantry Miss Dean was 
given the position of cabin boy, both 
captain and steward being deceived 
as to her sex. 

Before Honolulu was reached her se- 
cret was discovered, and she was put 
ashore on the islands. She managed 
to get aboard again, but was discov- | 
ered before Manila was reached, says | 
the St. Louis Republic. Colonel Hard- 
ing kept her as prisoner under guard 
the remainder of the trip, allowing her | 
about 20 minutes exercise a day. Al- 
though the colonel intended turning | 
her over to the authorities at Manila 
for transportation back, Miss Dean | 
slipped her guards and landed in Ma- 
nila, where, in a uniform of the Twen- 
ty-ninth infantry, she went to the 
front.

FILIPINOS WANT INDEPENDENCE. © 


Peace Assured if Liberal. Secure and Free 
Government ts Established. 

Manila, Dec, 20.—Mabini, formerly a 
member of the Filipino cabinet, and 
considered the strongest and brainest 
follower of the insurrection, said to a 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
at Manila: 

“The future peace of the Philippines 
depends entirely upon the form of gov- 
ernment the Americans establish. We 
are vanquished because we lacked food 
and munitions and mismanaged our af- 
fairs. But the spirit of independence 
is craving for recognition. The in- 
dividuality of the Filipino people still 
lives. If the government eventually 
established here is liberal, secure and 
free, the satisfaction and contentment 
of the people will result, and there will 
be no trouble. If it is otherwise, the 
people will be dissatisfied and will ma- 
terially and mentally sympathize with 
and aid the revolutionary movement 
which will surely occur sooner or later. 
Without the people’s support, such a 
movement is impossible. Everything 
depends upon what the Americans do. 
The subsequent guerilla warfare will 
be easily terminated if the people do not 
support it, which they will not do if they 
are satisfied. Otherwise, it is possible 
to prolong it indefinitely. I believe the 
Filipino people should be consulted as 
to the nature and details of the govern- 
ment to be established. If the war 
results in the recognition of our desires, 
rights and necessities as a people to be 
governed, it will not have been in vain.” 

Mabini spoke unofficially, expressing 
his own opinions. The Panay insur- 
gents are being driven out of the isl- 
and by General Hughes, and are passing 
to Negros, where they are creating 
trouble.

SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


What Abutters Must Pay Toward 
the Sewer. 


—_—— 


Cost May Be Apportioned 
Over Ten Years. 


Many in List Must Pay Over 
$100; Some Much More. 


The Ledger continues the publica- 
tion of the assessments by the city 
upon the abutters in payment of their 
half of the cost of sewer construction. 
The list is not given in alphabetical 
order, but by ‘streets as the pipes are 
aid. 

The total assessment upon each lot is 
not given, but the assessment per front- 
age at the rate of 12 cents per foot, and 
the assessment per area witbin 100 feet 
of the street at the rate of 6 mills per 
square foot. To obtain the total assess- 
ment it is only necessary to add the 
two together. 

In all cases probably the assessment 
per area is the larger, as the area is 
supposed, to pay eight-tenths of the 
assessment, ami the frontage the 
other two-tenths. In many cases, 
notably corner lots, the assessment per 
frontage is nearly as large as upon the 
area, 

These assessments may be paid in 
one, two or more instalments up to 
ten. If paid within three months from 
date of bill no interest will be 
collected, but if apportioned over a 
number of years interest will be added. 

It is proposed to continue the 
publication as space will admit.

Bringing In the New Year at Tron 
Church, Edinburgh. 

New Year's is the great Scottish hol- 
iday. Christmas is of course an offi- 
cial holiday, and in the large towns, 
despite old prejudices, its observance 
is becoming more recognized among 
the better business’ houses. But for 
the generai population of the country 
the New Year is the great holiday festi- 
val, and, though temperance sentiment 
is making its way, there is still a great 
deal of bard drinking at this season. 
It is none the less a fact, however, that 
the spread of temperance education 
and the better amusement of the peo- 
ple are gradually having their influence 
in making New Year’s less of a satur- 
nalia than it was wont to be. 

Bringing in the New Year at the Tron 
church, Edipburgk, is a time honored 
custom which does not seem to be fall- 
ing into disuse. On the last night of 
1898 thousands of young people, with 
a sprinkling of older persons, congre- 
gated as usual at the Tron church, 
which is in the heart of old Edinburgh, 
to speed the passing year. When the 
church clock showed midnight, a loud 
cheer was raised, handshaking became 
general, the old salutation, “A happy 
New Year!” was heard on all sides, and, 
bottles of the national beverage having 
been produced from topcoat pockets, 
healths were generously pledged. Aft- 
er this had been done bands of roister- 
ing youths and maidens set off to “first 
foot” their friends.—Chicago Record. 


ROMAN NEW YEAR’S. 


Various Dates Celebrated at Differ- 
ent Periods. 

The good old Romans, who had some 
hard common sense in spite of their 
self conceit, believed thoroughly in 
New Year’s day. They were charac- 
teristically careless as to when it 
should be celebrated, and sometimes it 
was held at various dates of the year 
by communities living at no greater 
distance from each other than a rail- 
road train would take them in these 
days in a few hours. But so long as 
they got the full number of high days 
and holidays into the 12 months the 
good old Romans cared little whether 
they adhered strictly to the almanac 
or not. 

Even when Christianity became an 
established institution in the land and 
the Christian leaders began to sys- 
tematize the days for celebrations in 
which the church participated there 
was still a difference of opinion as to 
the day on which New Year’s could 
properly be celebrated. It is even on 
record that New Year's day has been 
kept on the date set apart for Christ- 
mas, while it got so mixed up with the 
other divisions of time at another pe- 
riod that it was kept on Easter day 
one year and on the Ist of March on 
another. It is necessary to trace the 
celebration of the first New Year’s day 
clear down to the sixteenth century be- 
fore any definite understanding of the 
proper day for the celebration can be 
found.—Brooklyn Citizen, 


New Year's Gifts In Spain. 

In Spain, as well as in Portugal, the 
luxury to which a pretty woman de- 
votes the most care and attention is 
the lace used in the fashioning of her 
fan and, above all, of her mantilla. 
Few men have any idea until they at- 
tempt to make a New Year's offering 
of this kind of the amount of money 
that can be lavished on even the tini- 
est piece of lace, particularly if it hap- 
pens to be old Italian or Spanish 
point, dating from the sixteenth or 
seventeenth century. Ignorant as the 
Spanish woman is on most subjects, 
she is conspicuous for her profougd 
and extensive knowledge of the dif- 
ferent kinds of lace, and her talent 
for distinguishing point d’alencon from 
point d’argentan, and point de venise 
from that old Italian point known by 
the name of Greek lace, is only equal- 
ed by the grace with which she wears 
the national mantilla and maneuvers 
her fan.—Chicago Times-Herald. 


Footprints In the Ashes. 

Sweetened ale or egg flip is the pre- 
scribed beverage for the drinking of 
healths on New Year’s. In Scotland 
the housewife takes care before retir- 
ing the last night of the year to spread 
the ashes smoothly on the hearth. If 
in the morning the print of a foot can 
be detected, with the toe pointing to- 
ward the door, it is thought to fore- 
tell a death in the family during the 
year, but if the toe points in an oppo- 
site direction there will be a marriage 
soon.—Atlanta Constitution.

Carrying branches of evergreens 
hung with apples, oranges and gayly 
colored ribbons, the children still pa- 
rade the streets of some old English 
towns, “agganowing,” as it is called, 
from the words of the ditty they sing:

Newspapers Declare the Appointment to Be 
a Most Acceptable One. 


Havana, Dec. 21,—The welcome given 
General Wood on entering Havana yes- 
| terday was, according to all the old resi- 
dents, without parallel in the history of 
the island. The elaborate display of 
bunting in the harbor and the multitude 
of boats and bands showed that the 
hastily formed reception committee had 
done excellent Moreover, there 
was a heartiness in the cheering that 
was quite unusual.

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BULLER’S LOST GUNS. 


Considered Certain That They Remain 
Where They Were Abandoned, 


General Roberts Says He Is 
Confident of Victory. 


Nothing Has Been Heard From Methuen Since 
Sunday, and Anxiety Is Intense. 


——_+. ——_ 


London, Dec. 21.—General Buller has 
not taken the guns he lost at the Tugela. 
That seems certain from last night’s 
dispatches, though some reports yester- 
day morning said he had recovered them. 

The latest news last night says that th 
10 guns in question remain where they 
were abandoned. Eleven were lost alto 
gether, one being shattered by a Boe: 
shell. 

The war office states it is improbable 
that the Boers will attempt to take the 
10 guns now stuck in the mud on the 
Tuegla bank, for it is believed that Bul- 
ler’s artillery corps command the spot 
from a not far distant range, and, more- 
over, itis reasoned the Boers would have 
to cross the river to get at the abandoned 
cannon. 

However, it is admitted the British 
have not attempted to retake them since 
the day of defeat. 

The Daily News has the following dis- 
patch from Cape Town, dated Dec. 16: 
The Boers intend to make a big stand at 
Stormberg and are massing a great force 
at the abandoned British camp. One 
commando of 2000 consists chiefly of 
rebel Dutch.” 

General Lord Roberts, who is to have 
full command of the British troops in 
South Africa, accompanied by Lady 
Roberts and their two daughters, ar- 
rived in London yesterday, having 
traveled from Dublin with Mr. Cham- 
berlain. After going to a private hotel 
he spent about an hour at the war office 
in consultation with the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, the secretary of state for 
war. Then General Roberts returned to 
the task of packing his effects and in- 
terviewing the officers selected for his 
staff.

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GENERAL LORD AOBERTS. 

When “Little Bobs,” the beloved of 
“Tommy Atkins," received a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press he was 
dressed in the deepest black, in vivid 
contrast with his snow-white hair and 
moustache. His dapper little figure was 
as straight as ever. In spite of 
the multitude of details that claimed his 
attention, General Roberts willingly as- 
sented to send a parting message to the 
American people, and gave the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Circumstances naturally forbid my 
speaking about the campaign ahead of 
me, except to say that I have entire con- 
fidence in the British soldier, and that I 
believe the traditions of our army will 
be upheld in South Africa. 

“For the friendly interest and sym- 
pathy exhibited by many Americans I 
am most deeply grateful. I feelsure the 
justice of our cause merits this. Though 
Wwe may be at war Il can safely say that 
no unnecessary harshness and no acts of 
inhumanity will mar the fair name of 
this branch of the Anglo-Saxon race, I 
cannot too warmly express my admira- 
tion for the spirit which prevails in our 
colonies. The action of Canada will al- 
ways be a glorious page in the history 
of the sons of the empire. I look for 
great things from the men she has sent 
and is sending to the front. 

“The reports which indicate that dis- 
loyalty exists in the Irish regiments are 
absolutely untrue. In the hour of dan- 
ger my countrymen have ever been 
among the first to lay down their lives 
for their queen and country and, whether 
it be against the Boers or men of any 
other nationality, the Irish soldier will 
be found loyal to his queen and brave in 
battle. You cannot depy those reports 
of Irish disloyalty too a id ale 


Anxiety is intense regarding Lord 
Methuen. Nothing has been heard from 
his column since Sunday. It is feared 
his communications have been cut. If 
this be so his position, it is acknow ledged, 
is extremely dangerous. 

A correspondent of The Daily News, 
telegraphing from Modder River last 
Saturday, says: The Boer position, al- 
ready formidable on Dec. 11, has since 
been greatly strengthened, extending 
for an area of i2 miles. Itis entrenched 
according to the ngost modern methods 
throughout its entire length; wire fences 
have been placed before all the trenches 
at every point; guns have been got into 
position, and there is every evidence that 
the Boers are well supplied with am- 
munition. Only a powerful attacking 


| force can hope to make a successful as- 


sault. 

The Times, in an article from the pen 
of a military expert, laments the dis- 
persion of the British forces, quotes the 
Maxim of Napoleon in favor of concen- 
tration, and regrets that-Lord Methuen 


did not retire to Orange River a week 
ago. 


Ths latest dispatches received seem to 
ghdw that the British forces are standing 
on the defensive at all points. General 
Buller is ordering the troops now ar- 
riving at Cape Town to proceed to Dur- 
ban to reinforce the Natal column. 
Absence of news from him has led toa 
surmise that he is trying to join General 
White by a flank movement. 

The appeals for yeomanry and volun- 
teers are being responded to with the 
greatest enthusiasm in all parts of the 
country. Lvcd Wolseley proposes that 
the force being raised by the lord mayor 
of London be called the “City of London 
Imperial volunteers.”” The government 
expects the total yeomanry and volun- 
teers to reach 8000. Baron Chesham will 
command, with Lord Lonsdale as ad- 
jutant general. 

It is learned that General Roberts en- 
tertains a great friendship for General 
Kitchener, though they have never 
served together, and that combination 
of generalship creates the greatest sat- 
isfaction in military circles. 


GENERAL EITCHENER. 


The papers are now generally joining 
in free criticism of the government ana 
the war office, as day by day fresh proofs 
of unpreparedness come to light. Special 
stress is laid upon the failure to provide 
proper transports, which compels the 
columns to stick tight to railways, and 
upon the inferiority of the British ar- 
tillery. 

The Australian colonies are respond- 
ing eagerly to the imperial government's 
appeals for second contingents. 

It is reported that the queen will aban- 
don her proposed visit to Italy in conse- 
quence of the war. 

The Madrid correspondent of The 
Standard says: The boer govern- 
ments have recently intimated to their 
agents in Europe their readiness to be 
moderate in regard to peace conditions. 
The chief anxiety of the burghers is as 
to the question of receiving supplies by 
way of Lourenzo Marquez. 

Diplomacy Preferred to Retaliation. 

Paris, Dec. 21.—A bill submitting the 
Franco-American reciprocity treaty to 
the approval of the French parliament 
was introduced yesterday in the cham- 
ber of deputies. The government, in an 
elaborate preamble, makes a point of 
setting forth the kindly disposition of 
the American government which has 
enabled the negotiations to be brought 
to a successful conclusion, and expati- 
ates upon the great stimulus the treaty 
will give to commerce between the two 
countries. The preamble explains that 
the treaty is the result of two years’ 
work. It says that, while pressed to re- 
taliate against the restrictions of the 
Dingley tariff, the government deemed 
a resort to diplomacy preferable, in view 
of “our traditional sympathies for the 
republic of the United States and due 
consideration for our true economic in- 
terests.”’ 

Attributed to Incendiarism. 

Saatiago, Dec. 21.—The vellow fever 
hospital, located on an island across 
the bay, was destroyed by fire yesterday. 
The fire was evidently of incendiary 
origin, as several previoug attempts to 
destroy the building had been made 
during the last fourdays. Large quan- 
tities of hospital supplies, tents, cots 
and blankets were destroyed. The ad- 
joining building, containing about 
100 bodies of American soldiers, in sealed 
coffins, ready to be shipped to the United 
States, was saved by the heruvic efforts 
of the firemen, who went quickly in a 
government tug to the scene of the con- 
flagration. A new hospital will be: 
erected immediately on the same site. 


Shipwrecked Crews Rescued. 

Baltimore, Dec. 21.—Steamer Kastalia, 
from Glasgow, brought Captain Reed 
and crew of the wrecked schooner H. and 
F. Blenderman, from Wilmington for 
New York, who were rescued by the 
steamer Hestia on her outward passgge 
and carried to Glasgow, 

London, Dec. 21—A dispatch from 
Malta states that the steamer Cameo 
passed there yesterday and reports that 
she picked up on Dec. 17 the crew of the 
Italian brig Lenucei, from Rockland, 
Me., for Palermo. The Lenucci foun- 
dered Dec. 15, and the men had been 
drifting until sighted by the Cameo. 


For Senate to Consider. 

WaShington, Dec. 21—The president 
yesterday sent to the senate the treaty 
negotiated by the powers at The Hague 
last July for the pacific settlement of 
disputes between nations and the dec- 
laration to prohibit for five years the 
launching of explosives from balloons. 
The president’s message was a formal 
letter of transmittal except that it in- 
vited attention to an accompanying re- 
port from the secretary of state, urging 
imniediate action by the senate. The 
previsions of the treaty were published 
at the adjournment of the convention. 


Alleged Criminal In Custody. 

Boston, Dec. 21.—A prisoner, alleged 
to be William Baker, was taken into cus- 
tody last night upon suspicion of being 
the person wanted in Pittsburg for the 
larceny of $10,000-worth of diamonds. 
The arresting officer recognized the man 
from a likeness he had seenina sporting 
Paper.

New York, Dec. 21.—John F. Tyrrell, a 
handwriting expert, was recalled to the 
stand in the Molineux trial yesterday. 
The entire proceedings in yesterday's 
session were devoted to his examination. 

Mr. Tyrrell’s evidence mainly 
technical, being devpted to the pe- 
culiarities in slants, curves, loops, “pen 
pressure” and “pen habits’ of writ- 
ings which he alleged were done by 
Molineux.

During the nine days that the delegates 
were in session, declarations were 
adopted concerning a great variety of 
questions of more or less public import- 
ance, but, for the first time in many 
years, no proposition was made or ac- 
tion taken, even remotely, connected 
with the money question or other pend- 
ing political issues. Among the clos- 
ing items of business transacted vas the 
adoption of resolutions appealing to con- 
gress to submit to state legislatures a 
16th constitutional amendment to pro- 
hibit disfranchisement of citizens on ac- 
count of their sex, and directing Presi- 
dent Gompers to correspond vith the 
trades unions of the continental Euro- 
pean countries with a view of >-ringing 
about fraternal relations. Samuel 
Gompers was re-elected president. 


Flattering Offer.to Dr. Purves. 


New York, Dec. 21.—By unanimous 
vote of the congregation of the Fifth 


Avenue Presbyterian church, at a meet- 
ing last night, it was voted to extend 
anew to Rev. George T. Purves, D. D., 
LLD., professor of Testament 
literature and exegesis in Princeton col- 
lege, to be pastor of the church and 
successor to the late Rev. Dr. John Hall. 
The salary offered to Dr. Purves is 
$12,000 per annum, and he is to have the 
use of the parsonage. Furthermore, Dr. 
Purves, according to the resolution 
adopted last night, is free to preach and 
minister as he sees fit within the lines 
of the Presbyterian faith. Itis thought 
that Dr. Purves will accept the call.

Insane People Harshly Treated. 

Des Moines, Dec, 21.—The state board 
of control is stirring up @ great sen- 
sation by publication of detailed re- 
ports on the condition of the insane 
asylums of nearly 20 counties in Iowa. 
The board is required by law to in- 
vestigate these establishments. Its re- 
ports indicate a fearful condition of 
affairs; men and women are, in come 
counties, being herded together indis- 
criminately, and no expert care or reg- 
ular medical attendance is afforded. 
The expose of these conditions has de- 
termined legislators to make a strong 
fight for a law to entirely abolish county 
asylums, and compel all insane to be 
maintained in state institutions. 


An Elephant Trainer’s Awful Fate. 

Columbus, O., Dec. 21.—M. J. Meagher, 
an elephant trainer, better known as 
Patsy Forepaugh, was killed by an ele- 
phant at Sellsville. The elephant, 
known as “Sid,” has been in cap- 
tivity for 20 years and was never re- 
garded as vicious. Yesterday Meagher 
led the elephants into the training circle 
for their daily exercise, when “Sid” be- 
came unruly and the trainer jabbed the 
animal with his stick. “Sid” became 
furious and hurled the trainer to the 
ground with his trunk. The elephant 
then fell on his victim, piercing Meagh- 
er’s body with one of his tusks, on which 
was a brass ball six inches in diameter, 


Executive Clemency. 

Washington, Dec. 21.—The president 
has granted a full pardon to James H. 
Bacon, who was convicted in 1896 and 
sentenced to imprisonment for seven 
years in the Utah penitentiary for mak- 
ing a false report to the comptroller of 
the currency of the condition of the 
National Bank of Salt Lake, of which 
he-was president. The method of mak- 
ing his report was well nigh universal 
among banks, and until this time had 
not been the subject of official complaint, 


Early In the Field. 

Wheeling, Dec. 21—A. B. White of 
Parkersburg announces his candidacy 
for the Republican gubernatorial nom- 
ination next year. He is now collector 
of internal revenue for the district of 
West Virginia, and was formerly editor 
of the Parkersburg Journal. His only 
opponent is Romeo H. Freer, congress- 
man from the Fourth district.

Claims That Circumstances 
Justified Her Action. 


Victim Forcibly Entered House and Made 
Two Assaults With Croquet Mallet. 


Natick, Mass., Dec. 22.—Lewis Perry,a 
Spanish war veteran, who came here two 
years ago and worked for the Dennison 
Manufacturing company of South Fram- 
ingham, was shot dead yesterday after- 
noon by Miss Lizzie Morse at her home 
in West Natick. 

Four shots were fired, two taking ef- 
fect, one through the heart and the sec- 
ond in the stomach. Miss Morse was 
soon arrested and clatms that circum- 
stances justified her in shooting Perry 
down. 

Perry was about 33 years old, and, in 
company with Arnold Stappen, who is 
about 35 years old, both of whom are 
married, left their homes with their 
bicycles yesterday afternoon. The Morse 
homestead is one of the most praminent 
in this section of the state and contains 
a large family, all of whom are highly 
respected. When Perry and Stappen 
arrived at the house the occupants con- 
sisted ef Mrs. Willard Morse, about 80 
years old, and Miss Electra Morse, 48, 
Miss Lizzie Morse, 38, Willard W. Morse, 
48, and Rufus D. Morse, 40 years old, all 
ch®idren of Mrs. Willard Morse. The 
two sons have been in poor health and 
remained on the farm with their mother 
and sisters to assist them as far as their 
health would permit. 

While they were engaged at their 
labors in the barn, it is claimed, the two 
men arrived at the house on their wheels 
and demanded admission to the house, 
and upon being refused smashed several 
windows, when the women became 
alarmed and fied to another part of the 
premises. Lizzie Morse loaded a 
caliber revolver. She claims that the 
men went around to the front of the 
house, where Perry finished smashing 
the glass®fn one of the windows ind 
climbed in in spite of her remonstrances. 

After gaining an entrance he grabbed 
Electra, who was protecting herself with 
a croquet mallet, which was wrenched 
from her hands, and with it Perry hit 
her over the head. Lizzie rushed to her 
sister's assistance and said that she 
would shoot Perry if he did not leave the 
house. He gave her a terrific blow with 
the mallet and felled her to the floor. 
She got up and again told Perry to get 
out of the house, when he dared her to 
shoot. She then fired four shots at 
Perry, who managed to climb through 
the window and then fell dead. 

It is claimed that Stappen, in the 
meantime, had attempted to get intoa 
window, but was prevented by Willard 
Morse, who had heard the noise. Stap- 
pen then threw several stones at the 
windows, and as Perry fell out through 
the window he said to the wounded man: 
“Let's get out of this." Perry replied: 
“You can go, but I can’t,”’ and then ex- 
pired. 

The members of the Morse family 
claim that Stappen then tried to get into 
the house, but upon being prevented he 
mounted his wheel and went to the West 
Natick engine houxe and telephoned for 
the police. 

Officers Bunker and Godendoff re- 
sponded, and Stappen was taken to the 
Natick lockup. Chief Sweeney placed 
Lizzie underarrest. She is strong in her 
claim that the circumstances justified 
her in shooting the man, and in that way 
protecting herself and other members 
of the family. 

The friends of Perry say that he was 
a total abstainer and are unable to ac- 
count for his acfions during the after- 
noon. He came to this town from Bos- 
ton about two years ago, and last sum- 
mer served in Puerto Rico, being a mem- 
ber of the Sixth regiment, M. V. M. Of 
late he had been out of work. 

The presence of the two men at the 
Morse house is a mystery to those who 
are acquainted with them, as it is stoutly 
claimed that neither of them indulged in 
liquor. The wives of both of the men 
are prostrated, and are equally ata loss 
to understand the actions of their hus- 
bands.

Considerable speculation exists as to 
why the men went to the Morse house. 
Stappen has seen a lawyer and declines 
to talk, but it is said that he early ad- 
mitted that when Perry came around to 
his house they drank a little wine, and 
that Perry offered to accompany him on 
a visit to the Morse house, presumably 
that Stappen might collect insurance 
from members of the family. Stappen 
maintains that both he and Perry were 
perfectly sober. 

The police say that 21 panes of glass 
in the windows were broken by stones, 
and that Perry, in getting through the 
window into the house, had to crawl over 
a piano. It is further claimed that 
Perry attempted criminal assaults on 
both women. 

The members of the Morse family are 
highly respected, and are known to 
possess considerable property. A mem- 
ber of the family died within a few years 
and bequeathed $40,000 to the town fora 
hospital, which has been erected, and the 
institution is known as the Morse hospi- 
tal.

He host Over Eleven Hundred Men In 
the Recent Battle at Colenso. 


Methuen’s Position Least Se- 
cure of British Columns. 


Plumer Raids the Transvaal and Finds the 
cima. Country Stripped of Men. 


London, Dee. 22.—The pendulum of 
British opinion appears to have again 
Swung toward the gloomy side of its 
register, impelled by a seemingly cred- 
ible news dispatch, announeing that 
Buller has found it necessary to retire 
from his advanced position, near the 
south bank of the Tugela river, and by 
the absence of news from Methuen's 
column, unbroken since Sunday until 
yesterday afternoon, when a relatively 
unimportant message to the war office 
indicated that the British commander 
was at least in a position to communi- 
cate with his base. For his safety, how- 
ever, considerable anxiety is still felt. 

General Buller’s casualty list, just 
published, shows that 146 were killed 
and 746 wounded. Two hundred and 
twenty-seven are described as missing, 
| and of these about 40 are known to be 
prisoners in the hands of the Boers. 
This makes a total larger than General 
Buller's original estimate. 

Royal letters, signed by the queen, are 
being circulated by the archbishops to 
the bishops of the various diocess, au- 
thorizing a collection in the churches 
throughout England on Jan. 7 in aid of 
the fund for sick and wounded soldiers 
and their families. 
| Interest centers for the moment in 
the preparations to send out reinforce-

Points Described to 
Jurors In the Molineux Case. 

New York, Dec. 22.—When the Moll- 
neux trial was resumed yesterday, the 
handwriting expert, William J. Kins- 
ley, Was recalled for a short time to an- 
swer questions asked by Foreman Mar- 
tin just as he was leaving the stand last 
Tuesday. The foreman had asked the 
expert what he meant by “dissimulated 
handwriting.” Mr. Kinsley said yester- 
day that by a dissimulated hand he 
meant one that was produced when a 
man attempted to form a complete new, 
hand, to write less like his own hand 
than like another's. Mr. Kinsley then 
told the jurors of the handwriting speci- 
mens Secured and examined by him in 
this case. He told them that he had 
secured specimens from several per- 
sons which he examined sufficiently to 
Satisfy him that they had nothing to @ 
With the poison pacKage address. 

The testimony of Tyrrel] w 
technical, and dealt in opinions con- 
cerning the “pen habit” and “mental 
conception” noticad in the admitted 
handwriting of the defendant in the 
address on the poison package.

Brooke Needn’t HurryS Home. 

Washington, Dec. 22.—Major General 
Brooke will be allowed to muke the trip 
from Havana to Washington by easy 
stages. General Brooke has been in 
a tropical climate for nearly two years, 
and as he is 64 years old, it has been 
deemed best for the protection of his 
health to permit him to accustom him- 
self gradually to the winter climate 
of this country by short stops before 
coming to Washington. It is therefore 
likely that he will: not reach this city 
much before Feb. 1. Jt is said at the 
war department that his future assign- 
ment will depend mainly on his own 
wishes. 

Three Explosions at Providence. 

Providence, Dec. 22.—There were three 
explosions, caused by the igniting of 
illuminating gas in electric light wire 
conduits on Westminster street last 
evening. The covers were blown from 
five manholes. A temporary panic ensued 
on the street, which was congested by a 
holiday crowd, but no one was injured. 
The gas escaped from a main on Dor- 
rance street, and got into the wire 
conduit. A workman put a lantern in- 
to the manhole of this conduit, and the 
heat ignited the gas. Flamesshot from 
each manhole when the explosion came.

The captain stated that when 30 
miles from this port Cassidy struck John 
Strokman, a steward, on the head with 
a cleaver, fracturing his skull. Strok-

FRESH MEAT FOR MANILA. | 


It Will Be Transported From Aus- 
tralla For the American Army. 
The secretary of the navy and naval 

authorities in the Philippines are en- 

gaged on plans which will furnish the 


| army and navy in that quarter with 


fresh meat as a daily ration, says a 
Washington dispatch to the St. Louls 
Globe-Democrat. Three of the navy 
ships have been established as a line 
to transport beef and mutton between 
Manila and Brisbane, Australia. These 
ships are thé Culgoa, the Celtic and the 
Glacier. The first two, designed for 
store ships. have had increased refrig- 
erator facilities added so as to special- 
ly fit them for their new duty. The 
Glacier has always been a refrigerator 
ship, so it required no alterations. 

The Celtic left Manila the last week 
of October. It was to be followed by 
the Culgoa, which in the meantime had 
gone to Hongkong for repairs to its en- 
gines. The latter ship in turn will be 
followed by the Glacier. In this work 
they will make trips on a ten day 
apart schedule. The issue of fresh 
meat daily is’ felt to be an important 
factor in keeping up the strength of 
the troops in service in that unhealth- 
ful country who are subjected to so 
much exposure. 

It has been found that the meat thus 
bought can be carried to the north line | 
at Angeles and reach there in a frozen 
condition. The Australian beef and | 
mutton bought are of prime quality | 
and can be laid down in Manila by this 
method at a lower price than they can 
if bought from San Francisco, as the 
distance is shorter.

Capital or Surplus of Globe Bank, 


Depositors Offered Fifty Per- 
cent by Shawmut National. 


Bosion Stock Exchange Closed Without a 
Failure Beiny Announced. 


Boston, Dec. 23.—First of the import- 
ant happenings of yesterday, after the 
news of the closing of the Globe National 
bank, was the following announcement, 
made about 10 o'clock: “That there 
may be as little inconvenience as pos- 
sible to the depositors of the Globe Na- 
tional bank and others, the National 
Shawmut bank offers to advance to all 
depositors in the Globe bank against 
their deposits, 50 percent 
amount of sanie.”’ 

This action is at once a guarantee of 
the confidence of the Shawmut, which 
is one of the strongest banks in Bos- 
ton, in the validity of much of the as- 
Sets the Glebe bank, and, an as- 
surance to the business world that se- 
rious disturbances are unlikely to arise 
from the closing of the Globe, and it 
will also put a check upon alarming 
rumors. 

The key of the whole situation is be- 
iieved to be in the action of the Clearing 
House association in issuing $3,500,000 
worth of certificates for temporary re- 
lief. From this amount, it is under- 
stood, the Globe bank received $3,000,000 
in cash. Thursday, it is currently re- 
ported, the clearing house committee de- 
clined to give the Globe bank further 
assistance, and to this fact is attributed 
the quick appointment of a_ receiver. 
There is some interest in the value of the 
$4,500,000 worth of collateral turned over 
to the clearing house by the Globe bank, 
and whether the latter's failure has im- 
paired that value. Officially nothing 
will be said at present about the deal- 
ings of the Globe bank with the clearing 
house, and if the securities held by the 
latter have depreciated below the mar- 
gin of safety, the individual banks will 
have to bear the loss pro rata. 

The loan of the $3,000,000 to the Globe 
bank relieved the financial tension on 
numerous brokers and bankers. Firms 
that had thousands on deposit when the 
Globe bank first showed. evidence of 
trouble hav’ since withdrawn their ac- 
counts, and the money paid out came 
from that clearing house loan. The bank 
paid out from its deposits during the past 
month $2,042,000. On May 6 the amount 
in the bank reached $10,175,000, and the 
average for months was between $8,000,- 
000 and $9,000,000 up to the time of the 
recent troubles. 

Three-fourths of the bank’s stock, or 
750,000, is held by Massachusetts sav- 
ings banks, all of which are good for 
the 100 perce nt liability imposed by law 
upon indiviuual stockholders. 

In the market itself, the usual mirror 
of the ups a’ i downs of finances, hardly 
a good-size. ripple was created. To be 
sure, stocks went down, but Boston 
brokers claimed that quotations here fol- 
lowed New York. As for coppers, which 
class of stocks are charged with turning 
Boston topsy turvy, they did not slump 
away as precicted, their weakness hare 'y 
touching t! : low-priced ones, and be: g 
on an average scarcely more noticeable 
than for wecks past. 

The Broadway National bank's affairs 
would have »een lost sight of for the time 
being had not the creditors of the Squire 
company, the fortunes of which are 
mingled with those of the bank, met to 
outline thei plans and to form a con- 
mittee of action. Some demand for ready 
cash was made on the market here by a 
Portland bank, on which a run was 
made, but it did not disturb conditions. 

The next influential factor is expected 
to be conta. :ed in Receiver Wing’s re- 
port on the Broadway bank. For both 
-the latter b:.nk and the Globe, +i ‘s cor - 
fidently saic that the crash will not be 
nearly as h ~d as pictured, and the o 
look for creditors is reassuring. 

Receiver Wing and the clerks in tre 
bank continued at work on the Gl. 
bank’s books until a late hour last nig: t 
und messages were frequently exchanred 
with Comptroller Dawes at Washingt 
The result of the day’s work seemer *9 
indicate that the bank’s assets would be 
nearly sufficient to pay the depositors in 
full, but the receiver saw little hope of 
saving the capital or surplus of the bank. 

Not a failure was announced when the 
stock exchange closed, and, best of all, 
money seemed easy.

HOW THE AMERICANS CELEBRATED 
CHRISTMAS IN 1898. 


Religious Services In Camp and at 
tae Churches—An Extra Good Din- 
mer For the Eighth Army Corps, 
Friendly Filipinos Feasted High.

IS doubtful 
whether the ori- 
ent ever before 
saw an American 
Christmas, and it 
is certain that the 
capital city of the 
Philippines cele- 
brated its first 
American Christ- 
mas this year of 
our Lord 1898. 
It is also certain 
<= that, in spite of 
the difficulties, the day was rightly cele- 
brated, for American soldiers, especially 
those engaged in this war, do not do 
things by halves. This first American 
Christinas celebration here in Manila will 
be long remembered by those who partic- 
ipated in the festivities of the day, and it 
will not be the last by mseny unless pres- 
ent indications belie themselves, for 
American customs are fast becoming im- 
planted here. 
While the men of the Eighth army 
corps, the army of occupation in Manila, 
had been looking forward to the Christ- 
mas season for a long time, it was not 
until a week before Christmas that the 
real preparations for the proper observa- 
tion of the season in the army were tak- 
en. When on Thursday before Christmas 
the St. Paul came in and brought from 
the friends and relatives of the men at 
liome so many kind remembrances, it was 
at once decided to have a big Christmas 
celebration. All kinds of presents were 
received in the mail, and nearly every 
man received a box of eatables. At once 
preparations for a real Christmas obser- 
vation were begun, and there was feast- 
ing throughout the army. 
On Christmas day all business was 
suspended in Manila, and all observed 
the day. In the morning there were re- 
ligious services held in the different com- 
mands by the chaplains, and these were 
largely attended by the soldiers. 
recalied to the men the many 
things which they have to be thankful 
for. Although they have undergone all 
the trials and hardships of a campaign 
in the rainy season of this tropical cli- 
mate, the death list has been very low, 
and the men have endured the hardships 
remarkably well.

There were 
profuse decorations for the occasion, and 
the great paintings and fine statuary, 
which since the surrender of the city 
have been stored away owing to the oc- 
cupation of the church as barracks by

the Spanish prisoners, were brought 
forth. There were services in the dif- 
ferent! other churches, and these were 


also attended by our soldiers. 

The principal feature of the day, how- 
ever, was the dinner, and every com- 
mand had a change §rom the plain bill 
of fare provided by Uncle Sam to some- 
thing more palatable and appetizing. It 
bad been a long time since the men had 


partaken of a meal under something 
like tivilized surroundings. and there 
were many things to make Christmas 


dinner enjoyable. 

Christmas day here in the Philippines 
could net have been more perfect. The 
weather was fine. In the morning there 
were cooling breezes. and later the sun 
poured its rays straight down. The 
sentinels were kept busy in dodging the 
hedt and hunting-the shade. All duty 
not absolutely necessary was dispensed 
with for the day. There were all kinds 
of sports in the different commands. A 
great field duy had been arranged to 
be held on the Lunetta, but owing to 
the unsettled state of affairs it was 
postponed. 

The natives celebrated Christmas 
with many queer ceremonies, and with 
them the joyful Pasco Dias was a great 
day. The Filipinos know how to enjoy 
a holiday as do no other people. They 
have their holidays every week, but the 
greatest of all are Pasco Dias and holy 
week. To the Vilipinos Christmas was 
a week long, and there was another week 
of preliminary rejoicing. For more than 
a week before Christmas the early morn- 
ing hours here in Manila were filled with 
music. Bands paraded the streets in the 
different parts of the city. The bells of 
the great cathedrals rang out their mel- 
low monotones to awaken the people for 
early mass. 

Music was one of the principal features 
connected with the native observance of 
the holiday season. There are few peo- 
ple more musically inclined than the Fili- 
pinos, and on all occasions music Is a 
principal feature with the natives. They 
have all sorts of brass, string and reed 
instruments, and some of the latter are 
most rude contrivances. They make 
reed instruments from sections of bam- 
boo, and these are of all sizes and con- 
sequently of all pitches. At the holiday 
season one has a chance to see more of 
the musical instinct than at any other 
season of the year. All day Christmas 
these native bands played in the street. 
They lent their aid toward making the 
festivities of Christmas eve and Christ- 
mas night enjoyable. All through the 
holy week Manila was filled with music.

about Christmas and New Year's it is 


greatly desired for the crops, but ordi- 
narily from week to week there is an 
unclouded sky. <A cool, pleasant breeze 
blows from the west. In the house it is 
not only cool, but cold, so that a little 
sunning is pleasant, and at night, espe- 
cially far up in the country, fires are 
welcome. Cool breezes during the day, 
sweet scented flowers, birds singing and 
rooks cawing in the trees add to the 
charms of India’s most agreeable sea- 
son. Then Europeans, so far as circum- 
stances permit, get into the open air and 
move freely about, with everything in 
the climate to favor their traveling. 
Europeans usually observe the festive 
season somewhat in the same way as we 
do in America. but a Christmas day in 
the tropics is a fact hard to realize. The 
scenes, climate and general surroundings 
are so very different from what we are 
used to here. Picnics, tennis, shooting 
parties on elephants and rides and drives 
through country avenues take the place 
of sleighing, skating and coasting. 
There are Christmas decorations pecul- 
iar to India, for the natives dearly love 
all tokens of feasting. ‘They place tall 
plantain leaves and bunches of fruit in 
the gateway as symbols of plenty and 
hang up wreaths of laurel and India jas- 
mine or strings of small lamps and of 
those great orange marigolds which they 
offer at the shrines of all their gods. 
An attraction for the little folks 
found in the great stands of Christmas 
cakes and trees, Ornamental cakes 
which are supposed to be especially dear 
to English hearts are made by the na- 
tives. The number of these that are pre- 
sented on Christmas morning by native 
tradesmen to their employers is startling. 
As many ns 4 dozen have been seen on 
one lady’s wible. Besides these, trays of 
all manners of candies, fruits, vegetables 
and flowers are presented, sometimes by 
the servants themselves, who come to 
make their salaams aud generally expect 
to receive Christmas backsheesb 
(money) or Christmas “boxes.” Native 
princes and nabobs send presents of a 
like nature to their English friends. The 
eontents of the trays are often most ar-

tistically arranged. 

The churches are decorated, but what 
an upheaval of all one’s cherished senti- 
ments and memories! In the place of the 
holly and ivy, flowers of brilliant hues 
are seen; instead of furs and plaids, sum- 
mer gowns and hats are worn; in the 
place of rosy, frost kissed cheeks, there 
are pallid and sun bleached ones. 

The roast turkey and beef and blazing 
plum pudding are geé nerally forthcoming, 
served by native waiters in their white 
raiment and bare feet. The festivities of 
the day are usually wound up by a dinner 
party in the evening.

He 
added that Mr. Churchill was unknown 
to him personally, but he would accept 
his assurance that he was a non-com- 
batant and would order his release. The 
order arrived at Pretoria 10 hours after 
Mr. Churchill had escaped, leaving be- 
hind him 4 letter expressing gratitude 
for the treatment he had received. 

The Lisbon correspondent of The 
Daily Mail, discussing the Boer im- 
portation of food, munitions of war and 
recruits by way of the Portuguese port 
of Lourenzo Marques, says: ‘Portu- 
gal is undoubtedly doing her utmost to 
check the transit of war materials for 
the Boers through Delogoa bay, al- 
though Great Britain would do well to 
make a demand for greater watchful- 
ness. Portugal, however, is in constant 
terfer of a Boer raid on her African 
possessions, and cannot stop the pas- 
sage of volunteers for the Transvaal.

Senator Beveridge, who is at 
the Holland House, was walking along 
the street when he heard the first news 
of Lawton’s death, says the New York 
World. The senator was almost over- 
come by the shock. It was several 
hours before he would consent to speak 
of his dead friend, and then he was 
constantly interrupting with such re- 
marks as “But it cannot be true!” 
“What a loss!” “Whata blow!” Said 
Senator Beveridge in auswer to ques- 
tions: 

“Lawton was like Napoleon’s mar- 
shals. He was not simply brave, but 
had so little self consciousness in the 
hour of battle that he was literally un- 
conscious of danger. I have seen him 
the target for the entire fire of the en- 
emy. He simply did not know he was 
being fired at because bis mind was so 
engaged in studying out. what should 
be done. He rode an etiormous black 
herse and wore a practically white 
suit, with a great gray slouch hat. He 
had come to be known to the Filipinos 


“He was tall, at least 6 feet 2 inches. 
slender, rawboned and a fighter in ap-

“The Filipinos were much afraid of 
him?”

Broadway Bank Has Bright Prospects 
of Getting on Its Feet, 


Examiner Wing Talks of the 
Globe Bank’s Trouble.

Found Cole’s Checks Heavily Outstanding and 
Was Forced i¢ Secure the Bank. 


— —— 


Boston, Dec. 26.—There are but few 
developments in the banking situation, 
although Receiver Wing, who is in 
charge of both the closed institutions, the 
Globe and the Broadway National banks, 
has not paused in his work of readjust- 
ing the tangled affairs. Late yesterday 
he received word from Comptroller 
Dawes in Washington that the time 
limit for the reopening of the Broadway 
bank, which expires tonight, be extended 
for one week. This was good news to 
those who have been working assidu- 
ously toward getting the institution on 
its feet. 

Notwithstanding numerous published 
interviews with prominent bankers and 
brokers as to the cause of the recent 
troubles, the general public have been 
much in the dark until Receiver Wing's 
long statement, which has in a great 
measure thrown light on many of the 
transactions in the Globe bank. Future 
information is looked for when ex-Presi- 
dent Cole arrives from California and 
tells his side of the story, probably in 
the federal courts. Wing's 
statement follows: 

“About Aug. 1 I came to Boston, under 
the new system inaugurated by the 
controller of the currency, for the spe- 
cial examination of banks. On Sept. 
9 I found $600,000 of Globe bank checks 
outstanding, which did not appear on 
the books. Mr. Cole admitted this to 
be his personal Igan. 

“I felt to close ti.e bank would cause 
not only the failure of that bank, but 
also, by reason of its relations to other 
banks, brokers and business houses, the 
probable failure of several important 
banking and business firms and indi- 
viduals. 

“Consequently Mr, Bigelow, who was 
the only director within reach, Mr. Cole 
and myself went to Washington, and 
laid the matter before the controller. 
Mr. Bigelow agreed to personally guar- 
antee that Cole’s shortage should be 
made good tu the bank at once, Cole 
having turned over certain securities 
to him, and Messrs. Clark and Coolidge 
assisting in guaranteeing Mr. Bigelow. 

“The controller of the currency di- 
rected that Mr. Cole should resign at 
once as president, that the whole mat- 
ter should be laid before the directors, 
and that I should af the proper time re- 
port the facts to the district attorney. 

“at this time Messrs, Coolidge and 
Clark were each borrowing not more 
than $100,000 of the bank, with plenty of 
securities at the then market price, and 
each had about $75,000 cash on deposit. 
Mr. Bigelow owed not more than that, 
and had more than enough on deposit 
to pay his loan. 

“On the following Monday Coolidge 
and Clark gave Cole $80,000. Cole ad- 
ded $12,000 of his own money, and re- 
paid $200,000 of the $600,000. The bal- 
ance, $400,000, was repaid in three days 
by the sale of Cole's securities, a part 
being bought by Coolidge and Clark 
through their respective brokers. 

“The bank's assets were thus bettered 
by $600,000 in cash, About a month 
later the facts. so far as known, were

“This amounted to nearly $1,000,000, 


and the securities turned over, at their 


then market value, ere considerably in 


excess of this amount. 


“The six directors and Messrs, Cool- 
idge and Clark then entered into a 


written guarantee that these securities 
should be sufficient to make good the 


Cole indebtedness. 

“Mr. Stevens, whe was elected presi- 
dent Nov. 8, the directors and Messrs, 
Coolidge and Clark have since then done 
everything in their power and made 
great personal sacrifices to save the 
bank from failure 

“The bank's assels are better off to- 
day by about $700,000 cash, over $1,000,- 
000 of notes and securities, and the per- 
sonal guarantee of these gentlemen, 
than it was at the time I brought the 


condition of affairs to the attention of 


the controller. 

“The connection of Cole with the so- 
called copper interests was not the 
cause of the Globe National bank's 
failure, but his connection with these 
companies had provided him with se- 
curities amounting ‘n the aggregate, at 
the then market price, to nearly $1,500,- 
000. These securities were not in the 
bank when I examined it, but were put 
up later by Mr. Cole to secure his in- 
debtedness. 

“I make this statement at this time 
to correct the various rumors now in 
circulation as to the failure of the Globe 
bank. 

“In justice to Mr. Bigelow it should be 
stated that, as on Sept. 9 he was the 
largest individual depositor in the bank, 
he was also the largest when the bank 
cloged its doors.”” 

Not Anxious to Return. 

Los Augeles, Cal., Dec. 26.—The at- 
torney fur Charles H. Cole, formerly 
president of the Globe National bank of 
Boston, and now being detained here on 
a charge of embezzlement, says that his 
client will remain here, and that no 


move is contemplated until the complaint

Earthquakes In California. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 26—At 4:25 
o'clock Monday morning a severe earth- 
quake shock was felt over a large por- 
tion of southern California, the undula- 
tions lasting about 12 seconds. The en- 
tire center of the shock appeared to have 
been at San Jacinto. Tenor 15 buildings 
were damaged, chimneys being toppled 
over and walls cracked and shaken. The 
total damage at San Jacinto and Hemit, 
a small town nearby, is estimated at 
$50,000. No person was injured at either 
place as far as known. The shock was 
heavy at other places, but no particular 
damage is reported except from San 
Jacinto and Hemit. In this city no dam- 
age was done, though the shock was 
particularly violent. The houses here 
are well filled with eastern tourists, and 
they were in many instances terrified at 
the unexpected disturbances and rushed 
from their rooms in affright. 


Found Dead In a Trench. 

North Uxbridge, Mass., Dec. 26.—Will- 
iam Lynch of the Rivulet village was 
found in the mill treach in Rogerson 
village with a fractured skull. He was 
removed to his boarding house and died 
without regaining consciousness. The 
trench where he was found Is protected 
with a railing and at the place where he 
fell it is 3% feet high. As Lynch was not 
over five feet in height it is considered 
impossible that he could have accidental- 
ly fallen over while leaning against the 
rail. He was 63 years old, unmarried, 
had been employed at the Rivulet woolen 
mill and had accumulated considerable 
property. He was not in the habit of 
carrying much money with him, buta 
wallet which he was said to have owned

May Be Nearly 100,000 on Strike. 

Paris, Dec. 26.—At a meeting of 2500 
miners held at St. Etienne a resolution 
was adopted in favor of declaring a gen- 
eral strike in the coal basin of the Loire. 
A sympathy movement, involving 50,000 
men, is feared. The. prosperity of the 
coal trade led the coal miners to demand 
an increase of wages, shorter hours and 
a formal recognition of the miners’ 
federation by the companies. The lat- 
ter made an offer of 5 percent increase, 
but this was refused. Disorders are an- 
ticipated. Abort 12,500 lace workers are 
on a strike in St. Etienne for higher 
wages. Their idleness involves that of 
35,000 other dependent workmen, mak- 
ing with the miners, if the coal strike 
spreads, as is expected, nearly 100,004, 


To Control Northern Luzon. 

Manila, Dec. 26.—General Young has 
been appointed military governor of the 
provinces of northwestern Luzon, with 
headquarters at Vigan. His command 
includes the Thirty-third infantry and 
the Third cavalry. He will establish 
permanent stations at San Fernando and 
Laoag, with outposts wherever needed, 
The Sixteenth infantry will proceed to 
Aparri, garrisoning such towns as may 
be deemed necessary in the provinces of 
Cagayan, @sabela and Nuevo Vizcaya, 
of which Colonel Hood has been ap- 
pointed military governor. General 
Young and Colonel Hood are establish- 
ing civil municipal governments and the 
Ports in northern Luzon will be opened 
for trade about Jan. 1. 


To Rest In Arlington Cemetery. 

Washington, Dec. 26.—The remains of 
the dead of the battleship Maine arrived 
here today and will be interred at Ar- 
lington cemetery Thursday in the pres- 
ence of President McKinley, most of the 
members of his cabinet and a large con- 
tingent of army and navy officers and 
others. The funeral rites over the dead 
will be performed by Chaplain Chad- 
wick, who was attached to the battle- 
ship when she was blown up in Havana 
bay. The chaplain of the naval academy 
will assist him. A pretty grassy knoll, 
near where the Santiago dead rest, has 
been selected as the final abiding place 
of the remains of the dead seamen. 


A Detective’s Hard Luck. 

Chicago, Dec. 26.—John Gillies, con- 
nected with a private detective agency, 
is at the county hospital, probably fa- 
tally hurt. According to the story he 
tells he was hurled from the Twelfth 
street viaduct by two men, An in- 
coming train on the Grand Trunk rail- 
road severed his right leg at the knee, 
his jaw was fractured, his cheek lacer- 
ated, and his body bruised. The police 
believe Gillies refuses to tell all he 
knows about his adventure. 


Used Kerosene to Start Fire. 

Lawrence, Mass., Dec. 26.--Mrs, Mar- 
geret Welsh, while attempting to start 
a fire with keroscene oil, was terribly 
burned as the result of an explosion, the 
flames from which ignited her clothes. 
She was terribly burned about her limbs. 
Her recovery is doubtful.

TUGELA RIVER FIGHT, 


Boers Say That They Lost Only Thirty 
M-n In the Conflict. 


British Asked For and Were 
Granted an Armistice. 


Nothing From South Africa Indicating Any 
Change In the Military Situation. 


London, 26.—A dispatch from 
Pretoria Over 500 British pris- 
oners, captured at the battle of Storm- 
berg, have arrived here. They have 
been taken to Waterfall to join the other 
prisoners. An official account of the 
Boer casualties at the battle of Tugela 
river says 30 men were killed or wound- 
ed. General Schalk-burgers’ report of 
the battle says: 

“Friday, at dawn, the day long ex- 
pected arrived. The Pretoria detach- 
ment of artillery gave the alarm. Gen- 
eral Buller’s Ladysmith relief column 
was in battle array, advancing on the 
Boer positions, close to the Tugela and 
Colenso. The centre consisted of an 
immense crowd of infantry, flanked on 
each side by two batteries, with strong

parently, absolutely confused the en- 


ermy, who were allowed to think the 
bridge was open for them to cross. 
Their right flank in the meantime at- 
tacked the Boers’ southernmost posi- 
tion, but the Mauser rifle fire was so 
tremendous that they were rolled back 
like a spent wave, leaving ridges and 


ridges of dead and dying huinanity be- 
hind. Again the British advanced to 
the attack, but again fell back, swelling 
the heaps of dead. Their cavalry 
charged to the river, where the Ermelo 
commando delivered such a murderous 
fire that two batteries of cannon had to 
be abandoned, which the Boers are go- 
ing to bring here. Twice the British 
assayed to bring horses to remove them. 
The first time they succeeded in hitch- 
ing on to one cannon, and on the second 
trial the horses and men feli in a heap. 

“Then the British were in full retreat 
to their eamp, whence they sent a heavy 
shrapnel tire on Bulwer bridge, across 
the Tugela, to prevent the burghers from 
recovering the cannon. 

“The French attache, Villebois, and 
the German attache, Braun, say the 
fight could not have been improved 
upon by the armies of Europe. Gen- 
erals Botha and Trichart were always 
at the most dangerous points of the 
fighting. Eleven ambulances removed 
the English dead and wounded. 

“Such a tremendous cannonade has 
seldom been heard. The veldt for miles 
was covered with dead and wounded. 
t was a most crushing British defeat. 
Nine of the cannons have since been 
brought across the river. 

“The British asked for, and 
granted, a 24-hour armistice.” 


— 


Nothing has arrived from South Af- 
rica that would indicate any change ia 
the military situation there. The war 
office is issuing lists of further deaths 
and wounds, as well as accounts of 
sickness. The most serious report of 
the last class is that horse sickness has 
broken out in both British and Boer 
camps in Natal. 

Four hundred British cavalry horses, 
it is said, have already been shot owing 
to the occurrence of glanders. The 
disease is likely to spread with much 
greater rapidity among the British 
horses than among the hardy Boer 
ponies, and this may mean a considerable 
prolongation of the campaign. 

A dispatch from Chieveley, dated Dec. 
19, says: The British naval guns have 
destroyed the Colenso foot bridge, thus 


preventing the Boers holding any posi- |’ 


tion south of the Tugela river. The 
enemy are taking up fresh positions on 
the eastern side nearer the British 
camp. The British position at Frere is 
being strengthened. The Tugela river is 
rising and there is a prospect of heavy 
rains. A two-hour bombardment of 
Ladysmfih has been heard from here. 
According to reliable native reports, the 
Boers had 200 killed in the fight at 
Colenso. 

The news that the Colenso foot bridge 
has been destroyed seems to show that 
General Buller is more anxious to keep 
the enemy at bay than to attempta fur- 
ther advance, 


Despite the severity of the censorship, 
hints are being continually received of 
the serious spread of Dutch disaffection 
in both the Queenstown district of Cape 
Colony and Natal. 

A correspondent of The Dally Mail at 
Pietermaritzburg says: The extent of 
Dutch disaffection should make the im- 
perial authorities realize the magnitude 
of the task before them. 

There are unconfirmed reports from 
Cape Town that General Warren, com- 
manding the Fifth division, has returned 
there. 

Commandant Demeillon, who was 
taken prisoner at Elandslaagte and 
brought to Simonstown, where he was 
confined on the British cruiser Penelope, 
has succeeded in making his escape. 

The Times this morning says: “We 
are informed that the government have 
decided that it is not desirable to make 
further demands upon the European 
garrison in India unless unforeseen diffi- 
culties arise.” 

The mails are just arriving from 
Ladysmith. All the correspondents 
comment bitterly upon the superiority 
of the Boer artillery. The Times cor- 
respondent says: “It is impossible to 
evade the opinion that, if British gun- 
ners were in the Boer positions, the loss 
of life and damage to property in Lady- 
smith would be 10 times greater.” 

The action of the United States govern- 
ment causes considerable discussion re- 
garding the contraband question as af- 
fecting Delagoa Bay and Portugal. 
Widely divergent opinions are expressed.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 


The football chaampionship among the 
athletic clubs of New England was won 
by the Gloucester Athletic club, against 
the North Shore Athletic association, 6 
to 2. 

A building at St. Paul, used by the 
United States Express company as a 
transfer warehouse, was destroyed by 


fire. The warehouse was full of Christ- 
mas packages, 
Bushrod Underwood, who achieved 


fame as a scout in the army of northern 
Virginia, died at Washington, aged 56. 
Many deeds, requiring great coolness 
and courage, were credited to him by 
General Lee and Colonel Mosby of the 
Third Virginia cavalry, to which com- 
mand he belonged. 

Roland Reed, the actor, is seriously 
ill at New York. He is suffering from 
appendicitis. 

Nearly three blocks of buildings in the 
business portion of Hastings, Mich., 
were burned, with a loss of about $200,- 
000. The fire broke out in R. C. Libby 
& Co.'s sawmill, and was evidently the 
work of an incendiary. 

Rev. Thomas Fitzgerald, assistant 
pastor of St. Mary’s parish church, Mil- 
ford, Mass., created a sensation by di- 
recting his parishioners not to accept 
Christmas cheer from the Salvation 
Army, or to donate money to that or- 
ganization. 

Ruth Webster, 6 years old, of Fitch- 
burg, Mass., was quite severely wounded 
by the accidental discharge of an air 
gun in the hands of a boy. 

It is reported that the bubonic plague 
has apepared at Noumoa, capital of the 
French penal colony of New Caledonia. 
Ten Kanakas havea succumbed to the 
disorder, and four whites have been at- 
tacked. The is said to be 
spreading. 

The Canadian military department 
received a cablegram from the war office 
in London, asking that three field bat- 
teries be sent from Canada, so there 
will be no change in the makeup of the 
second Canadian contingent. 

At Watertown, Mass., James J. Cav- 
anaugh held a Christmas reception, the 
significance in particular being that he 
was 109 years old, and in excellent 
health. He was born in Ireland. 

Every employe of the American Ex- 
press company throughout the country 
received a check for $5 as a Christmas 
gift from the company. It is estimated 
that the aggregate sum of the gift will 
reach $60,000 or $79,000.

Noted Men Present at the Services 
al East Northfield. 


Round Top Holds Remains of 
Great Evangelist. 


His Son Stated to Be the Head of His 
’ uecational Enterprises. 


East Northfield, Mass., Dec. 27.— 
Northfitld presented little of the aspect 
of winter yesterday, when the sun came 
out clear and a gentle breeze floated 
across the hills. Preparations had been 
made at the Moody household for an 
early service, to precede the removal of 
Mr. Moody’s bedy to the church, where 
it was to lie in state for several hours 
before the public funeral. At9 o'clock, 
in the presence of the immediate family 
und relutives, Rev. Dr. Schofield read 
eelections from the scriptures, and Rev. 
Mr. Torrey offered prayer. 

A large bier, covered with black cloth, 
had been prepared, on which to carry 
the body from the house to the Congre- 
gational church, nearly a mile distant. 

In advance of the 32 Mt. Hermon stu- 
dents carrying the body were Rev. Drs. 
Scofield and Torrey. 

The body lay in state at the church 
until after the services. Mr. Moody's 
face looked very natural. There was 
color in the flesh and it did not seem like 
the face of the dead. The hands, how- 
ever, seemed as though of wax. 

The body was garbed in the familiar 
black so long worn by Mr. Moody. The 
coffin was covered with black broad- 
cloth. On the plate were the words and 
figures: ‘Dwight L. Moody, 1837-1899." 

As soon as the coffin was opened a 
floral offering from the Bible institute 
of Chicago was laid across the foot. It 
consisted of several magnificent palm 
leaves, and at the stems anivy wreath 
was held by apurpleribbon, There was 
no marked display. This was in ac- 
cordance with Mr. Moody's wish. 

The services at the church began at 
2:30, at which time the family arrived. 
Rey. Mr. Scofield, Rev. Mr. Torrey, 
Bishop Mallalicu, several other clergy- 
men, John Wanamaker and other old 
friends of Mr. Moody's followed and took 
seats upon the platform and made ad- 
dresses during the afternoon. The 
services opened with a hymn, “A Little 


While and He Shall Come,” and Dr. 
Scofield followed with prayer. Rev. K. 
T. Pierson read the scripture lesson. 


This was followed by prayer by Rev. 
George C. Needham, after which the 
congregation sang. Rev. Mr. Scofield 
pronounced the eulogy. 

The service closed with the singing by 
the male quartet of “Blessed Hope of 
the Coming of the Lord.” Those in the 
church immediately left the building and 
the casket was closed. At 4:40 the casket 
was taken outside and the cortege start- 
ed for Round Top. Revs. Scofield and 
Torrey were first, followed by the bier, 
escorted by 32 Hermonites. Then came 
the honorary pallbearers, and Ira D. 
Sankey, George Stebbins, Dr. Wood, Col- 
one] Janeway of New Brunswick, N. J.; 
C. A. Hopkins of Boston, H. M. Moore of 
Boston, General J. J. Estey of Brattle- 
boro, R. C. Morse of the tnternational 
committee, many ministers and friends, 
and then the carriages containing the 
family and mourners. 

At the grave all sang “Jesus Lover of 
My Soul.” Dr. Torrey offered prayer 
and Dr. Scofield pronounced the benedic- 
tion. After the people had left the grave 
the casket was opened and the family 
took a last look at Mr. Moody. The 
casket was lowered a few minutes past 
5. A little later the family returned to 
their home. 

Last evening former students of the 
Mount Hermon school met at the North- 
field hotel and passed resolutions pledg- 
ing themselves to do all in their power 
to sustain the school and support what- 
ever action the trustees might take for 
its future. 

Will R. Moody is stated to be the re- 
sponsible head of the schools and enter- 
prises in which D. L. Moody was so 
deeply interested. Steps will be taken 
within a short time to very largely in- 
crease the endowment fund of all the 
schools. 


Has Mysteriously Disappeared. 
Halifax, Dec. 27.—A sensation has 
been caused at Arichat, C. B., by the 
disappearance of Dr. Roberts, who, 
some months ago, fell heir to a large 
fortune. The missing man was born 
in France, and settled in Cape Ureton 
several years ago. For over 12 months 
he has been a helpless cripple, owing to 
muscular rheumatism. On Saturday 
night he was spirited away, znd all 

search for him has been of no ayail. 


Italian’s Ready Knife. 

Boston, Dec. 27.—In a row near the 
Union station last night among Itel- 
ians who had been working at .ynn for 
the Lynn and Boston railroad, and had 
been fighting on their way home ina 
special car, Alphonse Abruzz}i, the fore- 
man, was stabbed twice in the back by 
Boney Finocchi, as he alleges. Fin- 
osshi was arrested, and Abruzzi was also 
gent to the police station, where his 
‘younds were dressed, 


En Route to Ariington. 

Newport News, Va., Dec, 27.—The 
Maine’s dead were brought ashore at 
1:30 yesterday on a lighter and trans- 
ferred without ceremonies to a Chesa- 
peake and Ohio special baggage train, 
waiting to transfer them to Arlington. 
The train left at 10 o'clock last night. 
The coffins on the lighter were com- 
pletely covered with flags, on top of 
which were wreaths in profusion.

Music with that end in view. 


Molineux—Other Experts Give Testimony. 

New York, Dec. 27.—The Molineux 
trial was resumed yesterday, with Ex- 
pert Henry L. Tolman on the witness 
giand. He said it is an infallible rule 
that any writer in either simulated or 
dissimulated writings will, somewhere 
in the writings, forget himself, fail to 
keep the disguise or simulation success- 
fully, and allow to creep in his own pew 
habits. Mr. Tolman then went into a 
technical explanation of the writing in 
one of the “Barnet” letters. He talked 
a steady stream of technicalities, speak- 
ing rapidly and in a low tone._ 

Recorder Goff finally grew irapatient 
at the long-drawn-out testimony, and 
told Assistant Attorney Osborne that he 
did not see the necessity for having the 
witness go through all of the exhibits. 
To this Mr. Osborne assented, and the 
evidence of the witness was accordingly 
cut as short as possible. 

At noon the direct examination of Mr. 
Tolman was finished, and his cross-ex- 
amination was commence. Mr. Weeks 
enlivened the proceedings by asking the 
witness if he remembered identifying 
the signature of the city clerk of Mad- 
ison, Wis., and if he remembered tes- 
tifying in a case at Hartford. Mr. Tol- 
said that he refused to identify the 
signature of the Madison official, or to 
pass upon it in any way, and that he 
had never beenin Hartford. The cross- 
examination, though bringing out the 
fact that the witness had never be- 
fore had occasion to call such prominent 
attention to the matter of energy (m- 
pulse as in this case, failed completely 
to shake the belief of the witness that 
Roland B. Molineux wrote the address 
on the poison package. 

San Francisco furnished 
hafdwriting expert, in the person of 
Daniel T. Ames. Mr. Ames testified 
that he had been a student of hand- 
writing for 40 years, and that he had 
testified in many famous cases, includ- 
ing the Botkin poisoning case in San 
Francisco, in which poison was sent 
through the mails. The witness de- 
tailed the methods which he had cm- 
ployed in the examination of the hand- 
writing of the defendant, and he then 
entered into an account of the various 
methods employed by persons anxious 
to disguise their handwriting. Fore- 
man Martin asked the witness what 
prominence he gave to the question of 
pictorial effect, and the witness said 
that pictorial effect was not the most 
important point to be considered.

He replied: “T expect to 
make several speeches in the east, but 
I expect to discuss the money question 
along with other questions. There are 
three questions now prominently before 
the people: The money question, the 
trust question and the Philippine ques- 
tion. Whenever I make a political 
speech I discuss all three questions." 

Lawton Fund Keeps cn Growing. 

Washington, Dec. 27.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin’s list of subscriptions to the 
Lawton home fund aggregated $15,000 at 
noon yesterday. The committee an- 
nounces that the subscription lists will 
be kept open until Jan. 5 next, when the 
money will be banked and placed to Mrs. 
Lawton’s credit. The amount now in 
the hands of General Corbin probably 
is less than half of that actually sub- 
scribed, many subscriptions not yet 
having reached him.

Pervert the Mace of Governmental Au- 
thority For Self Aggrandizement. 


Monopolies Compel the United 
States to Become a Servitor. 


—_———— 


Usurpation of Transportation Department as 
Viewed by Attorney General Monnett. 


Boston, Dec. 28.—The attorney general 
of Ohio, Fred S. Monnett of Cincinnati, 
last evening spoke before that progres- 
give institution, the Twentieth Century 
club, on the trust problem a5 it presents 
itself in Ohio. The formal title of his 
address was “Abdication of Sovereign- 

Mr. Monnett spoke in no uncertain 
terms about the powers of the Standard 
Oil trust. He showed that this corpora- 
tion’s strength was acquired through 
freight rate discriminations. Attorney 
General Monnett has conducted several 
suits against the Standard Oil trust, and 
his fearless attitude toward this giant 
corporation is well known in Ohio. 

His remarks were temperate through- 
out. He impressed his hearers as being 
thoroughly familiar with the problems 
growing out of trusts. His address fol- 
lows in part: 

The speaker began by saying: bao 
want to demonstrate to you that the most 
potent weapon of oppression is that club 
that we, as sovereign people, hand over 
to certain favored interests, and they in 
turn, having thus seized the mace of 
governmental authority, pervert it to 
their own use and for their own self 
aggrandizement in defiance of the rights 
of the great majority of individuals or 
citizens composing such sovereignty.” 

He then gave several illustrations of 
the power vested in private ownership 
and the possibility that that power 
might be applied disastrously to any in- 
terest involving public welfare, were it 
not for the fact that by reserving the 
yvight of eminent domain, the government 
acquires original authority by virtue of 
sovereignty to contwoland regulate, even 


to the extent of appropriating any in- 
dividual property for the public benefit 
as the public safety, necessity, con- 


Venience or welfare may demand. 

then discussed at some 
application of the principle 
of eminent domain as applied to trans- 
portation facilities, quoting from court 
records the decisions of eminent jurisis 
in cases in point. Continuing, he said: 

“I maintain that if by a great aggre- 
gation of capitala pipeline company may 
ramify all the oil fieids with its symtem 
and connect with the manufacturing 
centers, which it in turn so controls as 
to prevent all competition and is enabled 
to destroy all competitors, then the state 
and federal government for the good of 
the common man and the common wel- 
fare, has the power and right, and it is 
its duty to interfere. 

“So, likewise, when one giant corpora- 
tion may establish a system of tank cars 
and erect tank stations, and having so 
combined with the railroad companies 
as to getan unfair rate by virtue of their 
owning their own tank cars and tank 
stations, that the state has a right under 
its police regulations to protect the 
common man and the man of smaller 
means from such abuse and usurpation 
of the transportation department. 

“T believe that I can safely assert that 
very little injury has ever been done 
through the accumulation of capital in 
the manufacturing business, or in other 
producing departments, so long as the 
competitors had an equal chance through 
the markets at the transportation de- 
partments. 

“Tt is the millions that have been made 
from the favoritism obtained through 
the governmental grants as recognized 
in the transportation department as 
above illustrated that are disarranging 
the great commercial and economic con- 
ditions of today. The $600,000,000 owned 
by a little coterie of the Standard Oil 
magnates, the $1,000,000,000 controlled in 
the iron, coal, copper and other indus- 
tries by a limited number of capitalists 
represent the fruits of this illegal abuse 
of the governmental functions.”

The speaker then took up at length 
evidence to show the arrogance of 
monopolies, especially of the Standard 
Oilcompany. He also described the legal 
actions which he, as attorney general, 
had brought against the Standard Oil 
company of Ohio. 

“We have,” he continued, “in this, the 
close of the 19th century, a spectacle of 
grants of corporate power, creatures of 
the state, more powerful than the 
creator, subverting the leyislature, de- 
laying judicial proceedings, defying 
courts, or, In other words, treating the 
United States and the state of Ohio as 
they have treated the raiiroads; com- 
pelling servitude on the part of the state, 
rather than the sfate tetaining its 
sovereignty over its creatures. Itis as 
complete an abdication of sovereignty, 
so far as this octopus is concerned, as 
any of a sovereign in history. 

“Their attack upon every public of- 
ficial who dares to lift Mis finger or 
exercise his office as agajnust their en- 
croachments may be bitter and may de- 
stroy that individual, but let another 
step forward and fill the gap. Step for- 
ward, march on, shoulder to shoulder, 
and recover our lost powers; assert the 
sovereignty of the state cover its crea- 
tures, if necessary even by revoking tha 
gharters and conducting tne transpor- 
sation department by the state itself.”

MCLINEUX JURORS COMPLAIN 
Of Detectives Who Allow Zeal to Outrun Dis- 
cretion—Record Broken For Murder Trials. 

New York, Dec. 28.—Some of the jurors 
in the case of Roland B. Molineux have 
complained to Recorder Goff about being 
under the ccnstant and almost painful 
surveillance of detectives. They claim 
that ever since the organization of the 
jury a detective has been assigned to 
each member of the jury, and that the 
Getectives have shadowed them with a 
zeal that is annoying. The complaining 
jurors claim that they are not only 
dogged, but that their business places 
are invaded, and even the privacy of 
home life is disturbed by the detectives. 

It is said that Recorder Goff told the 
jurors that he could do nothing for them. 
Assistant District Attorney McIntyre 
Stated that 15 detectives had been se- 
lected to watch the jury, and that it was 
the custom to employ men to “shadow” 
jurors during an important murder case. 
It is understood, however, that orders 
will be issued to the “shadows” to 
give the jurors as little trouble as pos- 
sible in the future,

MAINE VICTIMS BURIED 


With Full Military Honors In Ground 
Reserved For Nation’s Heroes, 


Protestant and Catholic Ser- 
vices Over the Remains. 


Sigsbee, Chidwick and Other Survivors of the 
Disaster Attended the Services. 


Washington, Dec. 28.—The remains of 
the 150 victims of the Maine disaster 
brought from Havana by the battleship 
Texas were buried yesterday with full 
military honors upon a knoll in Arling- 
ton cemetery. 


of Captain Sigsbee, now of the Texas, 
who was captain of the Maine on the 
night when his ship was blown up in 
Havana harbor two years ago. Presi- 
dent McKinley and the members of the 
cabinet, Admiral Dewey, Major General 
Miles and his staff and many other offl- 
cers of the army and navy stationed in 
Washington were present at the burial. 
A cabinet officer, surveying the flag- 
draped coffins before the ceremonies be- 
gan, said: “The lives of thos«

CAPTAIN SIGSLEE. 


But there was no note of triumph in 
the final scene yesterday. Withatouch 
of sadness and solemn gravity the nation 
performed its duty to the dead, and gave 
its defenders a Christian burialat home, 
in soil hallowed by patriotic dead. 

A soft mantle of snow covered the 
earth, muffling the beat of the horses’ 
hoofs, the slow turning carriage wheels 
and the tramp of soldiers and sailors as 
they approached the burial place. 

The a commanding one. In 
front the broad bosom of the ice-fet- 
tered Potomac; beyond, the shaft of 
Washington, the dome of the capitol and 
the sprawling city to the right, the 
choked embrasures of old Fort Mc- 
Pherson and between the graves of the 
heroic dead of Santiago, to the left the 
stately mansion of Lee and to the rear, 
through the vistas of snow-laden pines 
and cedars, the silent army of the 
patriotic dead of the Civil war, sleeping 
rank upon rank in their last bivouac. 

The caskets interred yesterday ranged 
row on row. Over each was spread an 
American ensign, upon which lay a 
wreath of galax leaves. Around the en- 
closure, shoulder to shoulder, the yellow 
of their coat linings forming a band of 
color, were drawn up thecavalry of Fort 
Myer; to the right was a battalion of 
marines from the navy yard with their 
spiked helmets and scarlet capes turned 
back; to the left a detachment of jackies 
from the Texas in navy blue; in the flag- 
draped stand in the rear the president 
and his cabinet, Admiral Dewey, Major 
General Miles and a distinguished group 
of officers of the army and navy in their 
showy dress uniforms; while all around 
pressed the throng of people who had 
braved the snow and biting cold to pay 
their last tribute to the dead. 

Among these were many relatives and 
friends of those who had been lost in the 
disaster. There was a tender appro- 
priateness in the fact that Captain Sigs- 
bee, who was in command of the Maine 
when she was blown up, had charge of 
the ceremonies in honor of his men, and 
that Father Chidwick, who was chaplain 
of the Maine, was there to perform the

last rites. Three others who lived 
through that awful night In Havana 


harbor were at the side of the graves of 
their comrades, Lieutenant Commander 
Wainwright, who was executive officer 
of the Maine, and who sank the Pluton 
and the Furor at Santiago; Lieutenant 
¥F. C. Bowers, who was assistant en- 
gineer of the Maine, and Jeremiah Shea, 
a fireman on the Maine, who was blown 
out of the stokehole of the ship through 
the debris, escaping uninjured almost 
miraculously. 

Slowly, solemnly, the full marine band 
broke the deep hush, pealing forth the 
sad, sweet strains of the dirge, “Safe in 
the Arms of Jesus,” and there were 
twitching of lips and wet eyes as Chap- 
Jain C!ork of the naval academy at An- 
napolis came forward and took his place 
under a canvas-covered shelter in-the 
open space in front of the dead. 

The Protestant services were held first 
and were very simple. Chaplain Clark 
sead the burial service of the Episconal 


The exercises were ex- 
ceedingly simple. They were in charg 


church and then gave way to Father 
Chidwick, who was assisted by Revs. 
Holaind and Brown and two purple- 
robed acolytes. With head bared to the 
wintry blast the Maine’s chaplain read 
a memorial service according to the rites 
of the Catholic church, consigned the 
dead, blessed the ground, repeated the 
Lord’s prayer*and concluded with a 
fervent appeal for the repose of the souls 
of the departed. A detachment of ma- 
rines in command of Captain Harmony 
then marched to the right of the graves 
and fired three volleys over the dead, 
and in the deep stillness that followed 
the crash, the clear, silvery note of a 
bugle rang out the soldiers’ and sailors’ 
last good-night. 

With the sounding of “taps” the cere- 
monies ended. The president and his 
party and the other distinguished guests, 
the military and the crowds then with- 
drew. Before leaving Captain Sigsbee 
introduced Jeremiah Shea to the presi- 
dent. When asked for an explanation 
of the mystery of his escape by the 
president, Shea responded as he did toa 
sittittzssswiry from Father Chidwick at 
the time of tye disaster: 

“I don’t knyw how I got through. I 
Was blown out. I guess I must have 
been an armor-plercing projectile.” 

And thus, after two years, the dead of 
the Maine have been brought home, and 
’n ground reserved for the nation’s heroes 
have been buried with full military 
honors and the service of their faith,

Bogus Bishop Fools Faculty and Students 
at Holy Cross College. 
Worcester, Mass., Dec, 29.—The Spy 
Says: that Rt. Rev. J. 
Meerschaert, bishop of the Indian tribes 
of the west, who visited Holy Cress 
college in Worcester, Tuesday, Dec. 5, 
and was received with open arms by the 
unsuspecting members of the faculty 
and students, was not Bishop Meers- 
chaert at all. It is pretty certain that 
he was none other than a clever and 
experienced man named 

Lewis. 

The man has operated, it is said, all 
over the country, but usually he enacts 
the part of a plain priest, and not that 
of a bishop. He was discovered at 
Rochester, owing to his lack of knowl- 
edge of Latin.

His deception was seen 
through, and later, after a desperate 
struggle, he was arrested and served 
three years in state prison.

Missionaries’ Lives In Danger. 

Vancouver, B. C., Dec. 29.—At the re- 
quest of the missionaries of the New 
Hebrides group a punitive expedition 
has been sent from Sydney to Panna by 
Admiral Pearson of the British navy. 
Advices of the outrages by the natives 
brought here a month ago are dupil- 
cated by the latest Australian papers, 
culminating in the attempted massacre 
of all the white missionaries and the 
actual murder of a native teacher.

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OVERTIME QUESTION, 


Fall River Mill Men Have Grievance 
Against State Officials, 


Offenders In Other Cities Are 
Not Molested. 
Said to Be Allowed to Do as They Please 
Regarding Factory Laws. 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. 29.—Steps are 
being taken to determine whether the 
overtime laws of which so much talk is 
being made by the state police officers 
apply in other parts of the state as well 
asin Fall River. Manufacturers whose 
mills are not being run overtime here 
are taking exceptions to the tone of the 
state officers’ communications to the 
newspapers and to the tone of the in- 
spectors in dealing with local mills, 

For months the mills of Lowell and 
other centers outside of Fall River have 
been running overtime with but little 
effective opposition from the state po- 
lice officials. In no part of the state is 
the factory law enforced so rigidly as it 
is here, and manufacturers have deter- 
mined to find out why this is so. The 
trades unions are very active here, of 
course, but the laws applying to the op- 
eration of factories are in force where 
there are no trades unions, so that Fall 
River manufacturers dislike to feel that 
the state officials are in league with 
union officials to hamper trade. 

One of the most prosperous manufac- 
turers here says that the mills that are 
running overtime in this city have been 
driven to it largely because mills in other 
parts of the state are allowed to do about 
as they please in the matter of factory 
laws. The mills that most desire to run 
overtime are the mills that manufacture 
fine goods and have to compete with mills 
in other parts of the state that are run- 
ning overtime and supplying orders 
which they could not otherwise fill, 

The manner in which Chief Wade of 
the state police force is using an opinion 
said to have been given by the attorney 
general is considered by several manu- 
facturers and some corporation lawyers 
here to be in the nature of a bluff, Itis 
the disposition of the state inspectors 
stationed here to bring complaints 
against the mills that are running over- 
time and make the mills fight a law 
which Chief Wade would have the pub- 
lic think the attorney eencral says is 
being violated. i 

The management cf the Harkraves 
mills stated westerday that it qWe=—ser 
the wish of that co:rpéraJdom/o run in 
defiance of the laws nor to hire » that 
has worked In other mills durice the 
day. They will be better pleased if tiey 
can get help who do not work in other 
concerns and they have been getting a 
great deal of that help in the past. But 
the manner in which the state officers 
are going about what they vaguely term 
the enforcement of overtime laws has 
given the impression to many manufac- 
turers that the opinion mentioned deals 
with a very different statement of facts 
than should be presented In the case of 
several of the mills that desire to run. 

One manufacturer has taken the 
trouble to find out whether the Lowell 
mills are running as usual and he has 
found that they are. But the state of- 
ficlals are not saying a word about those 
mills or mills elsewhere, but are giving 
out newspaper Interviews that deal with 
Fall River alone, as if the mills here were 
the sole offenders. The manner in which 
this matter has been treated by thestate 
officers is but one of the many things 
that show that Chief Wade ts directing 
much more attention here than manu- 
facturers think is deserved. The op- 
cratives themselves say that Fall River 
is an “easy mark,” meaning by that, that 
when a complaint is made it is pushed 
harder than anywhere else. 


Besieged by Office Seekers.

Joubert Said to Have Thousands of, 


Russians Under His Command. 


Anxiety as to Probable In- 
tentions of Buller. 


Thought to Be Animated by Desire to Do 
Something Before Roberts Arrives. 


London, Dec. 30.—The Marseilles cor- 
respendent of The Daily Mail, telegraph- 
ing the substance of an interview with 
the Russian General Gourke, eldest son 
of the famous Gourke, who is now about 
starting for Pretoria, says that the Rus- 
sian oflicer made the following state- 
ment: “T have been offered the com- 
mand of a Boer army corps. In my 
own mind I am absolutely confident 
of the success of the Boers. You may 
take my word for it that thousands of 
Russians are now fighting under Gen- 
eral Joubert.” 


The latest special dispatches from 
Chieveley Camp hint darkly at some 
important movement as imminent. 


This is iuterpreted with some misgiv- 
ings, to mean that General Buller con- 
templates a renewal of his attempt to 
relieve Ladysmith. 

It is reported by the same dispatches 
that the Boers have now retired to the 
north bank of the Tugela, being afraid 
that the swollen river may bar their re- 
treat. They are also moving their 
laagers nearer Ladysmith, probably 
with the intention of putting further 
pressure on the garrison, which now 
seems to be suffering pretty heavily from 
the bombardment. 

It is difficult, however, to conceive that 
General Buller would make another 
frontal attack, especially now that the 
river is rising; and an additional indi- 
eation that this is not his purpose is the 
fact that he has removed his 
quarters back to Frere. 

It is known that further artillery is 
due to arrive for General Buller; but the 
belief here is that his forces even then 
will be too weak. He may, however, 
animated by a desire to accomplish 
something before the arrival of Lord 
Roberts and to satisfy the keenness of 
his men to retrieve their defeat. 

Sir Charles Dilke, in The Daily Chron- 
icle, this morning, discusses Great 
Britain's relations to Delagoa bay with 
regard to the food question.

Mr. Ford’s Gift of Half a Million a Climax 
to Many Presents During Life. 
Boston, Dee. 30.— The 


Soston Baptist 
Social union, 


which was given a round 
half million by the will of the late Daniel 
S. Ford, has been in « xistence 35 years, 
and during most of that time Mr. Ford 
Was closely identified with its work. 

The organization was almost purely of 
a social nature until 1883, w hen Mr. Ford 
urged a system of reaching out to non- 
churchgoers among working people and 
the boarding house population. Asa re- 
sult, a work was taken up which gave 
the organization its character. 


Today the organization has about 250 


members, drawn from the Baptist 
churches of Greater Boston. It expends 
from $4000 to $7000 a year, among its 


beneficiaries being the Harvard Street 
church, the Boston Baptist Bethel anda 
church at Field's Corner. Within the 
past few years the union has distributed 
about $100,000 of Mr. Ford’s money. 

The money was spent in paying sal- 
aries of ministers, in providing music, 
and in otherwise paying running ex- 
penses. The Harvard Street church 
especially received largely of Mr. Ford's 
money. He was greatly interested in 
that church.

While there 
is a desire to discredit The Lokal An- 
zeiger’s statement, its publication has 
occasioned undoubted uneasiness, be- 
cause the consummation of such a plan 
would be a diplomatic stroke unfavor- 
able to France and Russia. The pos- 
session of Delagoa bay is believed to 
be as essential to British success in 
South Africa as a victory over the Boors 
is essential to Great Britain’s interna- 
tional prestige. Therefoce, it is felt 
that, if necessary, Great Britain wil) 
take extreme measures. 

An official of the French office said to 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press yesterday, with respect to the 
seizure of breadstuffs: ‘Such aseizure 
is absolutely outside of international 
rights, and as foolish as though Great 
Britain, supposing her to be at war 
with Switzerland, should declare a 
blockade of Hamburg, for fear certain 
goods should reach the Swiss from that 
source. A decision to consider bread- 
stuffs contraband of war would be re- 
garded in diplomatic circles as a sui- 
cidal policy for Great Britain, as she 
would be most dependent for food sup- 
Plies upon other nations in case a war 
arose involving her.” 

. 


The official then proceeded to point 
out a humber of precedents against the 
action of Great Britain in this matter. 
He cited her own refusal, during the 
Franco-Prussian war, to recognize as 
contraband coal consigned to France, 
although it was known to be intended 
for warships. A still more pertinent 
instance arose during the Franco- 
Chinese war, when Great Britain de- 
clined to accept a declaration of Franc? 
making rice contraband. 

Obviously, however, the chief ground 
for apprehension is the belief that, if 
Great Britain should establish a cordon 
of vessels across Delagoa bay, it would 
be necessary for all nations to send 
naval vessels there to protect individual 
rights. In such an event the presence 
of a large number of warships might 
create friction that would bring on 
grave results. 


Coe Coming Home Under Guard. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 30.—The war- 
rant for the arrest of Charles H. Cole, 
formerly of the Globe bank of Boston, 
on a charge of embezzling $900,000, ar- 
rived yesterday. The United States 
marsha! also received a telegram from 
the attorney general of the United States 
directing him to conduct Cole to Boston 
under guard. Cole waived a prelimin- 
ary examination and the start for Bos- 
ton was made today. The warrant con- 
tains four counts. The first charges 
Cole with receiving $600,000 on Aug. 7 
last and embezzling it, and the second 
accuses him of embezzling $300,000 on 
Aug. 17. The other two counts simply 
refer to these transactions. 


Sports Will Miss Him. 
Boston, Dec. 30.—William J. Mahoney, 
who for the past 16 years has been pro- 
prietor of a house widely patronized by 
the sporting fraternity, died of Bright's 
disease yesterday, aged 40 years. Mr. 
Mahoney was very proficient with the 
gloves and figured as referee and pro- 
moter of many sporting events, and he 
was known throughout the country. He 
was very charitable, and his money was 
aiways ready to help an unfortunate, 
He served as a member of the common 
council from 1886 to 1889, inclusive.

INFLUENGE OF PRIESTS 


Should Be Displaced by Protestant 


Missionary Work In Philippines, 


Best Man We Have None Too 
Good For Governor General. 


Professor Schurman Says We Must Stay and 
Work Out Problem Before Us. 


New York, Dec. 28.—The Independent 
for the current week contains an article 
by Jacob G. Schurman, entitled “Our 
Duty to the Philippines.” 
ig an abstract: 


Following 


I do not believe that some who ad- 
vocate abandoning the Philippine isl- 
ands realize just what such a policy 
would mean. We have put our hands 
to the plow, and we must finish the 
work. There we must stay and work 
out the problem before us. How longa 
period that may be I do not pretend to 
say. It will certainly be a number of 
years. But we must help the Filipinos 
uutil they are able to govern themselves 
aud preserve order and civilization on 
their isiands. 

We have learned a good deal about the 
isands and geography of the Orient as 
a result of the war with Spain and the 
Filipinos. We have 40 or 50 tribes to 
divilize, and seven or eight of these 
tribes have some 300,000 members each. 
On the island of Luzon there is one tribe 


) of 1,500,000 people, who speak one lan- 


guage as totally distinct from the other 
languages as Spanish is from English. 


} Another tribe on the same island, num- 


bering about 600,000, is as distinct from 
the others in language and character 
as they are from the Spaniards them- 
Selves. Then on the island of Mindanao 
there are many tribes that are entirely 
different from each other. In the Sulu 
archipelago we come to another class of 
Natives. These are all Mohammedans, 
while in Luzon they are all Catholic 
Christians. 

The priests have rule& in Luzon so 
long that their influence is widespread, 
and the natives know of no other form 
of Christianity. The Roman Catholic 
church has been established there for 
300 years, and the archipelago was really 
governed by the priests, and not by the 
Spanish civil or military commanders. 
We must credit the church with having 
done a great deal of good work among 
the natives 

Missivnaries are needed on the isl- 
and. They must realize that they are 
contending with a Catholic-educated 
population that knows nothing about 
the fine differences between Protestant 
sects and denominations. I hope that 
wheu we send the missionaries we will 
decide before hand on one form of 
Protestant Christianity. The Filipinos 
will then have Catholic Christianity and 
Protestant Christianity presented to 
them, so they can take their choice. I 
think the island of Mindanao is a more 
promising field for missionaries to begin 
their work in than Luzon. The in- 
fluence of the Catholic church has not 
been extended to Mindanao. 


I believe the fighting in the Philippines 
is nearly over, and our armies now fight- 
ing in northern Luzon will soon be re- 
quired only to keep down the bandits. 
Most of the leaders of the insurrection 
have been dispersed, or have been won 
over to our side. The reasons for the 
revolution and its prolongation are not 
so difficult if we look at the question 
closely. The leaders of the revolution 
had a laudabJe ambition to free them- 
selves from the yoke that had galled 
them for so long. But in the end the 
object of the insurrection was forgotten. 
Personal ambition induced the leaders 
tc forget the good of their country, and 
they fought to advance their own cause. 
I do not believe that than one- 


more 


| third of the money collected for the in- 


surrection ever reached the Filipino 
treasury. 

Another reason for the stubborn op- 
position to our occupation of the islands 
legacy of suspicion and hatred 
for the white man, which Spain be- 
queathed to us, The Filipions will not 
today trust Americans or Spaniards, or 
any “other Europeans. This distrust 
of the white race is one of the problems 
that will require years of Jabor to over- 
come. It must be dissipated by actual 
work; they must have ocular demon- 
stration that the word of the Americans 
can be relied upon. 

I regret that the Americans allowed 
the saloon to geta foothold on the isl- 
ands That has hurt the Americans 
more than anything else, and the spec- 
tacle of Americans drunk awakens dis- 
gust in the Philippines. I have never

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Physicians and Harry Cornish Take the Stand 
In the Molineux Trial. 

New York, Dec. 29.—Harry S. Cornish, 
to whom the poison which killed Mrs. 
Adams was sent through the mails, was 
on the witness stand late yesterday af- 
ternoon, and his examination, which 
promises to develop many things not yet 
made public, will probably continue for 
several days, with interruptions here 
and there for other witnesses. 

Cornish told yesterday of the receipt 
hy him of the famous silver holder and 
bottle of poison, and he reviewed the 
story of Mrs. Adams’ death i.om the 
supposed “bromo seltzer’ which he had 
administered to her when she was ilL 
Just as Cornish’s testimony was begin- 
ning to be interesting the recorder ad- 
journed the case until today. 

The haddwriting experts gave way 
yesterday to the physicians. Dr. Phillips, 
who attended both H. C. Barnet before 
his death and Harry S. Cornish. was one 
of the witnesses examined, and he at- 
tributed the illness of Cornish to mer- 
curial poison and the death of Barnet to 
the same agent. The name “Barnet” 
was not permitted to be received in the 
testimony or placed on the records, but 
a mythical “A. B.” was adopted instead 
and all the symptoms exhibited by 
Barnet during his illness were described 
by Dr. Phillips and accepted as testi- 
mony. 

Dr. Coffin, who also attended these men 
during their illness, corroborated the tes- 
timony of Dr. Phillips so far as it re- 
lated to the symptoms, and endorsed the 
diagnosis made by that physician. 

Another witness on the stand yester- 
day was John D. Adams, once secretary 
of the Knickerbocker Athletic club. His 
testimony dealt with the relations be- 
tween Cornish and Molineux and with 
the various quarrels that had occurred 
at that club. Mr. Weeks will probably 
take up the cross-examination of Adams 
before Cornish again goes on the stand. 


In No Immediate Danger. 

Boston, Dec. 29.—While the officials 
of the McLean hospital are extremely 
reticent in the matter of giving details 
as to the condition of Congressman 
Boutelle, it is stated that Mr. Boutelle
